IT  has  been  suggested  to  us  that,  owing  to  the  schools  having 
but  recently  been  opened  and  students  being,  therefore, 
scarcely  in  the  full  swing  of  analytical  work,  it  would  be  an 
advantage  if  the  tournament  for  the  Winter  Session  were 
to  begin  with  the  next  analysis,  rather  than  with  the  mixture 
of  salts  sent  out  on  Wednesday  of  this  -week.  We  have 
consulted  Dr.  Dobbin  in  the  matter,  and  he  agrees  that  it 
will,- on  the  whole,  be  a  better  arrangement.  Those  who 
have  received  the  salt  sent  out  on  Tuesday  of  this  week  will, 
however,  understand  that  we  shall  award  to  the  two  who 
send  in  the  best  reports  book  prizes  as  already  intimated, 
and  we  hope  that  this  preliminary  competition  will  add 
greater  zest  to  the  tournament.

REPORT  ON  THE  ESSAY  AND  QUESTION 
COMPETITION. 

There  was  a  very  small  response  to  the  announcement  of 
this  competition,  only  seven  students  sending  in  papers. 
The  features  of  the  competition  are  that  the  students  who 
have  attained  the  three  highest  places  in  the  list  form  a 
group  by  themselves  with  almost  equal  marks,  and  that, 
whilst  these  three  have  obtained  a  creditable  percentage  of 
marks,  none  of  our  correspondents  has  reached  as  high  a 
standard  as  we  had  hoped  for  in  our  prize-winners.  Gener- 
ally stated,  the  essays  and  answers  that  have  obtained  low 
marks  owe  that  result  more  to  their  incompleteness  than  to 
any  inaccuracies  contained  in  them ;  and  we  desire  to  point 


out  that  in  this  instance  (as  is  very  commonly  the  case  in 
examinations  where  access  to  books  of  reference  is  not 
possible)  the  competitors  have  not  directed  their  attention 
sufficiently  carefully  to  answering  in  a  systematic  manner 
every  point  expressly  involved  in  the  questions,  but  have 
written  their  answers, for  the  most  part  in  a  rather  general 
and  discursive  way.  Answers  should  not  only  be  as  precise 
and  as  concise,  but  also  as  complete  as  possible.  Whilst 
nothing  should  be  absent  from  an  answer  which  is  involved 
in  the  question,  on  the  other  hand  an  answer  should  not 
contain  anything  which  the  question  does  not  really  involve. 
The  answpring  of  examination-questions  may,  with  practice, 
be  made  of  the  nature  of  a  fine  art.  We  have  briefly  alluded 
here  to  a  few  of  the  first  principles  only. 

The  essays  on  "  Fehling's  Solution  "  were,  upon  the  whole, 
carefully  compiled,  but  one  or  two  competitors  (in  spite  of 
our  special  note  to  the  contrary)  confined  their  remarks 
almost  exclusively  to  the  description  of  manipulation,  and 
only  made  very  slight  reference  to  the  chemical  facts  under- 
lying the  preparation  and  use  of  this  important  solution.

1Refluj>conoert0er  for  Water^oven. 

By  Sydney  C.  Gadd. 

THE  condenser  consists  of  a  brass  T  piece,  one  arm  of 
which  is  connected  with  the  water-supply  by  rubber 
tubing,  the  flow  being  regulated  by  a  tap,  and  the  other  arm 
for  outlet  of  steam.    To  the  latter  is  joined  20  feet  of  glass 


tubing  (^-inch  bore)  by  indiarubber  connections.  The  steam 
condensed  in  the  glass  tubes  falls  back  into  the  oven.  The 
waste  steam  is  caught  in  a  bottle  (placed  on  a  high  shelf), 
and  returns  automatically  to  the  oven  when  the  source  of 
heat  is  removed.

William  Bolton,  chemist's  assistant,  was  fined  5s.,  includ- 
ing costs,  at  Shrewsbury,  on  September  19,  for  furiously 
riding  a  bicycle. 

Three  hounds  belonging  to  the  Essex  Union  Pack  have 
foeen  p-.isoned  by  strychnine,  and  251.  reward  is  offered  for 
the  conviction  of  the  layers  of  the  poison. 

A  clergyman  named  Keet  was  remanded  at  Waterloo 
■(Liverpool)  Police  Court,  on  September  21,  on  charges  of 
stealing  property  to  the  value  of  M.  4«.,  belonging  to  Mr. 
S.  J.  D.  Manson  and  Mr.  E.  A.  Rider,  chemists,  Waterloo. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Tiverton  Bjard  of  Guardians  last 
week  it  was  agreed  that  the  balance  of  Dr.  Duncan's  account 
for  the  supply  of  cod-liver  oil  and  malt-extract  (see  C  $  D., 
September  7,  page  400)  be  paid,  and  that  in  future  pure 
cod-liver  oil  only  be  supplied. 

The  late  Mr.  Richard  Reynolds'  house,  Cliff  Lodge,  Hyde 
Park,  Lceds.  was  sold  by  public  auction  on  Wednesday, 
September  25,  and  realised  2,750/.  Many  of  our  readers 
have  had  the  privilege  of  visiting  the  gardens  and  green- 
houses of  this  ideal  English  home. 

Edward  Wakefield  (37),  an  assayer,  was  committed  for 
trial  at  Clerkenwell  on  September  20,  on  charges  of  stealing, 
during  the  past  three  months,  from  78  Hatton  Garden, 
Holborn,  28J-  oz.  of  gold  and  silver,  value  91/.  15$.  2d,  the 
property  of  Messrs.  Johnson  &  Matthey  (Limited),  assayers. 

Two  errand-boys  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  G.  Isaac,  chemist, 
Bristol,  appeared  at  the  Bristol  Police  Court  on  September  18, 
•charged  with  stealing  six  bottles  of  scent,  value  6s.  6d., 
from  their  employer.  One  of  the  prisoners  was  sent  to  a 
reformatory  for  three  years,  and  the  other  was  discharged. 

On  September  23  the  new  premises  at  Durham  Grove, 
Morning  Lane,  Hackey,  N.E.,  to  which  Messrs.  Marion, 
James  &  Ker,  manufacturing  chemists,  have  recently  re- 
moved, were  "burgled"  for  the  third  time  in  eight  days. 
Doors  were  forced,  all  letters  opened  and  postal  orders 
abstracted,  and  on  the  last  occasion  the  visitors  made  a  fire 
of  letters,  envelopes,  and  labels,  bciled  a  kettle  and  made 
tea. 

Four  boys  were  remanded  at  Bow  Street,  on  September  21, 
on  a  charge  of  burglary  at  the  dispensary  of  Mr.  James 
Bremner,  medical  practitioner,  26  Drury  Lane.  It  was  stated 
that  the  prisoners  (one  of  whom  had  been  in  the  doctor's 
employ  for  about  ten  months,  but  was  under  notice  to  leave) 
had  obtained  access  to  the  house  by  lifting  the  area  grating, 
and  that  they  stole  10s.  from  a  till  in  the  dispensary,  and 
between  20s.  and  30s.  from  a  drawer,  where  it  had  been 
placed  by  Mr.  H.  M.  Withington,  the  dispenser.

1.  Candidates  must  be  18  years  of  age. 

2.  A  certificate  o£  six  months'  practical  pharmacy  will  be 
required,  such  certificate  to  be  signed  by  a  registered  medical 
practitioner,  or  an  assistant  of  the  Society  holding  a  public 
appointment,  or  by  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. 

3.  The  fee  will  be  51.  5s.    Re-examination  fee,  21.  2s. 

The  examination  will  remain  as  described  in  oar  Educa- 
tional Number,  September  7.

For  the  winners 
Gordon  Cowen  (11),  Purton  (20),  and  Friend  (10)  were  the 
best  scores,  while  for  the  Davy  Hills  Club  Collins  with  10 
and  Maughan  with  30  hit  very  well.  This  is  the  third  con- 
secutive year  in  which  the  Wellcome  C.C.  have  obtained  the 
silver  challenge  cup.

Good  Samaritans. 

An  explosion  of  gas  occurred  af.  the  Victoria  Hall,  Rhyl, 
on  September  16,  and  the  victims,  Miss  Thwaites,  a  cookery 
lecturer,  and  Mr.  Jarratt,  an  attendant,  were  conveyed  by 
Mr.  P.  J.  AshSeld,  chemist  and  druggist,  to  his  pharmacy, 
opposite  the  hall,  where  Mr.  Ashfield,  his  wife,  and  his 
assistants  did  all  that  could  be  done  tor  the  unconscious 
sufferers  pending  the  arrival  of  the  medical  men.  The  lady 
was  subsequently  removed  to  the  hospital,  and  the  attendant 
to  his  lodgings. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Walworth  on  September  21,  on  the 
body  of  a  pianoforte-maker  name!  Chambers,  evidence  was 
given  by  Mr.  A.  P.  Barnard,  chemist  and  druggist,  of 
Hackney  R)ad,  who  stated  that  deceased,  who  appeared 
very  ill,  entered  his  shop  on  August  18.  Mr.  Barnard  tried 
to  administer  a  draught,  bat  the  man  could  not  swallow, 
so  witness  sent  at  once  for  Dr.  O'Regan.  After  being 
attended  to  for  an  hour  in  Mr.  Barnard's  pharmacy,  deceased 
was  removed  to  the  infirmary.  There  was  some  delay  in 
admitting  the  man  to  the  infirmary,  Mr.  Barnard  (who  is  a 
guardian)  was  sorry  to  say,  and  by  the  time  he  was  got  into 
Bethnal  Green  infirmary  the  man  was  dead.  According  to 
the  medical  evidence  he  died  from  syncope  arising  from 
bronchitis  and  enlarged  heart,  and  the  neglect  to  admit 
deceased  earlier  might  have  accelerated  the  dea'h. 

British  Homoeopathic  Society. 

The  annual  congress  of  this  body  was  held  at  Liverpool 
on  September  29,  Dr.  John  D.  Hayward  (Liverpool),  Vice- 
President,  presiding  in  the  absence,  through  illness,  of  the 
President,  Dr.  George  Clifton,  of  Leicester,  whose  presidential 
address  dealt  with  "  The  New  Century  ;  the  Increasing  Pur- 
poses of  the  Medical  Age."  Hj  emphasised  the  fact  of  the 
debt  which  the  world  at  large  is  under  to  the  early  pioneers 
of  homoeopathy,  and  pointed  out  that  many  changes  have 
taken  place  in  the  position  of  homceopathists  through  the 
good  work  done  by  the  Society.  He  knew  that  some  of  their 
best  men  had  hankered  after  recognition  as  members  of  the 
established  medical  churcb,  but  they  could  not  admit  the 
desirability  of  a  united  profession  till  they  had  it  acknow- 
ledged that  homoeopathy  is  the  science  of  therapeutics. 
Several  papers  were  communicated,  and  Mr.  C.  Knox  Shaw, 
L.R.C.P.,  MR.C.S,  Wimpole  Street,  W  ,  was  elected  Presi- 
dent for  the  ensuing  vear,  and  Mr.  T.  W.  Barwood, 
L.RC.P.I.&E.,  Ealiog,  Vice-President.  Dr.  Madden 
(Bromley),  and  Dr.  Dyce  Brown  (London),  were  respectively 
reappointed  Hon.  Treasurer  and  Hon.  Secretary.  It  was 
decided  to  hold  the  next  congress  in  London. 

Left  the  Handle. 

On  September  19  burglars  entered  the  establishment  of 
Boots  (Limited),  in  Market  Street,  Longton,  and,  removing 
the  safe  from  its  place  under  the  counter,  carried  it  off 
bodily,  the  handle  only  being  left.  Access  had  been  ob- 
tained by  a  skylight,  and  two  or  three  men  must  have  been 
at  the  job.  None  of  the  stock  was  disturbed,  but  the  desk 
and  cash-till  had  both  been  examined,  as  well  as  the  pockets 
of  an  old  overcoat  belonging  to  Mr.  S.  T.  Russon,  chemist 
and  druggist,  the  manager.  The  safe,  which  contained  131 
in  cash,  was  removed  by  means  of  a  hand-cart  belonging  to 
a  neighbouring  ironmonger.    The  police  are  clueless. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  death  is  announced  of  Mr.  Charles  Pumphrey,  who 
did  much  locally  to  pipularise  rubber  goods  at  the  works  in 
Ryland  Street,  now  owned  by  the  Midland  Rubber  Company. 
He  wa3  an  active  scientist  and  a  member  of  the  Birmingham 
Microscopical  and  Natural  History  Societies. 

"Do  you  sell  Crowfig?"  was  the  question  to  a  brother 
chip  this  week.    "Yes,"  was  the  answer ;  "but  as  I  do  not 


know  you  it  is  unlawful  to  sell  it  to  you.  Brine  a  witness 
known  to  both  of  us  and  you  shall  be  supplied."  All  this- 
because  pulvis  nucis  vomicae  was  wanted. 

At  Walsall  on  September  20,  Josiah  Austin,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Nechells  Green,  Birmingham,  and  Joseph  Ivines 
were  summoned  for  cruelty  to  a  horse,  the  former  for 
causing  it  to  be  worked  while  lame,  and  the  latter  for 
working  it.  Austin  was  fined  40s.  and  costs,  and  Ivines  10i\ 
and  costs. 

Mr.  J.  Freeman,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  added  to  hisr 
many  duties  the  office  of  gas-account  collector  for  his 
district  of  Dudley  Road.  It  is  found  a  great  convenience  to- 
consumers  to  hand  in  their  cash  at  a  local  establishment; 
instead  of  trudging  to  the  Council's  Gas  Departmental  Office 
at  Victoria  Square. 

Much  sympathy  will  be  felt  with  Mr.  H.  J.  Masters  (who 
represents  Messrs.  John  Richardson  &  Co.,  Leicester, 
Limited)  On  the  death  of  his  son,  a  very  promising  young 
fellow,  who  recently  passed  the  Minor,  and  hoped  to  be  aa 
ornament  to  the  profession  which  his  father  has  served  so 
well  for  many  years  in  Birmingham  and  the  Midlands. 

The  arrangements  made  by  the  powers  that  be  for  the- 
attendance  of  provincial  students  at  the  London  and 
Edinburgh  examinations  are  not  greatly  appreciated  by 
candidates.  It  is  pointed  out  that  the  present  method 
necessitates  many  travelling  on  a  Sunday — which  is  re- 
pugnant to  some  — in  order  to  be  in  time  for  the  examination 
on  Monday  morning.  Seeing  that  there  are  many  on  the 
spot  at  both  centres  it  could  surely  be  arranged  to  take 
them  first  and  provincials  on  the  Tuesday  and  subse- 
quent days.  Id  is  peculiarly  unfortunate  for  lad^ 
candidates. 

The  Manchester  Brewers'  Exhibition. 

At  the  Brewers'  Exhibition,  now  being  held  in  St.  James 
Hall,  Manchester,  Messrs.  Jewsbury  &  Brown,  mineral- water 
manufacturers,  have  a  very  attractive  display  of  their  table- 
waters,  syrups,  and  acidulated  beverages.  The  Kops  Brewery, 
Newton  Heath,  exhibit  cordials,  bitters,  fruit-wines,  ice- 
cream custard-powders,  and  ice-cream  freezers,  beside  their 
non-alcoholic  ales  and  stout.  The  Rosbach  Springs. 
(Limited),  13  Regent  Street,  London,  exhibit  their  table- 
water,  and  Peri  &  Co.,  Colwyn  Bay,  have  a  stand  of  their 
medicinal  water. 

Laudanum  for  Cordial. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Nottingham,  on  September  14,  on 
the  body  of  a  five-weeks'-old  child,  named  Brown,  who  died 
from  laudanum-poisoning,  the  evidence  showed  that  the- 
child's  sister,  aged  14,  was  sent  by  her  mother  to  the  shop  of" 
Mr.  Arthur  Norweb,  chemist  and  druggist,  Fishergate, 
Nottingham,  for  a  half-pennyworth  of  cordial  for  the  baby_ 
The  child  forgot  what  she  was  sent  for,  and  asked  for 
laudanum,  which  was  supplied  in  the  bottle  she  took.  The 
baby  was  given  four  drops  and  died.  The  mother  stated? 
that  a  neighbour  gave  her  the  bottle,  and  she  told  her 
daughter  to  a^k  for  Godfrey's  cordial.  Mr.  Norweb  deposed 
that  the  girl  asked  for  a  half-pennyworth  of  laudanum. 
The  laudanum-label  on  the  bottle  was  untcrn,  and  as  it- 
was  one  of  his  own,  it  must  have  previously  contained 
laudanum.  Had  he  noticed,  however,  that  a  "Cordial"" 
label  was  also  on  the  bottle,  he  would  have  defaced  it. 

The  Diarrhoea-mixture-. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Marden  (Kent)  on  September  16, 
concerning  the  death  of  a  London  hop-picker  named  Rachael 
Hoskins,  it  transpired  that  in  the  place  where  she  lived  a 
medicine-bottle  was  found,  which  had  been  obtained  from  a 
London  chemist.  The  bottle,  according  to  Dr.  Alfred  Smart, 
contained  about  §  dr.  of  fluid,  which  he  believed  to  be 
dilute  sulphuric  acid.  Deceased,  who  was  in  an  advanced 
stage  of  consumption,  died  from  disease  of  the  lungs  and 
kidneys,  and  syncope  caused  by  diarrhoea.  Dr.  Smart 
stated  that,  although  there  was  no  harm  in  the  medicine,  a 
medical  man  would  not  prescribe  it  alone.  David  Jones' 
who  described  himself  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  of 
127-J  Waterloo  Road,  London,  said  the  deceased  sent  to 
his  shop  for  a  dose  of  diarrhoea-mixture.  He  gave  a  mixture 
con'aining  lg  dr.  of  tincture  of  iron  and  1  scruple  of  pow- 
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dered  ginger,  mixed  with  8  oz.  of  water,  in  the  bottle  pro- 
duced. The  text  day  he  saw  deceased,  and  advised  her  to 
go  to  the  parish  doctor.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
death  from  natural  causes,  and  the  Coroner  (Mr.  C.  D. 
Murton)  warned  Mr.  Jones  of  the  danger  of  the  practice  of 
dispensing  medicines  indiscriminately. 

Smallpox  in  London. 

The  Local  Government  Board  has  issued  circulars  to  the 
metropolitan  borough  councils  and  boards  of  guardians 
calling  attention  to  the  present  outbreak  of  smallpox  in 
London,  and  urging  that  the  most  energetic  measures 
should  be  taken  to  deal  with  the  cases  that  occur  with  a 
view  of  preventing  the  spread  of  infection.  The  circulars 
are  accompanied  by  a  memorandum  on  the  steps  specially 
requisite  to  be  taken  in  places  whete  smallpox  is  prevalent. 
At  midnight  on  Tuesday,  September  24,  there  were 
160  smallpox  patients  under  treatment  in  the  hospital-ships 
and  shelter,  and  down  to  7  P.M.  on  Wednesday  five  fresh 
cases  had  been  admitted. 

Garden-party. 
A  very  interesting  gathering  took  place  on  Saturday, 
September  14,  at  The  Charter  House,  Coventry,  when  the 
whole  of  the  office  and  warehouse  staff  of  Wyleys  (Limited) 
were  present  at  a  garden-party  on  the  invitation  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  W.  J.  Wyley.  Tea  was  served  on  the  lawn  in  the  after- 
noon, after  which  tennis,  cricket,  croquet,  bowls,  &c  ,  were 
indulged  in  until  dusk.  The  party  then  assembled  in  a 
spacious  marquee,  and  sat  down  to  an  excellent  dinner, 
after  which  a  most  enjoyable  evening  was  spent.  Before 
separating,  a  hearty  expression  of  thanks  was  tendered  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wyley,  in  reply  to  which  Mr.  Wyley  expressed 
the  great  pleasure  it  afforded  bath  Mrs.  Wyley  and  himself 
to  meet  his  guests  at  The  Charter  House. 

Tires. 

A  fire  broke  out  on  September  18  in  the  warehouse  of 
Messrs.  H.  J.  Gratte  &  Sons,  chemists  and  oilmen,  Bolt  Street, 
Newport,  Mon.,  but  was  quickly  got  under  by  the  prompt 
arrival  of  the  fire  brigade.  Mr.  Gratte  cannot  account  for 
the  outbreak.    The  damage  done  was  inconsiderable. 

A  fire  broke  cut  at  Messrs.  Chapman  &  Co.'s  wood-wool 
factory,  Neptune  Wbarf,  D^ptford,  on  September  20,  which 
also  involved  the  Neptune  Chemical-works,  belonging  to 
Mr.  A.  J.  Dickinson,  and  an  extensive  shed  used  as  an  oil 
and  naphtha  stores.  The  wood-wool  premises  were  entirely 
destroyed,  and  those  of  Mr.  Dickinson  we;e  badly  damaged. 

On  September  25  a  fire  occurred  in  the  laboratory  of 
Messrs.  Dibdin  &  Thudichum,  analytical  chemists,  at  2  Edin- 
burgh Mansions,  Victoria  Street,  Westminster.  The  fire- 
brigade  was  quickly  on  hand,  and  the  flames  were  overcome 
in  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  but  not  before  the  laboratory 
had  been  badly  damaged.  The  overheating  of  a  furnace  is 
presumed  to  be  the  cause. 

On  September  17  a  fire  broke  out  at  Peterborough — the 
third  at  a  chemist's  shop  within  the  month.  The  latest 
outbreak  was  in  Narrow  Street,  at  the  establishment  of  Mr. 
T.  J.  Calcutt,  chemist  and  druggist.  The  assistant  was 
engaged  in  heating  a  quantity  of  solution  for  photographic 
purposes  on  a  spirit-stove,  when  the  solution  caught  fire,  and 
the  floor  quickly  ignited.  A  hose-reel  arrived  promptly 
from  the  Corporation  station,  and  in  ten  minutes  all  danger 
of  the  flames  spreading  was  at  an  end. 

Poisonings  of  the  "Week. 
Twelve  fatal  cases  of  poisoning  have  occurred  since  our 
last  report.  In  each  case  a  scheduled  poison  was  employed 
— laudanum  (4),  carbolic  acid  (3),  morphia  (2),  oxalic  acid 
(2),  and  cyanide  of  potassium.  The  morphia  was  taken  in 
both  cases  by  retired  doctors.  Ore  (Dr.  Carmichael,  of 
Southport)  took  an  overdose  for  insomnia,  and  the  other 
(Dr.  Leonard  Smith,  of  Tisbury)  gave  himself  an  excessive 
hypodermic  injection.  A  hotel-porter  named  Lloyd,  by 
telling  a  Harrogate  chemist  that  a  horse  which  he  had 
bought  was  injured  in  the  chest  and  that  he  wanted  a  large 
quantity  of  an  opiate  to  give  the  horse,  in  order  that  it 
might  be  operated  on  by  a  veterinary  surgeon,  obtained 
ninepennyworth  of  laudanum.    This  he  drank,  and  died.  A 


confirmed  opium-drinker  at  Todmorden  died  on  Septem- 
ber 19  from  "chronic  opium-poisoning."  No  fewer  than 
thirteen  attempted  suicides  by  poison  are  recorded.  In  four 
of  these  cases  carbolic  acid  was  used  unsuccessfully,  hydro- 
chloric acid  was  tried  by  three  persons,  laudanum  was  used 
twice,  the  other  agents  tried  being  salts  of  lemon,  sulphate 
of  zinc,  perchloiide  of  mercury,  and  phosphor us-paste.  A 
case  of  accidental  poisoniDg  occurred  at  Tipton,  a  lotion 
being  mistaken  for  a  mixture  for  internal  use.  In  connec- 
tion with  a  recent  attempted  poisoning  at  Eastbourne,  a 
correspondent  to  the  Eastloiirne  Gazette  writes: — 

I  beg  to  point  out  the  public  danger  incurred  by  the  sale  of 
poisons  by  an  unqualified  man.  In  the  case  of  a  girl  recently, 
she  alleged  she  obtained  the  drug  (in  this  case  oxalic  acid)  from 
Mr.  Carter's,  chemist,  near  Ceylon  Place,  Seaside,  and  in  your 
report  Mr.  Ransom  is  stated  to  have  faid,  "Mr.  Carter  knew 
nothing  of  it."  Probably  the  latter  is  absolutely  correct,  as  Mr. 
Carter  has  been  dead  several  3  ears.  An  application  to  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  informs  one  that  there  is  no  chemist  of  the 
name  of  Carter  in  business  in  that  locality.  The  object  of  this 
letter  is  to  call  public  attention  to  a  flagrant  abuse  of  that  useful 
measure,  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

This  case  appears  to  be  worthy  of  the  attention  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.

Council  Vacancies. 

The  following  nominations  have  been  made  for  the  three 
vacancies  occurring  on  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  through  Messrs.  Wells,  Montgomery,  and 
Brittain  not  seeking  re-election  : — 

Proposed  by  the 
President  and  seconded  by  the  Vice-President. 

Mr.  H.  V.  Golden,  of  Birr,  King's  Co.  Proposed  by  Vice- 
President,  seconded  by  the  President. 

Mr.  John  Smith,  MJP.S.L,  Terenure,  Dublin.  Proposed  by  the 
President,  seconded  by  the  Vice-President. 

Mr.  T.  J.  Erglisb,  M.P.S.I.,  Rathgar.  Proposed  by  Mr.  Wells, 
seconded  by  Mr.  O'Sullivan. 

Messrs.  Blair  and  Golden  as  representing  the  provinces  (at 
present  unrepresented)  would  largely  help  in  widening  the 
interests  of.  the  Society,  and  Mr.  Smith,  who  has  lately  com- 
pleted the  usual  term  of  five  years  as  an  examiner  of  the 
Society,  is  thoroughly  versed  in  Society  work,  being  an 
active  member  for  many  years.  Mr.  English  is  also  a  well- 
known  pharmacist,  and  assisted  very  much  in  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  Dublin  visit  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference.  The  members  of  the  Council  who  retire  by 
rotation  and  seek  re-election  are  Messrs.  G.  H.  Grindley 
(Dublin),  P.  Kelly  (Dublin),  G.  Brown  (Dablin),  and  James 
Tate  (Belfast). 

The  Doctor's  Explanation. 

With  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee  of 
the  Omagh  Guardians,  drawing  attention  to  the  facti  that 
Dr.  Hunter's  bill  for  medicines  was  larger  than  auy  of  the 
other  doctors  (see  C  %  B.,  September  21,  page  491),  Dr. 
Hunter  has  replied  that  he  had  not  ordered  any  medicines 
from  July,  1900,  until  recently,  and  the  medicines  ordered 
by  him  were  necessary.  He  always  endeavoured  to  be  as 
economical  as  possible.  The  Board  decided  to  ask  Dr. 
Hunter  to  confine  his  orders  for  medicines  to  quantity  needs 
in  future. 

Defective  Drugs. 

The  L.G.B.  has  drawn  the  attention  cf  the  Abbeyleix 
(Queen's  Co.)  Guardians  to  the  fact  that  Sir  Charles  Cameron 
has  reported  certain  medicines  supplied  to  the  Abbeyleix 
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Dispensary  as  not  being  up  to  the  standard,  and  the  Board 
■states  that  the  balance  of  these  medicines  on  hand  should  be 
returned  to  the  contractor.  The  wishes  of  the  L.G.B.  are  to 
•be  complied  with. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Antrim  Guardians  Mr.  Blake, 
analyst,  reported  that  of  three  samples  of  drugs  from 
Donagh  Dispensary,  two  were  of  good  quality,  but  the  third — 
Donovan's  solution — was  deficient  in  arsenious  iodide  0  25 
grammes  in  100  c.c.  The  clerk  was  instructed  to  write  to 
the  contractor  on  the  subject. 

Fire. 

On  September  19  a  slight  fire  occurred  at  Mefsrs.  W.  &  A. 
Ross's  mineral-water  manufactory  in  Belfast.  The  outbreak 
was  quickly  dealt  with,  little  damage  being  done. 

Natural  Orders. 

The  recent  discussion  on  the  poor  attendance  of  members 
of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  at 
their  monthly  meetings  has  elicited  the  following  local 
classification: — (1)  The  regular  attendants;  (2)  the  total 
abstainers  from  attendance ;  and  (3)  the  militia,  who  are 
only  called  up  on  certain  occasions. 

Quite  Fresh. 

The  recent  very  pleasant  visit  of  the  Conference  to  Dublin 
was  productive  of  a  solitary  "Irish  bull."  One  of  the 
speakers  (Irish),  while  holding  out  a  future  invitation, 
"  Possibly  we  may  not  be  here  to  entertaiD,  but  there  will  be 
others  coming  after  us  who  will  worthily  follow  in  the  foot- 
steps of  their  successors." 

Trusses  from  Local  Chemists. 

This  question  was  again  raised  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Waterford  Board  of  Guardians,  when  a  letter  was  read  from 
the  L.G.B.  stating  that  they  would  raise  no  objection  to  the 
medical  officer  of  No.  2  Dispensary  District  ordering  trusses 
direct  from  the  contractor  provided  he  advised  the  Guardians 
of  the  fact.  Mr.  Kirwan  :  Had  not  we  a  similar  reply  to 
that  from  the  L.G.B.  before?  (see  C.  Sf  B.,  September  21, 
page  491).  The  Clerk :  Yes;  the  L.G.B.  decided  that  they 
would  raise  no  objection  on  condition  that  the  contractor 
would  have  no  objection,  and  that  the  local  men  would 
supply  them  as  cheaply  as  the  contractor.  The  Guardians 
directed  that  Dr.  White  be  informed  of  the  reply  of  the 
L.G.B.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  latter  body  have  not  given 
way  in  the  slightest ;  the  articles  are  not  to  be  ordered 
locally,  but  from  the  u-ual  contractor.  The  doctor,  however, 
may  order  the  trusses  direct  when  required,  without  waiting 
for  an  order  of  the  Guardians.  That  is  the  only  concession 
made.

To  Wind  Up. 

A  petition  for  the  sequestration  of  the  estate  of  the  late 
Robert  Lyle  MacKirdy,  physician  and  surgeon,  The  Brae, 
Lossiemouth,  and  trading  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  at 
85  Victoria  Street,  Rothesay,  was  presented  on  September  10. 
The  agents  are  Messrs.  Dalgleish  &  Dobbie,  solicitors, 
Edinburgh. 

At  the  Ironworks. 

On  September  23  the  students  of  the  West  of  Scotland 
College  of  Pharmacy,  accompanied  by  the  Principal  (Mr. 
T.  S.  Barrie),  visited  the  ironworks  of  Messrs.  William  Baird 
&  Co.  (L'mited),  Gartsherrie,  Coatbridge,  over  which  they 
were  conducted  by  Mr.  Martin,  the  chemist  to  the  works. 
The  process  of  the  manufacture  of  iron  was  witnessed,  the 
most  interesting  part  being  the  plant  for  the  treatment  of  the 
furnace  gases.  These  are  first  drawn  through  a  large  brick- 
work cylinder,  and  then  directed  through  other  cylinders, 
and  through  the  first  is  forced  the  furnace  air,  which  is 
thereby  heated  to  1,100°  F.  before  entering  the  furnace. 


After  leaving  the  brickwork  the  furnace  gases  are  passed 
through  veitical  pipes  freely  exposed  to  the  air  whereby 
they  are  cooled  to  about  100°  F.,  and  most  of  the  tarry 
matter  derived  from  the  coal  deposited.  The  partially 
purified  gas  is  then  washed  with  water  to  remove  ammonia, 
and  the  residue  gases  consisting  of  CO  +  H  are  burnt  to  raise 
steam.  The  tarry  liquid  is  distilled  separately,  for  creosote 
oil  and  pitch,  and  ammonia  is  removed  by  a  current  of  steam, 
and  condensed  in  sulphuric  acid  forming  ammonium  sulphate.

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


A  British-born  Professor. — It  is  not  often  that  one  meets 
a  French  University  professor  born  on  British  soil.  We  may, 
therefore,  just  note  that  M.  Fernand  Jadin,  the  new  professor 
of  pharmacy  at  the  Montpellier  Superior  School  of 
Pharmacy,  is  a  native  of  Mauritius,  where  he  was  born  in 
1864.  The  portrait  of  this  brilliant  young  professor 
appeared  in  the  C.  B.  of  August  11  last  year,  in  our 
report  of  the  International  Congress  of  Pharmacy  at  Paris. 

Mythology  op  the  Healing  Art,— M.  Clermont 
Ganneau  has  presented  to  the  Academie  des  Inscriptions 
and  Belles  Lettres  a  golden  plate  which  M.  Edmond 
Durighelle  had  found  near  Sidon,  on  the  site  of  an  ancient 
Phoenician  temple.  M.  Clermont  Ganneau  says  the  three 
figures  on  the  plate  are  Esculapius,  Hygiea,  and  Telesphore, 
respectively  the  gods  of  healing,  health,  and  convalescence. 
The  first  two  figures  are  familiar,  but  Telesphore  is  not  quite 
so.  He  is  a  youth  wrapped  in  a  hooded  mantle,  and  the 
academicians  had  a  learned  discussion  in  regard  to  him. 

Explosion. — On  Tuesday  morning,  September  24,  at 
Pressac's  drug  and  chemical  shop,  No.  40  rue  des  Francs- 
Bourgeois,  there  was  an  explosion,  followed  by  a  fire. 
A.  Decourt,  employed  by  M.  Chebreau  (successor  of 
M.  Pressac,  and  present  proprietor  of  the  thop)  was  going  into 
the  cellar  with  a  lamp  when  the  explosion  occurred.  He  was 
horribly  burnt,  and  died  a  few  hours  afterwards  at  the 
hospital.  Another  man,  Chanetier,  who  was  cleaning  the 
shop-front  windows  when  the  accident  happened,  was  badly 
cut  by  the  glass  broken  by  the  explosion.  The  shop  was 
\  adly  damaged. 

Municipal  Dispensaries  op  Paris— The  Municipal 
Council  of  Paris  has  the  reputation  of  being  generous  to  a 
fault  where  services  for  the  assistance  of  the  poor  are 
concerned,  and  use  and  abuse  of  the  municipal  dispensatie3 
by  the  really  well-off  has  often  been  alleged.  This  has  been 
admirably  proved  to  be  the  case  by  M.  Tery,  of  the  Journal, 
who  has  told  in  that  lively  print  what  he  saw  at  one  of  the 
dispensaries  which  he  visited.  The  medical  man  in  attend- 
ance seemed  to  do  nothing  but  sign  orders  for  physic  of  the 
most  pleasant  character,  and  the  enterprising  reporter  had 
no  difficulty  in  getting  the  doctor  to  prescribe  a  cough- 
syrup  and  gentian  wine  for  him. 

Decorations.— The  Violet  Ribbon  of  the  Officer  of  Public 
Instruction  has  recently  been  conferred  on  several  professors 
at  the  schools  of  pharmacy — viz.  M.  Behal,  Toxicology  Pro- 
fessor at  the  Paris  Superior  School ;  M.  Klobb,  of  the  Nancy 
Superior  School;  M.  Louis  Planchon,  of  the  Montpellier 
Superior  School  of  Pharmacy  ;  M.  Sigalas,  of  the  Bordeaux 
Mixed  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy ;  and  Professor 
Verne,  of  Grenoble.  Two  "Officers  of  the  Academy"  have 
been  appointed — viz.  M.  Fortune,  of  Beziers,  one  of  the 
leaders  of  the  Southern  "  anti-specialistes  "  and  President  of 
the  Herault  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  M.  Moureu,  one  of 
the  half-dozen  new  assistant  professors  at  the  Paris  Supeiior 
School  of  Pharmacy. 

Pharmacy  and  Artillery  are  not  usually  closely  con- 
nected, though  ancient  and  spiteful  writers  have  sometimes 
attempted  to  compare  the  deadly  effects  of  cannon-ball  and 
bolus.  The  following  anecdote  of  M.  Batteur,  the  recently 
deceased  editor  of  the  Bulletin  of  the  Syndicate  of  Pharma- 
cists of  the  North  of  France,  and  an  old  and  most  respected 
practitioner  of  the  busy  town  of  Lille,  is  worth  repeating. 
As  lieutenant  in  the  "  Canonniers  Sedentaires  "  of  Lille — 
an  ancient  territorial  corps,  never  abolished,  and  the  name 
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does  not  imply  that  they  execute  their  artillery  practice  in  a 
sitting  posture — M.  Batteur  took  part  in  a  firing-contest  at 
Vincennes,  and  won  a  prize.  He  was  agreeably  surprised  to 
find  that  one  of  his  fellow  artillery  prize-winners,  M. 
Gouillon,  likewise  wielded  the  pestle  when  free  from  military 
duty  ;  while  one  of  the  judges  of  the  firing  was  M.  Le  Beuf, 
of  Bayonne,  a  name  familiar  to  all  French  and  many  foreign 
pharmacists  as  the  enterprising  manufacturer  of  several  well- 
known  proprietary  medicines,  and  who  is  an  officer  in  the 
23rd  Artillery  (Reserve). 

A  Terrible  Accident. — M.  Patrice,  a  pharmacist,  of 
Perpignan,  had  only  been  married  about  six  months  to  a 
young  lady  of  some  twenty  summers  whose  parents  lived 
near  Cette.  Madame  Patrice  went,  about  a  month  ago,  to 
pay  a  visit  to  her  parents,  M.  and  Madame  Bezenech.  She 
had  been  there  over  a  fortnight  when  she  started  with  her 
mother  and  father  to  drive  over  to  a  friend's  house.  When 
they  arrived  at  the  level- crossing  at  Lapeyrade  a  locomotive 
was  shunting,  and  it  collided  with  the  vehicle  and  horses, 
projecting  them  a  distance  of  ten  yards.  Madame  Bezenech 
and  the  coachman  escaped  practically  unhurt,  but 
M.  Bezenech  was  picked  up  with  his  thigh  and  one  of  his 
ribs  broken.  As  to  the  unfortunate  young  wife  of  the 
pharmacist,  she  was  in  a  terrible  condition,  the  legs  and 
lower  portion  of  the  body  beiQg  completely  crushed,  besides 
a  broken  arm  and  serious  injuries  to  the  head.  She  was 
still  living,  but  died  in  about  half  an  hour. 

The  Sainte  Ampoule. — The  visit  of  the  Czar  to  Rheims 
Cathedral,  where  the  kings  of  France  were  crowned,  has 
induced  the  Temps  to  publish  some  account  of  the  Sainte 
Ampoule  there  preserved.  It  appears  that  the  kings  of 
France  at  the  coronation  ceremony  were  anointed  not  only 
on  the  head  but  on  the  stomach,  between  the  shoulder- 
blades,  on  the  two  shoulders,  and  at  the  joints  of  the  arms. 
The  holy  chrism  was  prepared  on  the  golden  plate  of 
St.  Remy's  chalic,  and  a  drop  of  balm  was  added,  which  was 
extracted  by  a  golden  needle  from  the  Sainte  Ampoule. 
When  Clovis,  the  first  Christian  king  of  France  was  bap- 
tized, says  the  legend,  the  chrism  was  found  to  be  wanting. 
St.  Remy  prayed,  and  a  snow-white  dove  descended,  bearing 
in  its  beak  the  "  Sainte  Ampoule "  full  of  this  holy  balm. 
Marlot  (grand  prior  of  St.  Nicaise,  Rheims,  in  the  sixteenth 
century)  thus  describes  the  holy  relic:  "The  divine  phial 
appears  to  be  of  glass  or  crystal.  ...  Its  size  is  that  of  an 
ordinary-sized  fig.  .  .  .  The  stopper  is  in  red  taffetas,  and  if 
you  approach  the  nostrils  it  has  the  smell  of  the  most 
exquisite  balm.  The  liquor  it  contains  is  not  absolutely 
liquid,  but  a  little  dry,  like  fine  balm  congealed."  The 
phial  was  broken  at  the  time  of  the  great  Revolution 
(October  8,  1793),  but  on  the  eve  of  its  destruction 
MM.  Seraine  and  Hourelle  had  abstracted  all  they  could  of 
the  miraculous  balm,  and  wrapped  it  in  a  paper.  The 
Ampoule  was  thus  reconstituted,  and  used  at  the  coronation 
of  Charles  X.,  the  only  coronation  that  has  taken  place  at 
Rheims  since.  When  Peter  the  Great  visited  Rheims  in 
1717  his  first  act  was  to  go  straight  to  the  cathedral  and  ask 
to  see  this  relic.  The  Czar  and  Czarina  visited  the  cathedral 
on  Thursday,  September  19,  and  examined  minutely  and 
with  evident  interest  the  Sainte  Ampoule. 

Pharmaceutical  Congress  in  Corsica. 

A  pharmacist  present  at  these  proceedings  writes  me  as 
follows  :— "  Thirty  delegates  from  the  societies  which  form  the 
Federation  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  the  South-East  left 
Marseilles  on  September  6  on  the  steamer  Insulaire,  arriving  at 
Ajaccio  the  next  morning  after  a  pleasant  trip.  Ten  other  dele- 
gates had  left  three  days  earlier.  Among  the  two  groups  I  noticed 
Professors  Domergue  and  Gerbes  (of  Marseilles),  PlanchoD,  Jadin, 
and  Belugon  (of  Montpellier),  Fournier  (barrister  of  the  Federa- 
tion), and  most  of  the  members  of  the  Administrative  Council 
MM.  Gamel  (of  Nl  cnes\  Majide  (of  Montelimar,  President 
Loubet's  town),  Albiges,  Collard,  &c.  The  Corsican  pharmacists, 
anxious  to  show  their  Continental  guests  the  beauties  of  their 
island,  had  organised  a  three-days'  excursion  to  some  of  the  most 
picturesque  places,  so  that  we  only  started  business  three  days 
later.  On  September  11  there  were  two  meetings  at  Ajaccio.  The 
first  was  for  the  Corsican  pharmacists  only,  when  an  address  was 
given  on  the  work  done  by  the  Federation  since  its  formation. 
The  second  was  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Scientific  Society  of 
Pharmacists  of  the  South-East,  which  brings  together  the 
majority  of  the  syndicated  pharmacists  of  the  region  with  the 
object  of  carrying  on  the  struggle  against  proprietary  medicines. 


The  growing  prosperity  of  the  Society  was  favourably  commented 
on.  On  Thursday  we  travelled  from  Ajaccio  to  Bastia,  about  a 
hundred  miles,  with  stoppages  at  Vizzavona,  a  magnificent  forest 
3,000  feet  above  sea  level,  and  at  Corte,  the  centre  of  the  island, 
where  a  citadel  exists  to  repel  invaders.  On  Friday  the  Federation, 
held  its  meeting  at  the  Ho:el  de  Ville,  of  Bastia  ;  all  the  Con- 
tinental and  seme  twenty  of  the  Corsican  delegates  took  part. 
Among  these  latter  I  noticed  MM.  Morucei  (President  of  the 
Syndicate),  Teilliet  (Secretary),  and  Gentil  (Vice-President) ;  the 
Mayor  of  Bastia— M.  Gaudin — was  also  present.  The  most 
important  discussion  was  on  the  'stage'  (apprenticeship).  Pro- 
fessor Planchon  had  drawn  up  a  report.  The  meeting  voted  that 
it  is  desirable  that  this  'stage'  be  reduced  to  two  years,  and  that 
it  follow  the  '  scolarite '  (years  of ;  study),  instead  of  preceding' 
them  as  at  present.  The  questions  of  proprietary  medicines, 
pharmacy-inspection,  workmen's  pension-funds  (the  latest  piece 
of  French  legislation  being  an  attempt  to  provide  pensions  for 
aged  workmen,  and  indirectly  interests  pharmacists),  provident 
societies  for  providing  pensions  for  aged  pharmacists,  &c,  were 
also  discussed.  On  these  points  the  Federation  reasserted  its. 
former  views,  which  are  opposed  to  the  oppression  of  capitalists 
and  in  favour  of  the  union  (' solidarity ')  of  the  profession. 

"  The  same  evening  we  left  by  the  steamer  Cettori,  and  were 
received  at  Nice,  the  following  morning,  by  the  delegates  of  the 
pharmacists  of  the  Alpes-Maritimes  -  M.  Liotard  (of  Nice),  Chair- 
man, M.  Tajasque  (of  Cannes',-  Vice-President,  MM.  Durin, 
Canivet,  and  others.  At  this  time  of  year  many  of  the  Nice  phar- 
macists are  out  of  town.  At  midday  on  September  14  a  banquet 
was  given  at  the  Hutel  de  la  Regence,  and  at  2  o'clock  a  meeting 
took  place  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  questions  here  discussed  were 
of  local  interest,  but  I  may  mention  that  the  pharmacists  of  the 
department  appreciate  the  services  rendered  by  the  Federation. 

"  Officially  the  Congress  separated  at  Nice,  but  a  band  of 
congressists  decided  to  visit  Blonte  Carlo,  not  so  much  in  the- 
hope  of  '  breaking  the  bank '  as  with  the  more  modest  idea  of 
gaining  sufficient  to  pay  their  travelling  expenses.  The  majority 
were  unsuccessful  in  this  effort,  and  returned  wiser  if  sadder  men 
from  the  board  of  green  cloth.  Next  year  the  Conference  will 
meet  at  Perpignan,  where  the  President  of  the  Syndicate  is 
M.  Terrer,  Chevalier  of  the  Legion  of  Honour." 


East  3nMan  IRewa. 


The  Cocaine-habit  among  natives  has  found  its  way  to 
Bombay  from  Calcutta,  and  thieatens  to  get  out  of  hand  as 
it  has  done  in  the  capital. 

Major  Prain,  I. M.S.,  Director  of  Botanical  Survey  ins 
India,  has  been  granted  six  months'  leave.  Captain  A.  T. 
Gage,  I.M.S  ,  will  take  up  the  duties  while  he  is  away. 

Nitrous  Oxide  and  Bombay  Dentists. — The  European 
shipping  companies  have  refused  to  carry  nitrous  oxide  on 
board  their  vessels,  with  the  result  that  when  the  present 
supplies  (which  are  very  small)  are  cleared  out  the  gas  must 
be  made  locally,  or  find  no  place  in  the  dental  practice  of 
the  city. 

An  Indian  Glue  Company. — The  prospectus  has  been 
issued  of  the  Madras  Glue-manufacturing  Company 
(Limited),  which  is  to  have  a  capital  of  50,000r.,  in  shares- 
of  25r.  each.  It  is  to  be  a  purely  Indian  concern,  started 
by  Indians,  worked  by  Indians  under  Indian  manage- 
ment and  expert  supervision,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Indian  consumer.  The  company,  the  promoters  feel,  is  an 
attempt  in  the  direction  of  solving  the  question  of  utilising, 
by  indigenous  agency  and  capital,  the  resources  and  the 
raw  material  of  the  country  for  the  production  of  articles 
that  are  now  manufactured  by  foreign  countries  and  sent  to 
India. 

Opium- cultivators'  Strike  Collapses  —  The  strike 
among  the  opium-cultivators  of  Ghazipur,  to  which  reference 
has  previously  been  made  in  the  C.  $  D.,  has  collapsed, 
although  the  petition  for  an  increase  in  the  price  of  the 
opium  and  other  products  supplied  to  the  Government  was. 
refused.  The  feeling  which  originated  the  petitions  probably 
had  its  origin  to  some  extent  in  dissatisfaction  at  the  price 
paid  for  last  year's  opium.  Cultivators  are  paid  according- 
to  the  quality  of  their  opium,  and  the  drug  last  season  was 
lower  in  quality  than  in  any  previous  year  of  which  there  is 
a  record.  The  settlements  of  the  year  in  the  Benares  agency 
may  result  in  a  small  decrease,  but  this  will  probably  not  be 
more  than  2  per  cent.,  and  but  for  the  low  consistence  of 
last  year's  opium  a  considerably  increased  area  under  poppy 
cultivation  might  have  been  anticipated.

Cats  Patents. — Mr.  Philip  Wagner  Kimer,  of  Cape 
Town,  lias  app'ied  for  a  patent  covering  a  "  machine  for  the 
production  oi  acetylene  gas-" 

A  Pharmacy  for  Natives  — The  Assistant  Secretary, 
Native  Affairs  Department,  Cape  Town,  invites  tenders  for 
a  stand  for  a  chemist's  shop  at  the  Uitvlugt  native  location, 
near  Cape  Town. 

Mir.ic- analyses. —  According  to  the  report  of  the  senior 
analyst  of  Cipe  Town  (Mr.  C.  F.  Juritz,  M.  A)  for  the  quarter 
ending  June  30,  1901,  four  samples  of  condensed  milk  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  genuine.  Of  milk,  129  samples 
were  analysed,  of  which  twenty-four  were  adulterated. 

Trade-marks. — Application  for  the  registration  oE  the 
following  trade-marks  has  been  made  in  Cape  Colony: — 
The  word  "  Tahor,"  by  Maurice  Eilenberg,  of  Cape  Town,  in 
respect  of  chemical  substances,  disinfectants,  soap,  &c,  in 
Class  2;  the  word  "Molassine,"  by  the  Molassine  Company 
(Liaiitel),  33  Mark  Lane,  London,  E.C.,  in  respect  of  food 
and  condiments  for  animals,  in  Class  42. 

Disinfectants  at  a  Discount. — The  market  at  Cape 
Town  is  now  glutted  with  disinfectants  of  all  kinds,  and 
there  seems  no  immediate  prospect  of  their  moving  off 
rapidly  owing  to  decnase  in  the  plague  and  the  scare 
which  accompanied  it.  A  large  quantity  is  also  lying  at  the 
docks  ready  for  delivery.  In  the  Cape  Peninsula  there  has 
been  no  case  of  plague  during  seven  days  previous  to  the 
departure  Oi  the  mail.  The  total  number  of  deaths  to  the 
end  of  August  was  as  follows  : — 

Males  :  51  (European),  181  (coloured),  67  (natives). 
Females  :  17  (European),  83  (coloured),  8  (natives). 

Business  in  Cape  Colony. — Trade  at  Cape  Town  and 
other  Cape  ports  is  still  of  a  very  restricted  character,  and 
the  outlook  is  none  too  promising.  The  importing  retail 
chemist  continues  to  experience  difficulty  in  landing  supplies 
owing  to  the  apparently  hopeless  muddle  at  the  docks, 
which  tends  to  forcing  more  local  purchases.  Should  the 
military  authorities  succeed  in  getting  the  Colonial  Govern- 
ment to  acquiesce  to  martial  law  being  put  into  operation  in 
Cape  Town  (to  which  chemists  would  be  only  too  willing  to 
submit  if  it  would  tend  towards  bringing  the  war  to  an  end) 
the  displacement  of  civil  government  would  be  looked  upon 
by  them  as  nothing  short  of  a  calamity  for  business. 

Notes  from  Mafeking.-— It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to 
carry  on  business  here  (writes  our  correspondent),  and  it  is 
quite  a  month  since  I  obtained  any  gools  by  rail  other  than 
small  passenger  parcels.  The  Office  of  Comptroller  of  Civil 
supplies  at  Kimberley  is  in  a  state  of  chaos,  as  my  permits, 
du'y  approved  of  at  Mafeking  and  forwarded  to  Kimberley, 
cannot  be  foard,  and  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  even  goods 
by  passenger  train  without  them.  I  bad  three  parcels  of 
medicines  the  other  day  for  different  stations  up  the  line, 
and  for  three  days  the  railway  refused  to  take  them  without 
the  permit,  which  it  would  take  six  days  to  obtain 
from  Kimberley.  Fortunately  our  Commandant  (Lt-Col. 
Vyvyan)  had  more  common  sense  than  many  military 
officials,  and  on  the  matter  being  laid  before  him,  he  at  once 
gave  peremptory  ordes  to  the  station  master  to  forward  the 
goods. — In  reference  to  the  correspondence  regarding  the 
comparative  values  of  salaries  in  South  Africa  (while  agree- 
ing with  the  remarks  of  "  Aloes  Capensis  "  in  the  C.  $  D,  of 
August  3  so  far  as  regards  Cape  Town),  I  would  point  out 
that  there  is  a  considerable  difference  between  the  cost  of 
living  at  the  coast  and  inland.  Steady,  qualified  men,  who 
do  well  at  home,  get  on  in  South  Africa,  and  while  assistants 
are  not  infrequently  eDgaged  without  references,  they  are 
as  easily  dismissed  for  incompetence  or  intemperance,  and  it 
costs  pounds,  not  shillings,  to  get  to  another  town  and  make 
a  fresh  start.  There  is  very  little  news  to  write  about  from 
Mafeking,  and  were  it  not  for  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
one  would  get  hopelessly  behind  the  times  and  out  of  touch 
with  tl.e  world  of  pharmacy. — The  Boer  Kefugee  Camp  at 
Mafeking  is  increasing  at  an  alarming  rate.  At  present 
there  are  5,303  men,  women,  and  children  in  it ;  700  more  are 
expected  in  a  day  or  two.    There  are  two  resident  doctors 


in  attendance,  one  an  Austrian  M.D  ,  and  the  other  a  German. 
The  dispensing  is  done  by  them,  with  the  assistance  of  an 
unqualified  German  chemist,  who  was  a'ready  in  the  camp. 


Colonial  ano  foreign  Iftem 


International  Pharmaceutical  Congress.— Professor 
Tschirsch,  of  Berne,  has  suggested  to  the  Swiss  Phar- 
maceutical Association  that  they  suould  invite  the  Congress 
to  meet  in  Berne,  but  the  Association  have  declined  for 
lack  of  funds. 

Opium  in  Java. — In  certain  provinces  of  Western  Java 
called  the  Preanger  Regencies  the  consumption  of  opium, 
allowed  elsewhere  in  the  island,  has  been  forbidden  since 
1824.  The  Government  now  seeks,  it  is  said,  to  reintroduce 
opium-smoking  there,  though  the  people,  from  years  of 
abstention,  make  no  use  of  the  drug.  Need  of  more  revenue 
is  said  to  be  at  the  bottom  of  the  move. 

Restricted  use  of  Platinum  — A  curious  Bill  which 
imposes  restrictions  on  the  use  of  platinum  has  excited 
considerable  interest  among  electricians  and  photographers 
in  Germany.  The  proposed  law  provides  that  since  platinum 
is  essential  to  e'ectrical  work  its  use  in  photography,  where 
it  is  not  essential,  should  be  forbidden,  si  as  not  to  diminish 
what  is  at  best  the  scanty  supply  available  for  the  work 
that  cannot  be  done  without  it. 

Proposed  German  Technical  Bureau. — A  federal 
bureau  of  technics  is  to  be  established  in  Germany.  The 
executive  committee  haviog  charge  of  the  preliminary  steps 
in  the  matter  consists,  it  is  said,  of  members  of  the  leading 
chemical  works,  the  Technical  Association  of  Germany,  the 
Association  of  German  engineers,  the  Central  Bureau  for 
Scientific  Observation  and  others.  The  scheme  is  also 
supported  by  several  well-known  electrical  firms  in  Germany. 

A  Lithopone  Combine. — A  meet  ng  of  German  lithopone 
manufacturers  was  held  in  Berlin  on  September  8,  at  which 
it  was  decided  to  form  a  convention.  Of  late  there  has  been 
a  considerable  over-production  in  this  article,  through  the 
older  factories  having  been  enlarge}  and  new  firms  entering 
the  trade,  which  fact  has  brought  about  a  reduction  in  prices, 
and  one  of  the  new  undertakings  had  to  shut  down.  The 
Farhen  Zuitung  reports  that  the  first  step  of  the  convention 
will  be  to  raise  prices  and  endeavour  to  limit  the  production. 

The  Union  of  German  Mineral  Water  Manufac- 
turers will  meet  in  Hamburg  on  Oc'ober  7  and  9.  The 
meetirg  is  expected  to  be  attended  by  numerous  foreign 
mineral  water  manufacturers  who  have  expressed  the  in- 
tention of  creating  an  "  International  Association  of  Mineral 
Water  Manufacturers  "  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  common 
interests. 

The  Chinese  Tariff.— The  negotiations  for  the  conver- 
sion of  the  present  ad  valorem  duties  in  China  into  specific 
duties,  as  arranged  should  take  place  as  part  of  the  increase 
to  5  per  cent  in  the  import- tariff  of  China,  will  be  eff<  c  ed  at 
Shanghai.  On  behalf  of  Great  Britain  the  negotiations 
provided  for  by  Article  XI.  of  the  Protocol  signed  at  Peking 
will  be  conducted  on  behalf  of  the  British  Government  by  a 
special  Commissioner,  Sir  James  MacKay,  K  CLE  ,  member 
of  the  Indian  Council.  Mr.  H.  Cockburn,  C.B.,  Chinese 
Secretary  to  the  British  Legation  at  Peking,  and  Mr.  C.  J. 
D udgen,  of  Messrs.  Ilbert  &  Co.  Shanghai,  one  of  the  leading 
members  of  the  British  me'eantile  community,  have  been 
appointed  assistant  Commissioners. 

Continental  Calcium  Carbide  — An  interesting  report 
has  recently  been  issued  of  the  work  done  during  1900  by 
one  of  the  Chief  Berlin  Laboratories,  which  make  a  special 
feature  of  analysing  calcium  carbide  and  the  various  acces- 
sories required  in  acstylene  generatioo,  according  to  the 
specifications  of  the  German  Acetylen  Vereir.  Of  the 
samples  of  lump  carbide  tested  36  per  cent,  evolved  abont 
285  litres  of  gas  per  kilo.  (4  53  cubic  feet  per  lb);  52 
per  cent,  evolved  between  285  and  290  litres  (4  53  to  4  62 
feet)  ;  8  per  cent  evolved  between  290  and  300  litres  (4  62 
to  4  76  feet),  and  only  4  per  cent,  gave  more  than  300  litres. 
The  samples  of  granulated  carbide  gave  on  an  average  210 
litres  (3  33  feet),  the  yield  sometimes  falling  to  150  or  180 
litres  (2  4  to  2  9  feet) ;  and  much  of  this  stuff  was 
"  guaranteed  300  litres.' 
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a  Cbemist's  Xife  in  Ceylon. 


FEELING,  like  many  young  chemists,  alack  of  freedom  in 
the  existing  conditions  of  shop-life  at  home,  I  determined 
■to  "  seek  pastures  new,"  and  thus  gratify  my  desire  "  to  see 
r±he  world."  This,  thanks  to  the  C.  4'  Supplement,  I  was 
.able  to  do,  by  being  successful  in  obtaining  a  situation  in 
Ceylon.  Accordingly  I  set  sail,  and  duly  landed  at  Colombo 
after  a  most  enjoyable  voyage.  Kandy,  the  old  capital  of 
ihe  country,  situated  near  the  middle  of  the  island,  was  my 
Qestination.  The  railway  between  Colombo  and  Kandy — as, 
indeed,  all  the  railways  in  Ceylon  are— is  owned  by  Govern- 
ment, and  is  a  triumph  of  engineering  skill  in  mastering 
the  difficulties  of  passage  through  a  very  mountainous 
country. 

There  is  a  story — the  truth  of  which  I  cannot  veiify  or

Kandy,  Ceylon. 

Tiold  myself  responsible  for — to  the  effect,  that  the  hollow  in 
which  Kandy  lies  was  the  sitaation  of  the  Garden  of  Eden. 
As  far  as  scenery  goes,  it  might  well  have  been  so,  as  can  be 
judged — but  imperfectly — from  the  photo  here  given. 

As  naturally  expected,  I  found  business  very  different  from 
'what  I  had  been  accustomed  to.  The  shop  1  found  to  be  a 
fairly  large,  one,  run  on  colonial  store  lines.  A  large 
and  multifarious  stock  is  kept,  including  chemicals,  drapery, 
groceries,  ironmongery,  wa'ches,  wines,  spirits,  &c.  The 
store  is  opened  at  7  33  A.M  ,  from  which  time  till  10  A.M. 
is  the  busiest  part  of  the  day,  as  it  is  the  coolest.  Business 
is  suspended  for  the  day  at  5  p.m.,  which  leaves  1^  hour 
for  exercise,  darkness  invariably  setting  in  about  6  30. 

A  considerable  number  of  natives  are  employed,  Burghers, 
Singhalese  and  Tamils.  All  dirty  work,  such  as  packing  and 
.bottle-washing,  is  done  by  coolies,  who  receive  a  wage  of 
about  30  cents  (5d.)  a  day.  On  this  small  sum  they  live, 
and  seem  to  prosper,  being  able  to  get  a  good  meal  of  curry 
■and  rice  for  a  few  cents.  Burghers  and  Singhalese  are 
employed  as  assistant  dispensers,  and  they  perform  their 
■work  intelligently  and  well.  They  generally  speak  English, 
-Singhalese,  and  Tamil  fluently,  and  when  necessary  act  as 
interpreters.  It  is  rather  startling  at  first  to  be  surrounded  by 
a  crowd  of  almost  naked  natives,  gesticulating,  and  no  one 
near  to  explain  the  mystery.  Here  is  an  order  received  by 
us  recently : — 


A  kalan  is  the  weight  of  one  cent,  about 
70  gr.  Worms  are  an  exceedingly  common 
disease  in  Ceylon,  and  "  Panu  Bathe  "  (san- 
tonin lozenges)  are  in  constant  demand. 

The  prescriptions  by  European  doctors 
are  very  similar  to  those  met  with  at  home.

is  found  very  beneficial  in  diarrhoea.  The 
salts  of  quinine  are  largely  used.

is  the  favourite  remedy  for  slight  fever. 

The  experience  obtained  in  the  colonies 
is  very  valuable,  both  from  a  pharmaceu- 
tical and  bus'ness  point  of  view.  The 
work  is,  however,  confining.  People  in 
the  tropics  seem  to  grow  over-anxious  about 
their  health,  and  have  little  compunction  about  ringing  up 
the  chemist  after  business-hours  for  very  trivial  things.

OF  all  the  trades  exhibitions  which  take  place  during  the 
year  there  can  be  little  doubt  about  the  Exhibition  and 
Market  of  the  Grocery,  Provision,  Oil,  and  Italian  Warehouse 
Trades  being  the  most  successful.  This  is  doubtless  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  Exhibition  covers  such  a  large  range  of  trades 
and  so  many  interests  are  concerned.  The  interest  which  is 
taken  in  this  Exhibition  by  chemists  is  paculiar.  Several 
representatives  informed  me  in  the  course  of  my  visit  that 
they  had  been  astonished  at  the  number  of  chemist?,  not 
only  from  London,  but  from  various  parts  of  the  country, 
who  had  called  upon  them  and  left  orders.  However  painful 
this  identification  of  the  profession  of  pharmacy  with  the 
grocery  trade  may  be  to  the  pure  pharmacist,  it  shows  that 
the  drug-trade  is  not  devoid  of  men  who  lose  no  opportunity 
of  doing  business  in  the  best  way  open  to  them.  There  are 
over  250  exhibitors  at  the  Grocery  Exhibition  at  the  Agri- 
cultural Hail  this  week.  Besides  the  terrace  of  shops 
erected  by  F.  E.  &  G.  Maund  (Limited)  in  the  East  Gallery, 
there  are  many  other  things  to  interest  the  casual  spectator. 
The  window-dressing  competitions  are  mainly  objects  of 
keen  and  critical  interest  to  the  professional  visitors,  but  the 
operations  revealing  the  manufacture  of  "  Buttercup  "metal- 
polish,  for  instance,  from  the  preparation  of  the  tics  to  the 
finished  and  filled  product,  is  keenly  followed  by  all.  In  the 
Minor  Hall  the  Chiswick  Soap  Company  have  erected  a 
working  exhibit  showing  complete  model  plant  for  the 
manufacture  of  the  polish,  including  a  tin-decorating 
machine  (capable  of  decorating  87,500  lids  per  hour), 
cutting  and  trimming  machines  for  stamping  and  forming 
the  tins,  pans  for  preparing  the  polish,  and  the  operations  of 
filling  and  packing  and  finishing  off. 

Although  it  may  be  concluded  that  by  far  the  greatest 
proportion  of  the  250  exhibitors  might  be  classed  under  the 
headings 

Nutrition,  Flavour,  and  Refreshment 

(as  represented  in  cheeses,  hams,  and  other  necessities  of 
life),  still  this  caption  may  be  made  to  include  various 
preparations  identified  with  pharmacy.  One  of  the  special 
positions  is  covered  by  the  pavilion  of  Bovril  (Limited). 
This  is  a  popular  and  pleasant  resort,  aud  the  cup  which 
cheers  and  strengthens  without  inebriating  appears  to  be  in 
as  much  favour  as  ever.  All  the  standard  Bovril  prepara- 
tions, as  well  as  Virol,  are  to  be  seen  there,  and  in  keeping 
with  its  surroundings  are  Kudos  cocoa  and  wild-cherry 
sauce.  Near  by  is  Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat  Company 
(Limited),  with  the  benevolent  countenance  of  Liebig  in 
bronze  beaming  on  the  many  preparations  which  jhis 
discovery  has  produced.  Lemco,  Oxo,  and  Peptarnis  are 
shown,  and  a  special  nickel-plated  urn  in  the  form  of  the 
Eddystone  lighthouse,  which  is  used  in  catering  establish- 
ments for  the  distribution  of  Oxo.  Coffee-essences  and 
culinary- essences  are  shown  by  T.  &  H.  Smith  &  Co 
T.  Symington  &  Co ,  and  E.  Pateeson  &  Sons.  Malt- 
vinegar,  lime-juice  cordial,  and  coca-wine  are  shown  by 
Beaupoy  &  Co. ;  while  the  Tower  Tea  (Limited)  have  an 
excellent  display  of  their  packed  teas  in  a  stall  got  up  to 
resemble  a  portion  of  the  Tower  of  London.  Cox  &  Co. 
(Limited)  are  makers  of  non-alcoholic  wines.  They  put 
up  an  excellent  orarige  wine  and  also  quinine  wine,  and  the 
representative  assured  me  that  chemists  in  various 
parts  of  the  country  found  their  cherry  punch  an  excellent 
adjuvant  for  nauseous  medicines.  They  also  put  up 
Austin's  liver-salt  and  a  health  salt.  Hall's  wines,  Key- 
stone Burgundy,  and  the  various  wines,  whiskies,  and 
preparations  of  Stephen  Smith  &  Co.  (Limited),  are 
popular  with  the  grocery  tiade,  judging  by  the  volume  of 
callers  at  their  attractive  stall.  This  firm,  having 
32,500  tickets  for  free  distribution  to  the  trade,  may  have 
something  to  do  with  their  press  of  visitors.  Coomb's 
"Eureka"  malted  food  and  other  domestic  preparations  are 
shown  by  Coomb's  Eureka  Flour  Company  (Limited) 
International  Plasmon  (Limited)  have  two  fine  shows 
—one  in  the  Main  Hall,  where  the  Plasmon  preparations 
are  explained  ;  the  other  in  the  Minor  Hall,  where  they  may 
be  tasted.    Both  are  large  exhibits.     Prideaux's  Pure 


Casein  and  Life  Food  Company   (Limited)  have  a 
pretty  little  stall  showiDg  Casumen  and  its  preparations. 
Armour's  Extract  of  Beet  in  jars,  Vigoral,  and  Armour's 
pepsins  are  exhibited  by  Abmouk  &  Co. ;  beef  and  vegetable 
tablets,  their  latest  preparation,  is  put  up  in  tins  to  sell  at 
Is.  each.    Henri  Nestle  does  not  allow  his  Swiss  milk, 
infants'  food,  and  other  nutrients  to  be  overlooked  ;  and  the 
free  jellies  which  are  being  distributed  by  J.  G.  Cox 
(Limited)  cause  inquiries  into  the  merits  of  this  old- 
established  firm's  gelatiDS      Biwin  is  put  forward  under 
brilliant    auspices  by  F.  L.   Borthwick  &  Co.  Free 
Biwin     is    distributed    hot.      Boisselieb's  chocolates 
and  Vi-cocoa  are  objects  of  much  interest   to  visitors, 
and  the  display    is    so  well  set   out  that   it  cannot 
be     missed.      Powen    &    McKechnie     are  showing 
St.  Raphael  Quin-Quir>a;  Poulton  &  Noel  their  beef- 
essences  ;  Keen,  Robinson  &  Co.  mustard  in  various 
stages  of  manufacture,  and  Robinson's  barley  and  groats. 
In  the  gallery  a  pretty  little  show  is  made  by  the  Royal 
Standaed  Wine  Company,  and  Mr.  Holloway  is  well 
pleased  with  the  business  he  is  doing.     The  "Standard" 
brand  of  beef-and-malt  wine  is  going  well,  and  the  company 
make  a  point  of  the  fact  that  they  pay  carriage  and  make 
no  charge  for  either  cases  or  bottles,  besides  obtain  ing  wine- 
licences  for  their  customers.     The  Swiss  Milk  Society 
have  a  show  of  their  "Cow's  Head,"  "Swiss  Farm,"  and 
"  Edelweiss  "  brands  of  milk.    Newball  &  Mason  require 
76  feet  of  frontage  to  adequately  display  their  goods. 
Coffee-essence  is  their  winter  speciality,  and  many  chemists 
stock  it,  we  were  not  surprised  to  learn.    The  display-cards 
(always  a  strong  feature  with  this  firm)  sent  out  to  help 
the  sale,  picture  a  neat  and  natty  waitress  bearing  a  tray  of 
coffee-cups.    The  device  is  striking,  and  the  moveable  tray 
is  ingenious.    A  very  pretty  stall,  to  the  right  of  the  main 
entrance,  is  utilised  by  Alfred  Bird  &  Sons  (Limited). 
An  assortment  of  actual  dishes  made  from  Bird's  culinary 
specialities  are  to  be  seen  and  tasted. 
Several  important  shows  of 

Peefumery  and  Toilet  Adjuncts 
are  to  be  noted.  One  of  the  special  positions  is  held  by  the 
Erasmic  Company  (Limited),  and  J.  Crosfield  &  Sons 
(Limited).  It  is  a  four-lobed  pavilion,  two  of  the  lobes 
being  used  to  make  an  effective  show  of  the  Erasmic  soaps, 
perfumes,  and  powders,  and  the  other  two  for  Crosfield's 
household  and  toilet  soaps.  The  Crown  Perfumery  Com- 
pany have  the  stand  which  created  such  a  furore  at  the 
Chemists'  Exhibition,  but  the  position  is  not  so  advantageous 
for  display  as  at  Covent  Garden.  The  preparations  of 
the  "  Crown  "  series  are  on  view,  and  many  new  perfumes 
(principally  Carnatia)  are  reported  as  selling  "  like  hot  cakes  " 
for  Christmas  trade.  In  point  of  size  the  Vinolia  Company 
(Limited)  are  first.  They  have  three  separate  exhibits. 
The  principal  (Bay  23),  where  Mr.  J.  Mawdesley  presides 
surrounded  by  nearly  1,000Z.  worth  of  plate-glass  cases,  is 
devoted  to  the  latest  perfumery  creations  and  toilet  dainties. 
Six  large  glass  cases  show  six  different  samples  of  window- 
dressing  with  Vinolia  preparations.  There  are  many  fine 
perfume-caskets,  each  containing  one  or  two  cut-glass  bottles 
of  perfumes  of  the  latest  designs.  The  latest  thing  in  cheap 
toilet-soaps  is  the  "  Lullaby "  brand  in  twopenny  cakes. 
These  are  put  up  twelve  tablets  in  a  carton,  and  may  be  had 
in  eight  different  odours.  The  other  two  exhibits  are  em- 
ployed to  push  the  Vinolia  household  soaps.  As  might  .be 
anticipated,  the  exhibit  of  Blanche  Leigh  has  a  charm 
all  its  own.  The  stand  is  prettily  draped,  and  the  massive 
and  gorgeously  framed  pictures  (intended  for  shop-display 
to  customers  with  favourable  orders)  attract  the  multitude. 
The  cheaper  lines  of  toilet-soaps  are  being  pushed  this  week, 
and  the  glass  and  nickel-framed  counter-display  ca;es,  which 
are  given  away  under  certain  conditions,  are  an  extra 
inducement.  The  "  Dylissia  "  toilet-preparations  are  shown 
by  Durant  &  Co.,  who  have  some  special  Xmas  lines 
worth  lookiEg  at.  The  fortunes  of  the  American  Toilet 
Company  are  safe  in  the  hands  of  a  representative  who 
possesses  all  the  qualities  of  eloquence,  perseverance,  and 
push  which  we  are  accustomed  to  look  for  in  our  cousins. 
He  packed  a  concrete  array  of  facts  and  figures  about  the 
Jergen's  toilet-soaps  into  a  three-minutes'  conversation  which 
bewildered  me.  The  principal  lines  shown  are  "  2d  lines  in 
soaps,  each  cake  weighing  3^  oz.,  of  seven  different  odours,  or 
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a  cheaper  (2d.)  line,  each  cake  weighing  3  oz.  The  wholesale 
price?,  besides  being  subject  to  the  usual  trade  discount,  are 
amenable  to  2§  per  cent,  for  cash."  Exceptional  display  is  also 
made  of  a  mammoth  cake  of  Castille  soap  (weighing  7  cz  ) 
to  sell  at  2d.  Boxed  gold*  include  sweet  violet,  blush-rose, 
■carnation-petals,  and  zenobia  toilet-soaps,  and  soap-monkeys 
(in  brown)  and  perfume-bottles  (in  soap)  are  put  forward  for 
ilovers  of  the  unorthodox.  In  tha  Arcade  entrance,  Cussons, 
Sons  &  Co.  have  a  fine  display  of  packed  goods.  Mr.  J.  W. 
Cussons  (chemist  and  druggist,  late  of  Ossett)  and  his  brother 
are  in  charge.  This  firm  are  packers  of  castor  oil,  glycerin, 
camphorated  oil,  seidlitz-powders,  custard-powders,  &c,  and 
their  display  is  attractive.  At  the  stall  of  Tidman  &  Son 
•(Limited)  we  found  anew  Tidman's  salt— a  table-salt  this 
time.  It  is  a  fine,  white  powder,  and  is  said  not  to  cake. 
It  is  put  up  in  attractively  decorated  tins,  so  chemists  order- 
ing "  Tidman's  salt "  will  require  to  specify  "  sea "  or 
"  table  "  in  future.  Many  Tidman  novelties  for  Xmas  trade 
are  to  be  seen,  and  a  multitude  of  druggists'  sundries. 

In  the  section  which  we  may  classify  as  that  containing 
articles  for 

Cleansing  and  Renovation 

the  manufacturers  of  metal-polish  predominate.  Of  these 
Kaimes  &  Co  (Limited)  have,  as  usual,  an  effective  display 
of  the  burnishing  properties  of  Globe  metal-polish.  The 
scheme  of  decoration  at  this  stall  is  white,  with  blue-velvet 
hangings,  and  a  lady  attendant  is  attired  in  a  startling 
costume  to  correspond.  The  Bluebell  Polish  Company 
are  showing  their  liquid  metal-polish  in  a  little  corner  stand 
which  is  stu  ided  with  brilliantly  polished  bra;s  rings,  hold- 
ing an  electric  lamp  in  the  centre  of  each.  Coronet  plate- 
powder  is  also  shown  there.  Nixey's  b'acklead,  nixeline, 
and  a  patent  revolving  money-till  are  amongst  the  thiDgs 
shown  by  W.J.  Nixey.  The  preparation  of  Buttercup  metal- 
polish  has  already  been  alluded  to.  Day  &  Martin 
(Limited),  bssides  their  world-famed  blackings,  are  showing 
a  black  writing-ink,  for  which  exceptional  non-corrosive 
properties  are  claimed.  The  Nugget  Polish  Company 
(Limited),  Ronuk  (Limited),  and  the  Scots  Furniture 
Polish  Company  are  showing  articles  for  polishing  of  a 
somewhat  similar  character.  The  latter  company  have 
besides  a  display  of  Incandescaline,  a  fluid  for  sprayirjg 
incandescent  mantles,  which  is  said  to  strengthen  the  mantle 
and  revive  the  light.  The  Xlcor  Polish  Company,  besides 
blackings,  boot-polishes,  and  oakalines,  are  exhibiting  stick 
wax  and  heflball.  Household  and  disinfectant  soaps  are 
•shown  by  C.  Thomas  &  Brothers  (Limited),  by  Jey£s' 
Sanitary  Compound?  Company  (Limited),  and  the  Petro- 
ileum  Products  Company  (Limited).  The  United 
Alkali  Company  (Limited)  are  showing  the  Hazelhurst 
Soap-works  preparations,  which  include  "  Red  Maid  "  soap, 
"  Protector  "  carbolic  soap,  Cashmere  toilet  soap,  and  Acme 
complexion  soap.  The  Ivory  Soap  Agency  are  showing 
their  floating  soap  and  Tar- tar  soap,  a  medicinal  soap  ccn- 
taining  pine-tar.  The  display  of  the  Chiswick  Soap  C(  m 
pany  represents  a  clever  model  of  Shamrock  IT.,  made  up 
of  various-sized  tins  of  the  company's  soaps.  The  yards  are 
represented  by  strings  of  Buttercup  metal  polish.  "  Fo  Let- 
me-not"  paste  made  by  this  firm  is  a  combined  furniture- 
cream  and  wax-polish.  Fels-naptha  soap  is  effectively 
ehown  by  the  Sales  Company  (Limited).  The  scap  con- 
tains naphtha,  and  is  said  to  be  a  most  effective  remover  of 
■dirt  and  grease  from  woollens  and  flannels.  The  Parazone 
Company  (Limited)  are  showing  Parazone  bleach,  camphor, 
ammonia  and  Seretta  powder  in  a  neat  little  stall  to  the 
right  of  the  main  entrance,  while  H  Heaton  &  Co.  have 
got  Heaton's  glycerin  and  borax  dry  soap  in  nicely  decorated 
boxes,  and  be  rax  and  ammonia  dry  soap  in  boxes,  packets, 
and  drums.  The  Maypole  Company  (18S9),  Limited, 
have  a  striking  triangular  pavilion  just  opposite  the  main 
■entrance.  Besides  the  Maypole  soaps,  toilet  powder  and  a 
large  assortment  of  cheap  perfumery  are  shown.  Queen  of 
the  Maypole  and  Savon  Oriole  are  the  latest  toilet  soaps. 
Tints  and  dyes  for  curtains,  laces,  silks,  &c,  are  shown  by 
the  Habpurhey  Colour  Company  (Limited)  These  are 
all  liquid  dyes  put  up  in  penny  bottles.  White  enamel  gloss, 
"  Evoe "  starch,  and  "  Evoe "  blue,  shown  by  Mr.  G.  A. 
Williams  (who,  by  the  way,  is  a  chemist  and  druggist)  in 
the  Minor  Hall,  succeed  in  attracting  the  attention  of  the 
lady  visitors.    A  lady  attendant  is  present,  who  gives 


practical  demonstrations  of  the  use  and  virtue  of  the  enamel 
gloss.  Frz-esi  is  al?o  shown  by  Mr.  Williams.  It  is 
described  as  "desiccated  egg  and  bread-crumb,  a  handy 
preparation  for  fried  fish." 

Shop-fittings  and  Accessories. 

Most  of  the  shop  fitting  exhibits  pale  in  significance 
before  the  four  or  five  colossal  shows  made  by  F.  E.  &  G. 
Maund  (Limited)  ;  but  good-class  shop-furniture  is  dis- 
played by  Paruall  &  Sons  (Limited)  and  F.  Sage  &  Co. 
(in  the  gallery).  H.  C.  Slingsby  and  the  Bristol  Wagon 
and  Carriage  Works  Company  (Limited)  show  hand- 
carts and  vans  in  great  variety.  Farrow  &  Jackson 
(Limited),  besides  their  soda-water  mactr'nery,  have  marble- 
fountain  cabinets  on  \iew.  The  1.0CCW  soda-fountain  is 
again  shown  by  N.  W.  Stiles  &  Son  in  the  main  hall  and  a 
smaller  fountain  in  the  gallery.  Both  are  doing  a  big 
business  in  American  drinks.  The  fountains  of  Robert 
Green  &  Sons,  with  Mr.  A.  E.  Bolshaw,  chemist  and  druggist, 
in  attendance,  are  also  attracting  considerable  attention. 

Animal  Nutrients. 

The  welfare  of  the  animal  kingdom  is  represented  in  the 
ever-increasing  list  of  articles  to  be  seen  at  the  stall  of 
Spratt's  Patent  (Limited),  rot  only  foods  to  fatten  but 
medicines  to  cure  canine  or  feathered  favourites  being 
shown  in  apparently  endless  variety.  The  "Old  Calabar" 
Biscuit  Company  (Limited),  Walker,  Harrison  & 
Garthwaites  (Limited),  W.  G.  Clarke  &  Sons,  and  R. 
Hyde  &  Co.  have  exhibits  of  a  somewhat  similar  but  less 
imposing  character.  Thorley's  foods  for  cattle  and  horsss 
are  shown  in  a  corner  of  the  east  gallery. 

Cash-keepers. 

The  usual  contrivances  for  avoiding  the  loss  of  cash  are  to 
be  seen.  These  are  represented  by  Thomas  O'Brien  (with 
four  varieties  of  his  check-till),  G.  H.  Gledhill  &  Sons 
(Limited)  (with  several  kinds  of  check-tills  and  a  combina- 
tion desk  and  till),  and  the  British  Machine  Company 
(Limited)  in  the  gallery  ;  while  the  National  Cash 
Register  Company  (Limited)  are  demonstrating  the 
wonders  of  their  autographic  and  adding  registers  in  Bay  11. 
The  representatives  of  the  Lamson  Paragon  Supply 
Company  (Limited)  are  kept  busily  explaining  the  merits 
of  their  duplicating  counter-books  and  letter-books.  A  large 
coloured  pic'.ure  of  the  works  at  Canning  Town  adorns  the 
stall. 

Machinery  Exhibits 
include  three  types  of  the  Crossley  gas-engines  in  motion 
exhibited  by  Crossley  Brothers  (Limited),  who  have 
also  two  of  the  Dowsing  radiant  heat  apparatus  under 
their  wing  ;  the  "Stockport"  gas-engine,  shown  by  Bilbie, 
Hobson  &  Co ,  and  the  "  Rapid "  automatic  scale  for 
weighing  sugar  or  powders  of  any  kind  in  quantities  of  from 
1  lb.  upwards.  This  machine,  which  is  13  x  15  inches 
and  28  inches  h'gh,  is  portable,  and  requires  no  power  to 
operate  it.  The  scale  is  fed  from  a  hopper  fixed  on  an 
upper  floor  with  schut3  connected  direct.  The  bag  to 
contain  the  quantity  to  be  weighed  is  placed  in  the  cradle 
of  the  scale  and  the  slide  or  "cut-off"  prefsei  back.  A 
considerable  volume  at  first  rushes  into  the  bag,  but  this  is 
automatically  cut  off  just  before  the  required  weight  is  in 
the  bag,  and  a  smaller  volume  trickles  in  until  the  exact 
quantity  is  required,  when  it  automatically  stops.  The 
scales,  which  can  be  operated  by  a  lad,  have  been  approved 
by  the  Incorporated  Society  of  Inspectors  of  Weights  and 
Measures,  and  chemists  with  a  packing  business  would 
doubtless  find  them  time-savers. 

Sundries. 

In  one  of  the  side  galleries,  J.  Phillips  &  Sons  have  fitted 
up  a  spong5-built  reception-room  which  attracts  the  way- 
farer. Selected  and  packed  consignments  of  sponges  for  the 
grocery-trade  are  specially  shown.  These  include  the  honey- 
comb, fine  Turkey  brown,  Turkey  wool,  Florida,  grass,  velvet, 
and  Egyptian  varieties.  The  assortment  of  articles  dis- 
played by  W.  B.  Fordham  &  Sons  (Limited)  have  been 
reinforced  recently  by  Luce's  Jersey  eau-de-Cologne,  for 
which  this  firm  have  been  appointed  agents.  Selvjt,  Secco- 
tine,  and  Sapolio  are  of  interest  to  all,  while  the  unbreak- 
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&b'.e  properties  of  Marshall's  giant  cement  are  demonstrated 
by  a  56-lb.  weight  hanging  to  a  cemented  earthenware 
plate.  Filtration,  disinfection,  and  ventilation  are  taught  at 
the  stand  of  J.  Defries  &  Sons  (Limited),  where  pictures 
o-f  the  Ophir  (with  Pasteur-Chamberland  filters  on  board)  pre- 
dominate. Several  artistic  table-fountains  for  spraying 
perfumed  water  are  shown.  David  Lloyd  has  a  patent 
bin  and  show-case,  which  is  useful  as  well  as  ornamental. 
Simples  may  be  shown  in  the  top  case,  while  the  bulk  is 
kept  in  the  iower  part,  which  is  dust  and  fly  proof.  "  Sudden 
Death"  insect-powder  in  tins  of  various  lizes  is  shown  by 
H.  White  &  Co.  This  powder  is  nonpoisonous,  and  is  said 
to  be  more  efficacious  thin  any  of  the  usual  insecticides. 
A  burly  beefeater  draws  attention  to  the  stall  of  Sadler, 
Firth  &  Ross  (Limited),  and  their  old  Eoglish  mustard 
(made  from  English  seed),  crushed  linseed,  and  linseed- 
meal.  At  this  stall  are  to  be  seen  mustard  oil  and  mustard- 
bran,  and  Sadler's  mustard-oil  embroca'ion— all  nicely 
produced  preparations.  In  one  of  the  side  galleries  a  number 
of  roaring  lions  direct  attention  to  Percival's  phospho- tonic, 
Dejestol  (an  American  remedy  for  indigestion),  and  the 
latest  manufactures  of  Aerators  (Limited).  In  the  Arcade 
entrance  the  Patent  Bottle  Ticket  Company  (Limited) 
are  showing  metal  price-tickets  with  clips  for  fixing  to  the 
■tops  of  perfume-bottles  and  such  like.  These  tickets  are 
(nicely  lithographed  in  gold  and  colours  directly  on  to  the 
metal,  and  may  be  washed  like  glass  with  no  fear  of  the 
•colours  running.    They  are  in  various  shapes  and  patterns. 

Competitions. 
The  promoters  of  this  Exhibition  are  always  strong  on 
competitions.  This  year  there  are  prizes  given  for  the  best 
displays  of  British  honey.  There  are  also  the  usual  window- 
dressing  competitions,  and  medals  and  prizes  are  offered  for 
TecDgnising,  stating  the  uses  of,  and  giving  the  current 
buying  value  of,  sundry  samples  of  oils  submitted  by  the 
committee.  But  perhaps  the  most  important  is  an  oppn 
competition  for  a  prize  of  10/.  10s.  and  diploma  for  a  gold 
medal,  for  the  best  constructed  safety  lamp  (the  wholesale 
«ost  not  to  exceed  Is.  3d),  in  which  mineral  oil  is  to  be 
burnt.

MAJOR  EXAMINATION. 

THI3  examination  commence!  in  London  las!;  week.  On 
Saturday,  September  21,  practical  chemistry  was  taken, 
and  on  Monday  papers  in  chemistry  and  physics.  Oa  Tuesday 
the  papers  were  in  botany  and  materia  rnedica.  The  following 
are  abstracts  of  the  work  given  :  — 

Practical  Chemistry. — (1)  Qualitative  analysis  of  mixture  con- 
taining three  basic  and  two  acid  radicles;  (2)  gravimetric  deter- 
mination of  iron ;  (3)  preparation  of  crystallised  oxalic  acid  from 
10  grammes  of  cane  sugar. 

Chemistry. — Six  questions  to  be  answered,  two  at  least  from 
Part  II.  Part  I.  contained  five  questions,  viz. : — (1)  History  of 
nitrous  oxide ;  (2)  relation  of  sulphur  and  chromium  ;  (3)  defini- 
tion of  "  peroxide  "  with  properties,  &c;  (4)  alum  and  its  manu- 
facture ;  (5)  manufacture  of  sodium  by  electrolysis.  Part  II.— 
(6)  Synthesis  of  propionic  acid  ;  (7)  principal  components  of  non- 
*rolatile  vegetable  oils  ;  (8)  Sandmeyer's  reaction ;  (9)  behaviour 
of  phenols  with  aromatic  alcohols. 

Physics. — (1)  2  lbs  of  lead  at  100°  C  was  placed  on  ice.  How 
much  ice  melted  ?  (2)  define  thermal  unit,  specific  heat  and 
temperature;  (3)  describe  "  index  of  refraction  "  ;  (4)  convex  lens  ; 
(5)  action  of  Daniell  cells  current  on  solutions  of  silver  nitrate, 
sulphuric  acid,  and  lead  nitrate  consecutively,  with  weights  of 
isolated  products;  (6)  determination  of  temperature  of  oil  bath 
with  a  weight  thermometer. 

Botany. — Three  questions  to  be  attempted. — (1)  On  chief 
jnodiBcations  of  cellulose  in  plants ;  (2)  cambium  and  its  types ; 
(3)  distinction  between  ovule  and  seed,  and  ovary  and  fruit;  (4) 
part  played  by  starch  in  nutrition  of  plants.  Practical  xvork. — 
Three  subjects  given — viz.  (1)  Identification  and  description  of  a 
seed  ;  (2)  preparation  of  a  longitudinal  section  of  material  given 
and  reference  to  group  of  plants;  (3)  description  of  two  specimens 
of  angiosperms. 

Materia  Medica. — (1)  Description  of  assay  of  liquid  extract  of 
nux  vomica;  (2)  characteristics  of  ammoniacum  and  storax ;  (3) 
preparation  of  tannin  from  galls.  Practical  work. — (1)  Prepara- 
tion of  transverse  and  epidermal  sections  oE  a  medicinal  leaf  ; 
(2)  identification  and  report  on  quality  of  a  sample  of  powder.

Administering  Medicines. 

The  administration  of  medicines  to  animals  is  largely  a 
matter  of  control,  ard  it  is  proposed  in  this  article  to  show 
some  of  the  methods  of  managing  patients  both  for  ad- 
ministering medicaments  and  the  performance  of  operations, 
— some  of  them  of  minor  importance  and  within  the 
capacity  of  the  dog  or  cat  owner,  and  others  which  should 
not  be  attempted  by  any  but  the  qualified  veterinary 
surgeon,  if  one  is  to  be  had.  The  output  of  vets,  has  of 
late  been  unequal  to  the  demand,  and  there  are  many  stations 
in  the  colonies  where  amateur  surgeons  must  act  for  them- 
selves, or  leave  animals  to  suffer  and  to  die,  for  want  of  assist- 
ance which  it  is  quite  possible  for  any  person  of  good  nerve 
to  afford. 

How  many  folks  bungle  over  the  simple  matter  of  giving 
a  pill  or  a  powder  to  a  dog  or  a  cat  ?  To  the  initiated  no 
appliance  whatever  is  needed  for  either  operation.  Those 
unaccustomed  to  give  these  forms  of  medicament  may  get  a 
hint  from  figs.  1  and  2.     In  the  former  the  dog's  hind

legs  are  occupied  in  keeping  his  footing  on  the  ground  ;  his 
front  ones  are  held  by  a  boy  ;  the  kennelman  grasps  the  body 
of  the  animal  between  his  knees,  and  so  has  both  hands  at 
liberty  to  open  the  dog's  mouth.  The  living  subject  will 
remain  steady  for  a  reasonable  time,  while  a  pill  is  dropped 
into  his  mouth  (as  far  back  as  possible),  or  during  such 
minor  operations  as  removing  a  fish  or  poultry  bone  lodged 
between  the  grinders  or  in  the  back  of  the  palate.  The 
tartar  on  the  teeth  can  be  scaled  while  under  this  simple 
form  of  restraint,  and  many  will  ask  for  no  more  control  if 
teeth  have  to  be  extracted  or  tumours  dissected  out. 
Almost  any  dog  may  be  "  pilled  "  by  pressing  the  finger  and 
thumb  of  the  left  hand  over  the  cheeks,  opposite  the  tushes 
or  large  pointed  teeth,  when  the  animal  will  open  his 
mouth,  and  the  operator  will  carry  the  lips  over  the  points 
of  the  teeth,  making  it  impossible  for  the  dog  to  close  his 
mouth  without  biting  his  own  lips  or  cheeks.  While  his 
mouth  is  thus  propped  open  nothing  is  easier  than  to  push  a 
pill  back  on  to  the  roof  of  the  tongue  with  the  disengaged 
hand.  It  should  be  done  somewhat  forcibly,  as  there  is  no 
danger  of  sending  it  the  wrong  way,  and  the  further 
back  it  is  placed  the  less  likely  is  it  to  be  re- 
turned. It  is  easy  to  know  whether  a  dog  has 
swallowed  or  not,  as  he  invariably  licks  his  nose  when 
deglutition  has  taken  place.  In  fig.  2  the  kennelman  has 
taken  advantage  of  pussy's  habit  of  clinging  to  the  edge  of  a 
table  in  the  hope  of  springing  off  ;  so  occupied  is  her  mind 
with  this  thought  that  she  will  not  think  to  scratch  the  man, 
who  is  about  to  give  a  fluid  medicine  by  pursing  out  her 
cheek.  If  he  held  ber  in  his  lap  or  in  the  middle  of  a  table 
she  would  perform  like  the  sweeps  of  a  windmill,  and  fasten 


her  talons  into  the  operator's  fingers.  Advantage  is  taken 
of  this  peculiarity  of  cats  to  such  an  extent  that  the  writer 
has  seen  many  strong  "toms"  castrated,  while  holding  on  to 
the  edge  of  the  operating-table,  with  someone  merely 
pressing  down  on  the  neck. 
Fig.  3  does  not  look  like 
pbysicing  at  all,  but  the 
patient — a  highly  nervous 
one — is  receiving,  drop  by 
drop,  a  concentrated  fluid 
medicine  from  the  finger  of 
the  person  nursing  her. 
Electuaries  are  given  in  this 
way,  when,  as  often  happens, 
the  owner  has  no  one  to  help 
him  to  administer  medicine 
and  employs  guile  rather 
than  force.  While  engaged 
on  this  paragraph  the  writer 
was  called  away  to  a  cat  with 
an  abscess  in  the  flap  of  the 
ear  (the  ears  are  very  liable 
to  serous  abscesses  from 
injuries),  and  having  to  lance  it  boldly,  and  consequently 
cause  sharp  momentary  pain,  the  novice  might  be  surprised 
to  learn  that  no  appliance  but  a  bath-towel  was  employed  as 
a  means  of  control.  Well  wrapped  round  the  neck  with 
plenty  of  soft  material  a  cat  is  harmless  ;  indeed,  she  helps  to 
fix  herself  by  thrusting  her  talons  into  the  abundant  material 
which  will  hold  them,  but  not  suffer  them  to  pass  through 
and  wound  the  person  holding  her.  This  plan  is  more 
convenient  than  either  of  the  previous  methods  for  dressing 
cankered  ears,  or  performing  any  minor  operation  upon 
warts  or  excrescences  on  this  portion  of  the  animal ;  safety 
to  the  assistant  and  to  his  clothing  are  both  obtained  in  the 
above  simple  way.  Stitching  up  a  wound  on  the  head,  torn 
eyelid,  and  many  other  things  will  readily  occur  to  the 
veterinary  student  and  cat-fancier,  while  employing  one  or 
other  of  the  methods  of  control  above  described.    Fig.  4

explains  itself :  it  is  adopted  at  the  London  Institution  for 
Lost  and  Starving  Cats,  and  is  sold  to  the  public  at  2s.  6d.  ^ 
The  cat's  love  of  her  own  basket  is  utilised  to  calm 
her  fears,  and  while  in  it 
she  may  be  persuaded  to 
take  a  pill  or  powder ;  she 
will  shrink  back  into  it,  .. 
and  not  try  to  jump  out,  as 
shown  in  fig.  5.    The  least 
serviceable      thing  with 
which  to  restrain  a  cat  is 
the  top-boot,  which  every- 
one has  heard  of,  and  no 
one  in  his  senses  would 
think  of  employing.  Cats, 
one  and  all,  detest  being 
pushed  head  first  info  any- 
thing, even  into  their  own 

favourite  basket ;  one  must  sit  them  down  in  it,  tail  first. 
I  If  it  is  desired  to  examine  the  hind  parts  of  a  cat,  or

perform  castration  without  an  ar  aesthetic,  lance  a  perineal 
abscess,  suture  a  wound,  or  extract  a  fish-hook,  the  cat  should 
be  rolled  up  in  a  large  blanket  or  other  soft  material,  com- 
pletely enveloped,  and  placed 
between  the  knees  of  a  person 
in  the  attitude  of  fig.  6.  The 
tail  will  be  sought,  and  as 
much  of  the  hind-quarters  as 
needed  brought  out  of  the 
folds  of  stuff.  It  is  quite 
possible  to  castrate  a  cat  with- 
out a  second  person  in  this 
way,  but  it  is  much  preferable 
if  an  assistant  can  be  got  to 
hold  each  hind  leg,  as  high  as 
the  hock,  and  3  or  4  inches 
apart,  so  as  to  leave  room  for 
the  operator's  fingers  without 
tightening  the  perineum,  as 
novices  invariably  do  in 
holding  pigs  for  this  purpose. 
With  the  dog  the  wrapping  is 
not  needed,  or  not  so  much, 
but  dog-doctors  will  tell  you 
that  they  are  quite  as  much  in 
fear  of  dog-scratches  as  of  cat- 
bites.     These    are  of  more 

frequent  occurrence  among  beginners  than  the  converse,  as 
everyone  fears  pussy's  claws,  while  too  often  forgetting  that 
her  bite  is  both  painful  and  dangerous.  Panic- stricken  dogs, 
endeavouring  to  escape  from  restraint,  use  their  powerful 
nails  as  levers,  and  inflict  severe  wounds  on  the  unwary. 

Pills,  powders,  draughts,  and  electuaries  have  been  briefly 
referred  to,  but  there  are  other  forms  of  medication  some- 
times employed,  as  the  subcutaneous  injection  and  the 
clyster.  In  order  to  keep  a  dog  quiet  during  the  time  the 
needle  is  introduced  under  the  skin  a  muzzle  may  be 
required.  In  every  house  where  a  dog  lives  a  muzzle  could 
be  found  until  the  muzzling-order  was  removed,  and  now  it 
generally  happens  that  another  dog  of  a  different  size  is 
kept,  or  the  muzzle  has  disappeared.  Better  than  any  wire 
or  strap  muzzle  is  6  feet  of  soft  webbing,  or,  if  this  is  not 
procurable,  a  couple  of  old  bonnet-strings  tied  end  to  end,  or 
a  bandage,  or  soft  old  cord.  This  is  passed  round  the  face, 
and  first  tied  under  the  jaw ;  then  passed  behind  the  neck 
and  fastened  at  the  back,  below  the  ears.  The  dog  is 
then  secured  from  doing  mischief  with  his  teeth,  and  will 
devote  his  energies  to  getting  off  the  tape  with  his  front 
feet,  if  not  restrained.  The  muzzle  will  give  confldencB  to 
nervous  persons,  if  only  an  enema  is  to  be  administered 
This  is  best  done  with  the  dog  on  his  feet,  with  an  assistant, 
to  restrain  him  from  going  forward  (the  direction  he  will 
invariably  take),  while  a  ball-syringe,  requiring  but  one 
hand,  is  used  to  throw  up  the  medicament,  and  allow  the 
operator  a  free  hand  to  hold  the  dog's  tail  out  of  the  way  and 
make  it  a  point  d'appui  at  the  same  time. 

The  difficulty  is  not  always  ended  when  we  have  both 
made  and  given  our  pill,  as  all  dogs  are  easily  excited  to 
vomition,  and  with  quite  a  large  number  it  is  voluntary. 
The  oil  of  male  fern,  once  so  much  favoured  by  medical 
practitioners,  is  of  little  use  to  dog  doctors,  because  the 
patient  will  invariably  vomit  it,  whether  in  form  of  pill  or

draught.  Taking  advantage  of  the  dog's  habit  of  depressing 
his  chin  before  he  can  perform  the  act  of  vomition,  we 
secure  him  in  a  position  which  precludes  the  attitude  being 
assumed.  The  taped  muzzle,  or  clove  hitch,  as  it  is  called, 
can  be  here  adjusted,  and  if  a  curtain-ring  is  fastened  into 
the  junction  over  the  face  so  much  the  better.    From  this 


point  we  can  attach  a  cord,  and  secure  it  to  a  beam  or  hook 
in  the  ceiling  of  the  stable,  giving  the  patient  just  enough 
rope  to  stand  on  all  four  legs  without  discomfort,  but  not 
enough  to  allow  him  to  lower  his  head.  Secured  in  this 
manner  he  cannot  vomit,  and  in  a  short  time  the  medica- 
ment will  have  passed  beyond  the  possibility  of  return. 

Hitherto  reference  has  only  been  made  to  those  means 
within  reach  of  everyone,  but  veterinary  surgeons: — up-to- 
date  ones — who  do  not  pride  themselves  on  acrobatic  per- 
formances, have  a  number  of  appliances  for  holding  dogs 
and  cats  with  or  without  anaesthesia.    Fig.  7  shows  Mr.

Gray's  simple  apparatus  for  holding  a  dog  or  cat  outstretched 
on  a  kitchen  table.  It  consists  of  two  balf-round  rods, 
with  screw-clamps  at  each  end  to  fasten  on  the  table,  and 
in  the  middle 
porti  on  s  are 
small,  movable 
screw-clamps 
with  rings  or 
spring-hooks  on 
swivels.  Four 
tapes,  which  are 
seen  lying  in  the 
middle  of  the 
table,  serve  as 
attachments  to 
each  of  the  limbs. 
On  the  front 
limbs  they  are 
fastened  immedi- 
ately above  the 
elbows,  over 

which  they  cannot  slip,  and  on  the  hind  limbs  just  above  the 
hocks,  where  they  are  retained  with  the  same  certainty.  Fig.  8 
shows  a  dog  fastened  to  Gray's  rack,  while  his  mouth  is 
wide  stretched  with  the  same  veterinary  surgeon's  patent 
gag.  Secured  in  this  way,  any  dental  operation  can  be 
performed,  or,  with  a  muzzle  in  lieu  of  a  gag,  operations 
upon  the  eye  or  ear,  neck,  back,  or  limbs.  If  anything  has 
to  be  done  to  the  belly  or  the  genital  organs,  rectum,  &c,  he 
has  only  to  be  turned  over  as  seen  in  fig.  9.    For  tome

abdominal  operations  the  hind  legs  must  be  slretched  to  the 
full— as,  for  instance,  ovarectomy  on  the  bitch — then  the 
rack  is  shifted  further  along  the  table,  and  we  get  the  atti- 
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tude  seen  in  fig.  10.  The  cat  can  also  be  placed  in  similar 
positions  by  means  of  this  apparatus.  In  fig.  11  a  cat  is 
shown  taking  chloroform  from  the  mouth  of  a  glass  jam- 
bottle,  having  a  layer  of  cotton-wool  on  the  bottom,  and

upon  which  a  small  quantity  of  the  arar:thetic  has  been 
sprinkled.  The  jampot  is  Mr.  Gray's  especial  pride,  among 
his  many  inventions,  as  he  claims  credit  only  for  simplicity 
in  apparatus,  while  quite  a  host  of  intricate  muzzles  have 
been  patented,  and  never  even  paid  the  cost  of  the  pro- 
visional protection.    Another  successful  veterinary  surgeon

pins  his  faith  to  an  old  Gladstone  bag,  in  which  he  immures 
the  subject  to  be  chloroformed,  and  forms  his  opinion  as  to 
the  proper  stage  of  arjesthesia  by  turning  the  bag  on  its 
side  and  takirg  note  if  the  occupant  falls  over  or  struggles 
to  keep  its  feet.  The  bag  answers  the  double  purpose  of  a 
lethal  chamber  as  well  as  a  preparatory  one  for  operations. 
There  is  some  difference  of  opinion  among  chloroformists 
as  to  the  rapidity  with  which  chloroform  should  be  given. 
Some  like  to  rush  their  patient  under  quickly,  as  in  the  bag, 
under  the  belief  that  they  come  out  more  quickly  for  goiDg 
under  quickly  ;  while  other  practitioners  admit  atmospheric 
air,  and  give  the  drug  drop  by  drop.    Fig.  12  shows  an

apparatus  by  Messrs.  Krohne  &  Seseman,  especially  designed 
for  this  purpose.  The  ether-spray  apparatus  can  be  used  in 
the  same  way  as  employed  for  human  subjects  and  animals. 
Apparatus  is  all  very  well  and  very  impressive,  but  most  of 
it  can  be  done  without;  and,  after  all,  giving  chloroform  is 
only  a  matter  of  watchiDg  the  respiration,  and  withdrawing 


!  it  as  soon  as  the  subject  becomes  limp  or  relaxes  the  volun- 
'  tary  muscles.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  racks  and  dog- 
hobbles,  for  one  has  only  to  have  a  table  with  four  legs,  and 
four  tapes  long  enough  to  tie  to  the  patient's  legs,  to  secure 
it  in  the  spread-eagle  fashion  shown  in  some  of  the  illus- 
trations given  in  this  article.  [These  sketches  (except 
figs  4  and  12)  are  drawn  from  photographs  taken  by  the 
author.— Ed.

Bntisb  pharmaceutical  Conference, 


A MEETING  of  the  Formulary  Committee  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.,  on  Wednesday,  Septem- 
ber 18,  at  5.30  p.m.  Present:  Mr.  N.  H.  Martin,  who  presided, 
Messrs.  G.  C.  Druce,  F.  Ransom,  Harold  Wilson,  F.  C.  J. 
Bird,  and  W.  A.  H.  Naylor.  The  minutes  of  the  previous- 
meeting  were  read  and  confirmed.  Oa  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Harold  Wilson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Bird,  Mr.  Martin  was- 
heartily  thanked  for  his  services  during  the  past  year,  and 
asked  to  continue  to  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 
Mr.  Martin  consented,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the 
members  would  accord  him  the  measure  of  support  they  had 
hitherto  so  freely  given.  Mr.  Naylor  was  re  elected  Secretary. 
The  Chairman  made  a  brief  reference  to  the  favourable 
comments  passed  by  the  press  on  the  recently  published 
"  Formulary,"  and  to  the  encouraging  rate  at  which  the 
volume  had  sold.  The  Secretary  stated  that  the  sale  of 
copies  by  the  third  week  in  August  had  reached  over  1,300, 
and  that  the  printers  had  been  instructed  to  supply  an 
additional  500  at  once.  As  the  result  of  a  discussion  on  the 
means  to  be  used  for  collecting  material  likely  to  be  of 
service  in  a  future  edition  of  the  "  Formulary,"  it  was  decided 
to  ask  a  number  of  pharmacists  to  say  what  preparations, 
B.P.  excepted,  are  most  in  demand,  as  shown  by  their 
prescription-books. 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  at 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.,  on  Wednesday,  September  18. 
Present :  Mr.  G.  Claridge  Druce  (President,  in  the  chair). 
Dr.  Attfield,  Messrs.  N.  H.  MartiD,  E.  M.  Holmes,  and 
W.  A.  H.  Naylor  (Vice-Presidents),  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  (Hon. 
Treasurer),  Professor  Greenish,  Messrs.  Atkinson,  Collier,  C. 
Tvrer,  and  E.  White,  Messrs.  Ransom  and  Peck  (Hon. 
I  General  Secretaries),  and  Mr.  Hearn  (Assistant  Secretary). 
Letters  of  apology  for  absence  were  received  from  Messis-. 
G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  S.  R.  Atkins,  E.  H.  Farr,  C.  Kerr,  J.  I. 
Bernard,  W.  Cummings,  G.  D.  Beggs,  W.  F.  Wells,  and  J.  C.  C. 
Payne. 

A  letter  from  Professor  J.  P.  Remington,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Revision  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  United 
State3  of  America,  was  read,  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  a 
vote  of  condolence  upon  the  death  of  Dr.  Charles  Rice,  in 
which  he  said  :  "  The  loss  of  this  eminent  scientist,  chemist, 
pharmacist,  and  scholar  will  be  severely  felt,  not  only  i» 
English-speaking  countries,  but  throughout  the  world.  Per- 
mit me,  in  the  name  of  the  Committee  of  Revision,  to  again 
assure  you  of  its  deep  sense  of  appreciation  of  the  kindly 
feeling  which  prompted  the  sending  of  the  letter." 

The  President  congratulated  the  Conference  upon  the 
most  successful  meeting  recently  held  in  Dublin. 

Dr.  Attfield  proposed,  and  Mr.  Naylor  seconded,  that  "  the 
Committee  of  Publication  be  not  reappointed."  This  was 
carried.  Mr.  Martin  proposed,  and  Mr.  Holmes  seconded, 
that  the  Hon.  General  Secretaries  be  appointed  editors  of 
the  "  Transactions  of  the  Conference  "  for  insertion  in  the 
Year-book.  Carried. 

The  following  were  elected  honorary  members  of  the  Con- 
ference: — Professor  A.  B.  Prescott,  University  of  Michigan, 
U.S.A.  ;  Dr.  David  Prain,  Director  of  Botanical  Survey,  Cal- 
cutta ;  Professor  A.  Ladenburg,  University  of  Breslau, 
Germany  ;  Mr.  J.  H.  Maiden,  Director  of  Botanic  Gardens, 
Sydney  ;  and  Mr.  C.  R.  Blackett,  President  of  Pharmacy 
Board,  Melbourne. 

Dr.  Attfield  read  a  letter  he  had  received  from  Mr.  Alfred! 
Siebold,  telliDg  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Louis  Siebold,  late 
Editor  of  the  Year-hook.  It  was  unanimously  resolved  to 
send  a  letter  of  condolence  to  the  family,  at  the  same  time 
expressing  the  Committee's  deep  sense  of  appreciation  of  his 
long  and  valued  services. 

The  election  of  new  members  concluded  the  business. 
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Swiss  pharmaceutical  IReltcs.

"VTBAKLY  ten  years  ago  I  gave  a  description  in  The 
1\  Chemist  and  Druggist  (July  25, 1891,  and  January  30, 
1892_)  of  an  old  pharmacy  and  its  contents  which  ;had  been

fitted  up  in  the  Germanic  Museum  in  Nuremberg,  and  in 
which  are  preserved  the  implements  of  the  art  of  pharmacy 
from  the  dark  Middle  Ages  up  to  comparatively  modern 
times,  showing  the  mystic  relationship  between  the  alchemist, 
the  pharmacist,  and  the  chemist  pure  and  simple. 

This  year  I  had  an  opportunity  of  visiting  the  National 
Museum  recently  opened  in  Zurich,  which  has  been  esta- 
blished by  the  Swiss  Government,  and  as  such  is  a  central 
storehouse  of  all  objects  that  bear  testimony  to  the  life, 
development,  and  industry  of  the  Swiss  nation  from  the 
remotest  times  up  to  the  present  day. 

The  Museum  is  so  full  of  historic  and  art  treasures  that  it 
well  repays  an  extra  day's  stay  in  Zurich,  and  it  has  also  a 
special  interest  to  the  pharmacist  as  it  contains  an  old  Swiss 
pharmacy  complete  in  every  detail.  Thus*,  like  the  German 
National  Museum,  the  Swiss  National  Collection  indicates 
that  the  practice  of  pharmacy  and  the  arts  connected  there- 
with was,  centuries  ago,  a  characteristic  and  well-defined 
calling  which,  from  the  prominent  part  ib  played  in  national 
affairs,  is  an  essential  feature  of  any  representative  demon- 
stration of  the  past  life  of  the  country. 

The  wood  fittings  of  the  interior  of  the  Swiss  pharmacy, 
which  comprises  a  room  about  12  feet  square,  have  been 
brought  from  the  apotheke  of  the  dismantled  Benedictine 
cloisters  at  Muri,  where  they  served  during  the  time  of  the 
Abbot  Gerold  Heim  (1723-51).  Curiously  enough  the  shop- 
fittings  of  the  modern  pharmacy  still  bear  a  marked  resem- 
blance to  the  old  and  characteristic  furniture  of  this  ancient 
dispensary,  which  proves  how  very  conservative  the  pharma- 
cist is  in  such  matters.  In  many  of  the  smaller  German  and 
Swiss  towns  and  villages  may,  in  fact,  still  be  seen  pharma- 
ceutical interiors  which  also  date  back  nearly  a  couple  of 
centuries,  and  in  which  the  ancient  fittings  still  answer 
their  purpose  for  the  display  and  storage  of  modern  medica- 
ments. 

Compared  with  the  Nuremberg  relic  the  Zurich  apotheke 
is  simpler  in  style,  and  does  not,  therefore,  afford  so  many 
points  of  interest  either  from  a  general  or  a  pharmaceutical 
view.  In  the  Zurich  pharmacy  the  art  of  dispensing  is 
represented  pure  and  simple,  free  from  Middle  Age  mystery 
and  alchemy,  and  even  the  conventional  stuffed  croccdile 


which  hangs  from  the  ceiling  cannot  give  the  pharmacy  tha1; 
romantic  aspect  with  which  the  sightseer  at  Nuremberg  ij 
involuntarily  impressed. 

Many  of  the  vessels  containing  the  drugs  are  Fayence, 
for  which  Switzerland,  particularly  Winterthur,  was  famous. 
The  numerous  specimens  of  the  ware  still  in  exist- 
ence bear  witness  to  the  perfection  attained  in  the  art, 
which  had  already  attracted  attention  in  the  beginning  of 
the  sixteenth  century,  and  attained  the 
height  of  its  renown  in  the  seventeenth 
century,  when  these  earthenwares  were 
famous  throughout  the  world.  The  phar- 
macy contains  also  a  big  stove  of  the  same 
ware  and  period,  which  gives  a  vivid  idea  of 
the  beauty  of  colour  and  glaze  the  ware  has. 

The  bottles  of  the  pharmacy  are  also 
richly  decorated  and  partly  of  milk-glass- 
made  in  Herzogenbugsee.  The  windows 
contain  beautiful  coloured -glass  paintings, 
dating  from  1630  and  1667,  one  of  them: 
representing  Christ  as  an  apotheker,. 
Numerous  implements  more  or  less  con- 
nected with  pharmacy  are  displayed  on 
the  dispensing-table  and  the  side  cupboards. 
Beautiful  bronze  mortars,  big  earthenware 
vessels  which  contained  olive  oil  from 
Italy,  balances  of  various  sizes  and  ages 
are  to  be  seen,  and  perhaps  most  inte:  est- 
ing  the  small  mills  for  grinding  drugs  and 
powdering  chemical  substances,  which  in, 
many  ways  foreshadow  our  modern  powder- 
mills  and  grinding-machines. 

A  small,  compact,  household  medicine- 
chest,  neat  and  handy  for  travelling,  is  also 
exhibited,  and  microscopes  with  clumsy 
leather  coverings  s-how  from  their  style  and 
appearance  that  they  ddte  from  the  first 
empire. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  pharmacy  is  simple, 
and  impresses  one  as  having  been  the  world' 
of  a  plain  and  dutiful  pharmacist  whose  whole  life  was- 
devoted  to  the    conscientious  compounding  of  medicine 
according  to  his  lights  and  the  knowledge  of  his  time.

Preparation  of  Cyelocitral. — A  patent  has  been  granted 
to  Haarman  and  Reimer,  the  ionone  patentees,  for  the  preparation 
of  cyelocitral.  To  convert  the  normal  derivatives  of  citral  into 
the  cyclo  derivatives,  the  former  are  first  condensed  in  the  usual 
manner  with  compounds  containing  an  amido  group,  such  as 
primary  amines.  The  condensation-products  contain  a  normal 
citral  nucleus,  and  are  altered  by  treatment  with  concentrated 
acids.  The  cyclo  derivatives  are  then  easily  broken  down  in 
various  methods  so  as  to  yield  the  cyelocitral  compound  (Chem. 
Zeit ,  1901,  778). 

Copaiba  Resins. — Keto,  working  in  Tschirsch's  laboratory 
in  the  University  of  Berne,  has  made  an  examination  of  the 
resins  of  Maracaibo  and  Para  copaibas.  The  results  are,  how- 
ever, of  very  little  interest,  except  in  so  far  as  they  affect  the 
copaivic  acids.  From  the  Maracaibo  balsam,  the  acid  yielded 
analytical  results  which  agree  well  with  either  CuH1602  and 
C10H34O3.  The  first  of  these  formulae  doubled  agrees  very  well 
with  that  of  Strauss  for  his  metacopaivic  acid.  But  the  two  acids 
do  not  appear  to  be  identical,  and  it  is  therefore  proposed  to  call 
Strauss's  acid  afy>7i«-copaivie  acid,  and  the  new  acid  beta  copaivic 
acid.  The  latter  commences  to  fuse  at  85°,  and  is  completely 
melted  at  89°-90°  C  ,  when  it  forms  a  colourless  liquid.  With 
Liebermann's  reagent  it  yields  a  violet,  passing  to  a  blue,  and 
then  to  a  green,  colour.  With  the  Salkowski-Hesse  reaction  the 
chloroform  is  colourless,  and  the  sulphuric  acid  is  yellow,  without 
fluorescence.  From  Para  balsam  the  corresponding  acid  melts 
from  142°-148°  C,  and  gives  analytical  results  which  agree  with 
the  formula  C2oH3203.  This  acid  is  now  named  "  paracopaivic 
acid."  With  Liebermann's  reagent  it  yields  an  orange  colour, 
which  eventually  turns  grey.  With  Salkowski-Hesse's  reagent 
the  chloroform  is  colourless,  and  the  sulphuric  acid  is  yellow, 
without  fluorescence. 

American  Storax. — Tschirsch  and  Von  Itallie  (ArcJiiv  der 
Pharmazie,  1901,  533)  publish  the  results  of  an  examination  of  a 
sample  of  American  storax.  A  careful  preparation  of  the  free 
acid  of  the  balsam  gave  crystals  which  melted  sharply  at  133°  C, 
yielded  benzaldehyde  on  oxidation  with  potassium  permanganate, 
and  gave  analytical  figures  in  exact  agreement  with  the  formula 
for  cinnamic  acid.  The  free  acid  thus  appears  to  be  pure  cinnamic 
acid.  A  small  quantity  of  a  crystalline  aldehyde  was  obtained, 
but  could  rot  be  purified  on  account  of  the  minute  amount,  It 
had  a  powerful  vanillin  odour,  and  gave  the  usual  vanillin 
reactions.  The  solid  constituent  of  the  ester  mixture  melts  at 
44°  O,  and  on  hydrolysis  yields  pure  cinnamic  acid  melting  at 
133°  C,  and  cinnamyl  alcohol.  It  is,  therefore,  clearly  identified 
as  cinnamyl  cinnamate  (styracin).  The  liquid  portion  of  the  esters 
was  identified  as  the  cinnamic-acid  ester  of  phenyl-propyl  alcohol. 
A  resin  ester  was  separated  and  examined,  and  found  to  be  a 
combination  of  cinnamic  acid  with  a  resin  alcohol  of  complex  con- 
stitution, to  which  the  name  "  styresinol "  is  assigned.  Its 
formula  is  Ci6H2602.    The  quantitative  results  are  as  follows  :—

The  acid  number  of  the  balsam  was  found  to  be  89'3,  the  ester 

number  103'4,  and  the  saponification  number  of  the  aromatic 
esters  and  styrol  205  1. 

Alkaloids  of  Sanguinarla  Canadensis.  —  Fischer, 
working  in  the  Marburg  laboratory,  has  just  completed  an  ex- 
haustive examination  of  the  alkaloids  of  this  drug.  He  gives  a 
useful  account  (ArcJiiv  der  Pharmazie,  1901,  409)  of  past  work 
on  the  subject,  especially  of  the  most  recent  researches  of  Konig. 
It  was  the  latter  who  first  showed  that  the  alkaloid  which  had 
been  named  "  sanguinarine  "  by  Dana,  and  shown  to  be  identical 
with  chelerythrine  by  Probst,  was  in  reality  a  mixture  of  at  least 
three  bases.  Of  these,  one  is  an  alkaloid  which  yields  red  salts, 
for  which  the  name  "  sanguinarine "  is  retained ;  the  second 
yields  yellow  salts,  and  is  termed  chelerythrine ;  whilst  the  third 
appeared  to  be  identical  with  Selle's  homochelidonine.  The 
formula  advanced  for  the  principle  base — chelerythrine — by  Konig 
was  C25H33N05,  and  this  is  now  confirmed  by  Fischer.  By 
crystallisation  from  a  solvent  free  from  alcohol,  he  obtained  it  in 
colourless  crystals,  which  melted  at  263°  (the  alcohol-crystallised 
form  melts  at  203°) ;  and  he  also  found  traces  of  alcohol  were 
given  off  when  the  crystals  were  heated  and  the  vapours  con- 
densed. This  at  once  indicates  the  presence  of  alcohol  of  crystal- 
lisation. The  base  crystallised  from  acetic  ether  agrees  with  the 
formula  Co1H17NOJ,  and  contains  the  equivalent  of  half  a  molecule 
of  water  of  crystallisation.  The  analysis  of  salts  of  the  base  from 
which  alcohol  is  naturally  excluded  confirms  this  formula,  so  that 
the  two  forms  may  be  written  Co3H.,5N05  +  C2H50H,  and 
(C51H17N0.1)2  +  H20.     The  formula  advanced  by   Konig  for 


sanguinarine  is  confirmed— viz.,  (C2r|H15N04)  +  CoH,OH.  The 
homochelidonine  analysed  by  Konig  gave  results  agreeing  with 
the  formula  C2iH2iN05,  but  Fischer  prefers  C21H21N03.  The 
analytical  results  do  not  differentiate  with  certainty  between 
these  two  formulas.

A  Revision  of  the  Poisons  Schedule 

is  certainly  the  most 
likely  outcome  of  the  Privy  Council  Committee,  if  anything 
results.  That  cannot  be  accomplished  without  a  new  Act  of 
Parliament,  for  though  the  Pharmacy  Act  provides  a  means 
of  adding  to  the  schedule,  it  does  not  authorise  any  one 
to  make  even  a  verbal  correction  in  it.  It  is  this  prospect 
of  a  Government  Bill  in  regard  to  poisons  which  is  the  one 
hopeful  legislative  sign  on  the  pharmaceutical  horizon.  I 
do  not  believe  there  is  the  remotest  chance  of  any  Pharmacy 
Bill  which  the  trade  may  agree  upon  getting  into,  much  less 
through,  Parliament.  But  it  might  be  possible  to  persuade 
the  Privy  Council  to  admit  a  clause  or  two  into  their  Bill  as 
supercargo.  Consequently,  we  ought  to  be  willing  to  stretch 
our  complacency  a  long  way  in  order  to  agree  with  White- 
hall if  we  can.  If  the  Privy  Council  try  to  reverse  the 
principle  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  we  can  defeat  them,  as  we 
have  done  before.  But,  short  of  that,  it  is  to  our  interest 
to  assist  them  in  every  possible  way. 

There  are  Anomalies 

in  the  schedule,  the  most  striking  of 
which  were  pointed  out  in  the  editorial  article  last  week. 
Some  of  these  might  be  corrected  with  advantage.  But  it 
is  notable  how  well,  and  with  what  little  modification,  the 
provisions  of  1868,  regulating  the  sale  of  poisons,  have 
worked.  The  first  schedule  of  poisons  was  affixed  to  a  Bill 
which  Lord  Derby's  Government  introduced  in  1857.  That 
schedule  as  amended  in  1858,  when  the  Bill  got  through  the 
House  of  Lords,  is  essentially  the  same  as  is  now  operative 
all  over  the  British  Empire.  It  has  never  been  stated  who 
first  compiled  that  schedule.  Whoever  he  was,  he  builded 
well.  In  the  1868  schedule  only  savin,  ergot  of  rye,  and 
belladonna  were  added  to  his  list,  while  nux  vomica,  cocculus 
indicus,  and  salt  of  sorrel,  which  he  had  included,  were 
omitted.  Nux  vomica  has  since  been  added.  He  only 
named  "  preparations  "  once  ;  this  was  in  connection  with 
aconite.  He  prescribed  "  arsenic  and  its  compounds  " ;  in 
1868  the  last  word  was  changed  to  "preparations." 

The  Legal  Cases 

reported  last  week  are  a  little  surprising. 
A  Magistrates'  court  with  Sir  Edmund  Fry,  an  ex-Lord 
Justice,  in  the  chair  is  not  likely  to  go  wrong  in  law,  but  it 
is  difficult  to  make  out  exictly  wherein  the  Maidstone  milk- 
dealers  were  in  fault.  It  cannot  be  illegal  for  them  to  fix 
four-fifths  of  a  gill  as  the  quantity  of  milk  they  will  sell  for 
a  penny ;  they  had  a  measure  made  to  hold  that  quantity, 
but  they  did  not  sell  the  milk  as  four-fifths  of  a  gill,  but  as 
a  pennyworth  ;  the  Inspector  would  not  ttamp  such  a 
measure  ;  but  the  vendors  are  fined  for  using  it.  Is  not  the 
sale  of  "  a  shilling  battle  of  quinine  tonic  "  or  "  a  two-shilling 
bottle  of  eau  de  Cologne  "  equally  illegal  1  The  bottle  is  a 
measure,  not  an  Imperial  one,  and  not  stamped.  The 
"  Pearks'  butter "  case  reminds  us  that  there  is  no  special 
protection  in  the  Food  and  Drugs  Ac!;  in  regard  to  proprie- 
tary foods,  though  there  is  in  respect  of  proprietary  medicines. 
Also  that  a  label,  though  it  may  distinctly  notify  the  cus- 
tomer of  an  admixture,  is  not  a  sufficient  protection  to  the 
vendor  if  a  court  holds  that  the  mixture  is  in  the  nature  of 
a  fraud.  Bat  how  a  fraud  can  be  compatible  with  a  precise 
statement  of  what  is  sold  I  cannot  realise. 

The  President  of  the  British  Association, 

in  the  course  of  his 
defence  of  atoms,  referred  more  than  once  to  two  recently 
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published  works  which  he  implied  were  to  an  extent  antago- 
nistic to  his  views  of  the  constitution  of  matter.  One  of 
these  was  "The  Kiddle  of  the  Universe,"  a  translation  of 
the  last  work  of  Ernst  Haeckel,  of  Jena.  I  have  just  read 
this  work.  Haeckel  has  been  a  voluminous  wiiter  on  bio- 
logical subjects,  but  this  is  to  be  the  last  message  from  his 
physiological  cells  to  ours.  He  is  "  a  child  of  the  nineteenth 
century";  he  is  63  years  of  age,  and  doss  not  expect  to 
modify  his  views  in  any  material  respect;  they  are  now 
mature,  and  about  as  complete  as  they  need  be.  Haeckel  is 
no  agnostic ;  there  is  not  much  riddle  in  the  universe  to 
him ;  the  nineteenth  century,  with  Haeckel  to  help,  has 
cleared  up  most  of  Nature's  mysteries,  and  about  the  only 
trifle  left  for  the  twentieth  century  to  explain  is  the  real 
nature  of  matter.  The  doctrine  of  physiological  cells,  com- 
bined with  Darwin's  laws  of  evolution,  have  disposed  of 
crazy  superstitions  about  supernatural  vital  force,  a  Creator, 
and  a  separate  soul.  "  The  soul  is  a  natural  phenomenon." 
You  have  only,  according  to  Haeckel,  to  postulate  a  cell 
formation  of  "psychoplasm,"  some  of  which  differentiates 
itself  into  "  neuroplasm,"  and  the  evolution  of  this  natural 
phenomenon  is  simple. 

Haeckel  Becomes  Humorous 

in  his  chapters  on  the  soul, 
which,  thaugh  such  a  simple  development,  seems  to  need  a 
lot  of  discussion.  Old-fashioned  ideas  of  immortality  excite 
his  neuroplasma  most.  On  these  he  comes  out  with  some 
lumbering  jokes.  How  would  you  like  to  spend  eternity 
with  your  mother-in-law?  he  asks ;  and  how  is  Henry  VIII. 
going  to  get  along  all  that  time  with  his  six  wives  1  But  it 
is  when  Haeckel  gets  on  to  ether  that  he  is  immense.  Of 
the  existence  of  that  material  all  through  illimitable  space 
there  is,  according  to  him,  no  doubt  whatever.  Of  its  exact 
nature  there  may  be  still  some  varjing  opinions  ;  indeed, 
one  theory  requires  one  kind  of  ether  and  another  needs  a 
different  article.  But  Haeckel  supplies  a  formula  which 
meets  every  case.  Ether,  he  says,  is  a  special  structure  not 
atomistic  but  "what  may  be  called  etheric  or  dynamic."  It 
is  not  quite  imponderable,  but  it  is  very  light.  A  sphere  of 
it  the  size  of  our  globe  would  weigh  only  250  lbs.  Kubbish 
of  this  kind,  mixed  up  with  a  great  deal  of  real  learning, 
constitutes  the  professor's  last  message  to  the  world. 

The  other  Book 

referred  to  by  Professor  Riicker,  who  described 
it  as  "  an  attack  of  great  power  on  many  positions  which 
eminent  scientific  men  have  occupied,"  is  a  work  entitled 
"  Naturalism  and  Agonosticism,"  by  James  Ward,  D.Sc, 
Professor  of  Mental  Philosophy  and  Logic  at  Cambridge, 
and  is  a  healthy  antidote  to  Haeckelism.  Dr.  Ward 
challenges  the  presumption  of  scientists  who  invent  or 
adopt  theories  which  they  cannot  prove,  and  then  by  their 
aid  proceed  to  explain  the  universe  by  mechanical  laws 
alone.  He  opens  his  attack  by  quoting  the  reply  of 
Laplace  to  Napoleon.  The  astronomer  was  granted  a  per- 
sonal interview  with  the  First  Consul  in  order  that  he  might 
present  him  with  a  copy  of  his  great  work,  the  "  Mecanique 
Celeste."  "  They  tell  me,"  said  Napoleon,  "  that  throughout 
this  work  you  have  made  no  mention  of  the  Creator."  "  Sire," 
replied  Laplace,  "  I  had  no  need  of  any  such  hypothesis." 
Dr.  Ward  has  no  particular  animosity  against  either  atoms 
or  ether,  but  he  mercilessly  criticises  the  unscientific  assump- 
tion that  a  theory  is  absolutely  true  because  it  fits  a  few 
phenomena.  We  cannot  know,  for  instance,  when  hydrogen 
came  into  the  universe,  but  Clerk  Maxwell  asserts  that 
"  none  of  the  processes  of  Nature  since  Nature  began  have 
produced  the  slightest  difference  in  the  properties  of  any 
molecule."  Again,  in  regard  to  ether  Lord  Kelvin  has 
written  :  "  One  thing  we  arc  sure  of,  and  that  is  the  reality 
and  substantiality  of  the  luminiferou3  ether."  We  are  only 
sure  of  it  because  our  present  theory  of  light  seems  to  call 
for  it.  Ether,  Professor  Tait  says,  "  secures  for  us  the  idea 
of  stuff  or  substance  which  the  mind  seems  to  require." 
There  still  remains  the  possibility  that  our  powers  of  per- 
ception or  of  conception  are  not  quite  perfect.

Apprentices  and  Assistants. 

The  correspondence  on  this  subject  which  we  have  published 
during  the  past  few  weeks  has  demonstrated,  if  that  had 
been  necessary,  the  correctness  of  the  statements  which  we 
made  last  month  regarding  the  scarcity  of  apprentices,  and 
the  reasons  for  this  scarcity.  It  is  incontestable,  on  the 
evidence,  that  the  numbers  entering  the  trade  are  much 
below  the  normal  requirements,  while  the  numbers  of  those 
being  registered  as  pharmaceutical  students,  or  entering 
pharmacy  with  certificates  which  entitle  them  to  registra- 
tion, are  ridiculously  out  of  proportion  to  what  they  ought 
to  be,  or  what  has  been.  Leaving  out  of  consideration  the 
past  two  years,  which  have  been  somewhat  abnormal  owing 
to  the  rush  of  candidates  for  the  old  Preliminary  examina- 
tion, and  taking  the  quinquennial  period  prior  to  1899,  we 
find  that  daring  the  five  years  the  number  who  passed  the 
Preliminary  examination  was  3,449,  while  613  were  regis- 
tered on  other  certificates,  making  a  total  of  4  052  registered 
as  pharmaceutical  students,  or  sn  average  of  812  per  annum. 
During  the  same  period  2,499  candidates  passed  the  Minor 
examination,  or  almost  exactly  500  per  annum.  These 
numbers  served  to  keep  the  register  almost  stationary.  We 
have  already  mentioned  (C.  .5'  August  31,  page  379)  that 
this  year  only  forty  persons  have  registered  as  apprentices. 
The  additional  particulars  which  we  have  received  from 
correspondents  show  that  the  proportion  of  qualified  boys 
to  unqualified  who  have  commenced  apprenticeship  this 
year  is  as  one  to  six,  and  less  than  half  of  the  apprenticeship 
vacancies  have  been  filled.  The  experience  and  statistics  of 
previous  years  show  that  between  1,000  and  1,200  appren- 
tices have  been  taken  on  yearly,  and  about  800  of  these 
have  passed  the  Preliminary  examination.  This  year  we 
calculate  that  between  350  and  400  have  or  will  come  into 
the  trade,  and  of  these  fifty  to  sixty  will  register  as  pharma- 
ceutical students.  So  far  retailers  alone  have  felt  the  pinch 
of  scarcity  in  this  matter  of  service,  but  ere  long  the 
diminution  in  the  number,  of-  entrants  will  be  seriously  felt 
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by  the  Pharmaceuticil  Society,  for,  apart  frcm  the  loss 
represented  by  examining  .nearly  2,000  Preliminary  candi- 
dates yearly,  the  Society  has  actually  lost  touch  with  the 
jyouth  of  ths  trade  through  dropping  the  examination,  and 
in  a  few  years  the  number  of  candidates  for  the  Minor 
-examination  will  be  greatly  reduced.  In  1900  the  Society's 
income  from  2,375  "First"  examination  candidates  was 
'4,05U,  and  from  1,949  Minors  7,828^.  In  future  the  former 
class  will  yield  the  bare  registration-fees,  and  at  the  present 
rate  these  scarcely  go  into  three  figures.  The  most  sanguine 
expectation  cannot  provide,  a  few  years  hencs,  more  Minor 
candidates  annually  than  503  or  630  a  year,  say  400  at 
3.0Z.  10s.  and  200  at  31.  3s.,  so  that  the  preliminary  registra- 
tion atd  the  qualifying-examination  would  on  that  basis 
yield  a  total  income  of  5,630£.,  or  about  half  of  last  year's 
income  from  these  sources.  This-  is  rather  a  serious  matter 
for  the  Sooiety,  but  there  is  ths  other  aspect  of  it,  which  is 
decidedly  more  serious  to  the  drug-trade  and  pharmacy 
generally — viz  ,  there  is  a  real  dearth  of  qualified  men 
a1;  present,  and  a  threatened  further  diminution  in  the  near 
future.  II  jw  is  the  impending  collapse  to  be  averted  1  We 
mean  the  collapse  of  the  whole  edifice  of  registration  which 
a  couple  of  generations  have  been  so  laboriously  preparing 
for  and  building  up.  Business  must  be  carried  on  in  some 
way  or  other,  and  if  not  by  qualifiel  men  it  will  be  carried 
on  by  those  who  are  unqualified.  There  is  ample  evidence 
gJ  this  collapse.  Schools  of  pharmacy  have,  we  learn,  fewer 
students  this  lerm  than  there  have  been  for  many  years,  and 
teachers  appear  to  be  agreed  that  the  rosy  times  which  they 
have  had  will  not  be  seen  again  until  a  diminution  happens 
in  their  number.  Retailers  know  that  qualified  assistants 
ar<)  difficult  to  get,  and  public  app;intments  are  being  filled 
by  men  who  do  not  hold  the  Minor  certificate.  The  Apothe- 
caries' Society's  Assistants'  certificate  has  become  so  much  a 
rival  to  the  statutory  qualification  for  pharmacists,  and  the 
conditions  for  obtaining  the  latter  are  now  so  onerous,  that 
large  trading  companies  are,  we  learn,  beginning  to  recog- 
nise the  Apothecaries'  certificate  as  sufficient  proof  of  com- 
petency for  their  dispensers.  This  is  not  the  result  of  craze 
for  cheapness,  but  is  due  to  the  difficulty  of  getting  Minor 
men.  It  is  perfectly  obvious  that  the  present  regulations  for 
qualification  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  will  not  ameliorate 
these  conditions.  We  submit  that,  apart  altogether  from  the 
apprentice  difficulty,  which. is  urgent  enough,  the  scarcity  of 
qualified  assistants  is  encouraging  employers  to  ignore  the 
-statutory  qualification  provided  by  the  Pharmacy  Act,  18;8, 
and  this,  added  to  the  established  practice  of  the  Local 
■Government  Board  of  treating  inferior  qualifications  equally 
with  the  Minor,  is  one  of  the  gravest  possible  mischiefs,  It 
is  a  matter  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  alone  can  deal 
•with,  whereas  the  apprenticeship  matter  is  largely  one  for 
chemists  themselves.  One  of  the  first  steps  they  should  take 
has  been  hinted  at  by  soma  of  our  correspondents,  though  in 
a  rather  gingerly  fashion— they  must  prepare  for  shorter 
hours.  The  tendfncy  of  the  times,  in  this  country  at 
all  events,  is  for  a  greater  amount  of  leisure,  and  no 
trade  is  more  in  need  of  increased  leisure  than  that 
which  employs  chemists'  assistants  and  apprentices. 
So  far  as  apprentices  are  concerned  there  should  be  a  time- 
limit  beyond  which  no  lad  ought  to  be  allowed  to  work.  At 
present  the  hours  are  anything  from  60  to  80  per  week, 
sometimes  more.  There  should  be  a  fair  average  time  fixed 
by  every  district  for  itself,  and  every  hour  on  Sunday  should 
be  reckoned  as  two.  If  some  such  scheme  as  this  could  be 
adopted,  and  a  weekly  half-day  off  recognised,  it  would  do 
much  to  smooth  the  path  of  possible  entrants.  Then  there 
should  be  a  return  to  the  old  plan  of  teaching  apprentices 
the  business  of  phaimacy.    It  will  no  longer  do  to  make 


porters  or  message-boys  of  them  for  a  couple  of  years.  IE 
the  trade  is  sufficient  to  keep  an  apprentice  doing  this  class 
oJLwork,  it  is  sufficient  to  keep  a  boy  for  thit  work  alone. 
Pharmacists  are  rapidly  learning  by  expeiiance  that  educated 
lads  will  no  longer  wheel  a  cart  of  sjphons  or  carry  a  basket 
of  aerated  waters  down  the  street,  and-the  sooner  they  stop 
asking  their  apprentices  to  do  this  sort  of  thing  the  better 
will  it  be  for  all  concerned.  Again,  apprentices  must  be 
better  paid  than  they  have  hitherto  been.  A  few  select 
pharmacists  may  continue  to  demand  and  receive  a  premium, 
though  our  correspondents  tell  us  that  that  system  too  is 
going  by  the  board,  but  the  general  run  of  businesses  must 
be  content  with  something  less  ambitious. 

The  Camphor  Monopoly. 

The  arrangement  between  the  Japanese  Government  and 
European  financiers,  whereby  the  latter,  as  a  quid  pro  quo, 
have  obtained  the  control  of  the  camphor  produced  in 
Formosa,  has  now  been  sufficiently  long  in  force  to  estimate 
the  prospects  oE  its  success.  The  present  is  a  peculiarly 
critical  moment,  because  Japanese  merchants  who  are  noi 
affected  by  the  monopoly  have  recently  been  selling 
camphor  produced  in  Japan  below  the  monopoly-prices,  and 
there  is  every  indication  that  Japanese  merchants  are 
thoroughly  alive  to  the  advantage  which  the  Formosan 
monopoly  gives  to  Japanese  camphor.  It  is,  therefore,  a 
matter  of  interest  to  watch  the  progress  of  the  camphor 
industry  in  Formosa,  and  a  timely  article  in  a  recent  issue 
of  the  Japan  Weekly  Mail  gives  information,  derived  from 
offioial  sources,  in  regard  to  camphor,  camphor  oil,  salt,  and 
opium,  which  are  the  subject  o£  monopolies.  It  is,  by  the 
way,  more  than  doubtful  iE  these  monopolies  could  be  held 
to  be  valid  under  Japan's  treaties  with  other  nations,  which 
prevent  any  special  privilege  being  granted  by  Japan  to  any 
one  cation.  It  is  well  known  that  the  aboriginal  or  bandit 
disturbances  in  Formosa,  not  yet  entirely  abated,  have  con- 
siderably hampered  camphor-produc'ion,  and  work  has  been 
entirely  suspended  in  several  districts  during  the  current 
fiscal  year ;  nevertheless,  the  total  production  of  camphor 
has  been  above  that  cf  the  preceding  year.  The  amount  of 
camphor  sold  since  the  establishment  of  the  monopoly  in 
July,  1900,  to  the  end  of  March,  1931,  was  as  follows  :  —

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The  crude  camphor  in  stock  at  the  head  monopoly  office  and 
its  branches  at  the  end  of  1900  amounted  to  300.000  kin. 
This,  with  the  above-mentioned  output,  shows  a  total  of 
4,131,169  kin  for  the  period  extending  from  July,  1930,  to  the 
end  of  March  last.  But,  besides  the  foregoing,  the  output 
of  camphor  oil  duriDg  the  period  named  amounted  to 
1,142,694  kin,  this  camphor  oil  being,  we  should  say,  the  oil 
collected  from  the  stills,  which  is  essentially  a  saturated 
solution  of  camphor  in  the  liquid  volatile  products,  among 
which  products  is  a  constituent  (at  one  time  called  cam- 
phorogenol)  that  yields  by  heating  a  further  quantityfof  solid 
camphor,  so  that  the  camphor  oil  as  it  issues  from  the  still 
contains  about  half  its  weight  of  camphor. 

In  November  of  last  year  the  Japanese  Government  made 
an  arrangement  with  special  contractors  in  Japan  for  the 
purchase  of  all  the  raw  camphor  oil  produced  in  Formosa, 
and  a  factory  has  been  established  in  Kobe  for  treating  this 
oil.  Of  this  we  gave  particulars  in  our  issue  of  June  22, 
page  1004.  The  arrangement  between  the  Government  and 
these  contractors  is  that  the  latter  return  45  kin  of  crude 
camphor  for  every  100  kin  of  oil  received.  This  product  has 
still  to  be  reckoned  with.  The  following  table  shows  tfc  e  value 
of  the  export  of  camphor  from  Formosa  during  the  four  years 
from  1897  to  1900  :—

It  is  apparent  that  the  exports  of  camphor  have  been 
increasing,  the  first-quoted  series  of  statistics,  including  the 
first  quarter  of  the  present  year,  confirming  that  conclusion 
in  an  extraordinary  manner.  As  regards  the  working  of  the 
monopoly  it  is  reported  that  the  Formosan  authorities  have 
decided  to  adopt  a  new  arrangement  in  the  procedure  of 
selling  camphor  to  its  sole  agents  Messrs.  Samuel,  Samuel 
&  Co.  Hitherto  the  price  was  proclaimed  throughout  the 
world,  the  Government  being  persuaded  that  this  considerate 
measure  would  eventually  tend  to  maintain  a  steady  market. 
This  open  method  of  transaction  is  now  considered  to  be 
"unbusinesslike,  and  to  preclude  the  attempts  at  manipula- 
tion indispensable  to  any  business  "  ;  so  that  the  Govern- 
ment will,  it  is  said,  "  keep  secret  in  future  the  transactions 
between  it  and  its  sole  agents,  and,  in  general,  conduct  them 
in  a  businesslike  manner."  Probably  so,  but  there  is  the 
fact  to  be  reckoned  with  that  the  camphor  produced  in  Japan 
itself  does  not  come  within  the  monopoly,  and  is  not  likely 
to,  and  is  being  sold  for  Europe  in  increasing  quantities 
much  below  the  monopoly-price.  This  is  a  most  serious 
circumstance  for  the  monopoly  holders,  and  it  remains  to  be 
teen  what  bearing  the  new  secret  arrangement  has  upon  it. 


British  Inland  Revenue. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenus  of  the  United 
Kingdom  for  the  last  financial  year,  which  ended  on 
March  31,  1901,  comes  to  hand  a  week  later  than  last  year, 
probably  bscause  the  departments  had  fully  eight  m'.llions 
more  income  to  deal  with,  for  the  net  receipt  of  inland 
revenue  duties  was  93,176,187/.,  as  compared  with  85,218,234?. 
in  1899-1900.  There  is  no  other  country  in  the  world  which 
can  show  so  striking  taxation  statistics  as  ours,  for  of  the 
total  only  about  a  fourth  (26,270,959/.)  is  derived  from 
Customs  taxation,  and  a  half  of  the  total  is  paid  in  direct 
taxation,  with  a  consequent  immense  saving  of  intermediary 
trade  profits,  which  would  inevitably  be  exacted  if  a  greater 
part  of  our  taxation  were  placed  upon  u-able  commodities. 
Our  inland  revenue  is  an  astonishing  thing  when  looked  at 
as  the  Board  gives  it  to  us  in  the  aggregate  figures  for  the 
past  ten  years.  We  cannot  give  all  these,  but  the  following 
will  suffice  to  show  how  patient  the  British  taxpayer  is,  as  he 
has  submitted  to  a  50-per-cent.  import  in  ten  years  without 
much  grumbling  : — ■

There  was  a  fall  in  the  revenue  in  1892-94,  chiefly  in 
Excise  and  death-duties.  The  spirit-duty  was  lis.  per  gal. 
for  a  few  years  until  1893,  when  it  was  lowered  to  10s.  6d  > 
then  raised  to  lis.  last  year.  The  beer-duty  was  raised  to 
6s.  9d.  in  1894,  and  another  shilling  added  last  year,  while 
the  income-tax  stood  at  8d.  until  the  Boer  war  made  it  Is. 
The  taxable  income  of  the  country  has  increased  from 
199,299,608/.  in  1890-91  to  228,383,906/.  in  1899-1900  (that 
is,  under  Schedule  A),  but  public  officials  and  officers  of 
corporate  bodies  drew  70,093.523/.,  and  the  grand  total  of 
income  upon  which  the  tax  is  paid  in  all  schedules  reaches 
the  astounding  figure,  788,023,603/.  This  is  a  topic  for 
moralists  to  dwell  upon.  We  must  give  atten- 
Medieines^  **on  to  ^ose  things  which  specially  interest 
the  drug-trade.  In  England  there  were  31,878 
makers  and  vendors  of  patent  medicines,  and  in  Scotland 
2,820,  an  increase  of  82  in  EDgland  and  62  in  Scotland. 
Why  this  abnormal  development  in  the  North  1  They  paid 
8,672/.  to  the  Revenue  in  licences.  The  stamp-duty  paid  on 
these  medicines  amounted  to  297,480/.  or  8,653/.  more  than 
the  year  before.  We  may  recall  the  fact  that  43,692/.  was 
the  net  amount  received  from  this  tax  in  1860,  and  in  1891-2 
240,062/.  It  was  less  in  the  next  four  years,  but  reached 
254,726/.  in  1896-97,  then  260,852/  in  1897-98,  266,404/.  in 
1898-99,  and  288,827/.  in  1899-1900.  Last  year's  (1899- 
1900)  revenue  showed  84/.  worth  of  medicines  for  each 
licence-holder,  and  this  year's  (1900-01)  about  81/.  worth. 
Spirits  "''ne  Dex*  items  in  the  report  which  interest 

Wines,  and  our  readers  are  those  enumerated  in  the  side- 
stills'  title.    In  the  year  under  review  20,124,003/. 

was  paid  as  duty  on  home-made  spirits,  and  the  report  gives 
full  details  as  to  the  destination  of  the  enoimous  volume  of 
al  coholic  liquors  represented  by  that  figure,  particulars  also 
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being  given  regarding  beer,  which  paid  13,940,535Z.  of  duty 
These,  again,  are  matters  for  moralists,  bat  we  may  fay 
that  1  gal.  of  spirits  is  the  consumption  per  head  of  popula- 
tion, besides  31  gals,  of  beer.  Last  week  we  quoted  from 
the  Government  chemist's  report  some  figures  in  respect  to 
methylated  spirit.  Here  they  are  given  in  proof  gallons, 
the  total  for  thi  year  being  5,191,045.  0£  this  spirit 
123,332  gals,  was  foreign — the  highest  figure  in  that  regard 
since  1894-95,  when  447,949  gals,  of  foreign  spirit  was 
imported  for  methylation.  After  that  a  differential  duty  of 
Ad.  per  gal.  was  imposed.  In  England  last  year 
4,449,546  gal3.  of  spirit  (including  all  the  foreign)  was 
methylated,  in  Scotland  692,485  gals.,  and  in  Ireland 
•49,013  gals.  The  makers  in  Eagland  have  decreased  from 
26  in  1899-1900,  to  22  in  1900-1;  in  Scotland  they 
are  still  2,  and  in  Ireland  1.  The  retailing  of  methylated 
spirit  appears  to  be  becaming  more  popular,  for  315  more 
licences  were  taken  out  in  the  year,  the  total  now  being 
15,578 -England  13,114,  Scotland  1,703,  and  Ireland  758, 
the  licence-duty  paid  being  7.654Z.  There  are  543  distillers 
and  rectifiers  in  this  country,  1,339  sweets  retailers, 
10,593  retailers  of  wines  not  to  b3  consumed  on  the  premises, 
•dealers  in  spirits  23,497,  besides  121,538  retailers.  We  note 
that  in  1893-94  there  were  in  England  4,673  off -retailers 
of  wine ;  now  there  are  6,750,  and  the  larger  part  of  that 
increase  is  doubtless  owing  to  the  so-called  "  medicated  "- 
wine  trade.  The  use  of  stills  is  decreasing,  the  total  for  the 
year  being  835,  against  847  the  year  previous.  Vinegar- 
makers  have  been  reduced  in  Englind  from  173  to  167, 
increased  in  Scotland  from  3  to  10,  and  in  Ireland  from 
5  to  7. 

There  is  little  else  in  the  report  of  direct  interest  to  us  ; 
but  we  may  mention  that  alkali-works  and  the  like  de- 
creased from  1,201  to  1,140  in  1900-1901,  and  4,588  new 
•companies  registered  paid  the  Eevenue  761,974Z.  on  their 
capital,  besides  73 152/.  for  registration ;  while  patents, 
■designs,  and  trade-marks  contributed  216.058Z.  to  the 
Revenue — a  decrease  of  654/.  on  the  preceding  year. 


INTER-STORES  COMPETITION. 

It  is  reported  that  Boots  (Limited)  are  to  open  branches 
in  Leeds,  Halifax  and  Bradford,  and  are  busy  fitting  up 
magnificent  shops  in  these  towns.  There  has  hitherto  been 
•a  friendly  understanding  between  Boots  (Limited)  and 
Taylor's  Drug  Company  (Limited)  not  to  oppose  each  other 
in  certain  districts,  but  the  period  of  this  agreement  has,  it 
is  stated,  now  terminated. 

THE  INDIAN  MUSEUM. 

The  Economic  and  Art  Section  of  the  Indian  Museum  in 
Calcutta,  of  which  Dr.  George  Watt  is  the  officer  in  charge, 
contains  a  good  many  things  which  are  of  drug-trade  interest, 
-and  we  gather  from  the  annual  report,  which  has  just  been 
received,  that  it  is  capable  of  being  made  of  greater  useful- 
ness to  that  section  of  commerce,  for  the  Curator,  Mr.  David 
Hooper,  is  a  pharmacist,  and  during  the  past  year  he  has 
been  provided  with  a  chemical  laboratory.  Dr.  Watt  reports 
that  Mr.  Hooper  has,  at  his  request,  devoted  himself  mainly 
to  the  examination  of  economic  products  newly  received  or 
taken  from  the  collections  in  the  museum,  and  of  these 
ninety-seven  have  been  examined,  which  is  a  decidedly  good 
record.  The  following  are  the  more  important  notes  recorded 
in  the  report : — 

The  gum  of  Acacia  Senegal  from  South  Beluchistan  was  for- 
warded by  the  Political  Agent,  with  the  information  that  large 
cupplie3  were  available  at  certain  seisons  of  the  year.  It  has  a 
good  appearance,  and  forms  a  soluble  and  adhesive  mucilage. 
The  solution  is  not  precipitated  by  acetate  of  lead  or  borax,  but  is 
gelatinised  by  ferric  chloride.  A  regular  supply  of  this  excellent 
gum  should  find  a  ready  and  profitable  market. 


The  gum  of  Hloeodendron  glaucum  is  clear,  brittle,  light- 
coloured,  and  soluble  in  water,  forming  a  good  mucilage.  The 
absence  of  much  ash,  and  adhesiveness  and  reactions  of  the  solu- 
tions are  favourable  qualities,  and  place  it  among  the  gums  of  the 
arabin  class. 

The  cocoanut-palm  affords  at  certain  seasons  an  exudation  of 
somewhat  remarkable  character.  The  gum  is  of  rare  occurrence, 
and  belongs  to  the  class  known  for  their  insolubility  in  water, 
although  it  may  be  dissolved  in  a  boiling  acidulated  or  alkaline 
solution.  Another  peculiarity  of  this  secretion  is  the  presence  of 
salicylic  acid,  which  is  detected  in  its  solutions,  and  may  be 
separated  by  distillation  with  acid. 

The  Butea  frondosa,  or  Dhalc  tree,  yields  a  red,  astringent 
gum  known  as  Bengal  kino.  The  exudations  of  this  tree  are,  as 
a  rule,  nearly  insoluble  in  water,  but  a  specimen  recently  received 
from  the  Punjab  was  much  more  soluble  in  water  than  samples 
obtained  from  the  bazaars  and  others  which  hive  been  kept  in  the 
Museum  for  several  years.  The  alteration  of  the  tannic  acid, 
which  forms  the  principal  ingredient  in  this  drug,  is  doubtless 
responsible  for  the  insoluble  character  of  the  older  specimens. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  resins  received  in  the  laboratory 
during  the  year  was  a  balsamic  exudation  named  Nantoi/ok, 
obtained  from  Altingia  excelsa  growing  in  South  Tenasserim, 
Burma.  This  fragrant  resin  is  similar  to  the  storax  of  the  Levant, 
an  article  largely  used  in  the  East  for  perfumery  and  incense. 
The  resin,  separated  from  natural  impurities,  contained  cinnamic 
acid,  styrol  and  amorphous  resins. 

Among  the  medicinal  substances  received  in  the  laboratory 
during  the  year  were  samples  of  cosa  leaves  from  Assam  and  South 
Wynaad.  It  was  found  that  (1)  the  finer  leaves  of  the  coca-plant 
are  richer  in  alkaloid  than  the  coarse;  (2)  no  advantage  is  gained 
by  rolling  the  leaves  before  drying  them.  Simply  drying  the 
leaves  in  the  shade  is  sufficient  preparation  for  the  market. 
Boiling  break*  up  the  cells  of  the  leaves  and  renders  them  hygro- 
scopic in  a  damp  atmosphere ;  and  (3)  coca-leaves  rapidly 
deteriorate  if  kept  for  any  length  of  time  imperfectly  packed  or 
exposed  to  the  air. 

There  are  also  excellent  notes  on  tanning-materials  and  on 
tea-leaves  and  dust  (caffeine  yield,  2  9  and  3  3-4  48  per  cent, 
respectively).  Tne  report  shows  the  chemical  possibilities 
to  be  so  good  that  there  will  in  future  be  no  necessity  for 
Dr.  Watt  to  seek  the  assistance  of  the  chemical  department 
of  the  Imperial  Institute,  which  is  rather  a  roundabout  way 
of  getting  information. 

ANTI-PLUMBISM  AND   POTTERY  MANUFACTURE. 

A  well-informed  writer  contributes  a  two-column  article 
to  the  Times  in  which  is  discussed  the  impracticability  of 
pottery  manufacturers  conforming  to  the  Home  Office  regu- 
lations concerning  lead-poisoning  and  carrying  on  business. 
The  writer  points  out  that  lead-poisoning  has  rapidly 
diminished  among  potters  and  increased  among  other  trades, 
as  the  following  official  statistics  show  :  —

The  increase  is  marked  in  the  trades  of  file-cutters,  painters, 
sheet-lead  workers,  coach-painters,  and  paint  aid  colour 
makers.  The  cases  reported  amongst  potters  for  the  six 
months  (January-June)  in  the  last  four  years  show  a  decrease 
of  from  226  in  1893  to  59  in  1901.  This  remarkable  change, 
he  admits,  has  been  produced  by  the  special  rules  introduced 
in  1898,  and  acceptel  by  the  manufacturers  without  demur, 
providing  for  the  protection  and  inspection  of  lead-workers 
especially  the  women  and  young  persons.  But  a  crisis,  the 
writer  asserts,  has  been  reached  by  reason  of  Rule  2,  which 
enacts  that : — 

After  July  1,  1902,  no  glaze  shall  be  used  which  yields  to  a 
dilute  solution  of  hydrochloric  acid  more  than  2  psr  cent,  of  its 
dry  weight  of  a  soluble  leid  compound  calculated  as  lead 
monoxide  when  determined  in  the  manner  described  below. 

By  this  rule,  he  maintains,  the  materials  to  be  used  by  the 
manufacturer  are  prescribed  for  him,  and  he  is  tied  down  to 
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a  chemical  formula,  an  innovation  of  so  sweeping  and  drastic 
a  character  as  to  have  no  pa  a'lel.  The  manufactures 
(Minton's  and  Doulton's  amongst  others)  point  out  that  strict 
conformity  to  that  rule  is  impracticable  with  the  carrying  on 
of  business.  The  question  concerns  the  glaze  only  used  to 
make  ware  watertight  cr  to  face  tiles.  Since  1899  fritted 
lead  has  been  used  for  these  purposes,  and  Professor 
Thorpe's  theory  that  if.  the  ratio  of  the  bases  to  the 
acids  in  a  frit  does  not  exceed  145  to  1,  such  a  frit  is 
practically  insoluble,  has  been  controverted  by  other 
authorities  of  greater  experience,  who  contend  that  frits 
may  conform  exactly  to  this  ratio  and  yet  contain  lead  com- 
pounds which  are  soluble  up  to  100  per  cent.  But  it  is 
in  the  practical  working  of  the  proposed  standard  frits  that 
the  greatest  trouble  appears.  Experience  has  shown  that 
the  percentage  composition  of  finished  glazes  is  fugitive, 
and  cannot  be  relied  upon.  It  is  impossible,  the  writer 
asserts,  to  guarantee  a  standard  composition,  and  the  manu- 
facturers, in  view  of  these  facts,  are  minded,  if  the  rule  is 
established,  either  to  ignore  it  or  close  their  works. 

IS   CUTTING   ON  THE  WANE? 

It  really  looks  as  if  it  were.  Pioneers  in  that  line  of  bad 
business  are  now  most  bitterly  complaining  about  the 
competition  that  they  have  to  meet,  and  are  asking  what 
good  extreme  cutting  is  to  anybody,  while  firms  who  have 
for  years  protested  that  they  cmnot  protect  prices  are  now 
realising  that  it  is  to  their  interests  so  to  do.  The  la-t  to 
come  into  the  fold  is  Bovril  (Limited),  who  have  fixed  the 
prices  of  Bovril  at — 1  oz  ,  6|<Z. ;  2  oz  ,  ll±d. ;  4  oz  ,  Is.  9d  ; 
8  oz  ,  2s.  lid. ;  and  1  lb  ,  4s.  lOd.  This  gives  a  minimum  of 
15  per  cent,  profit  on  the  outlay,  and  Bovril  is  henceforth  to 
bj  supplied  only  on  a  written  agreement  that  these  prices 
will  be  maintained  as  minima.  It  is  curious  that  this  has 
been  done  at  the  request  of  grocers  who  began  this 
cutting,  but  all  round  at  present  grocers  are  grumbling  con- 
stantly about  cutting,  and  are  adopting  agreements  locally 
for  maintaining  prices  of  packed  goods.  This  is  a  healthy 
sign,  and  we  hope  it  will  be  kept  up.

of  the  meeting  was  characteristic,  the  ionic  hypothesis 
havirg  an  excellent  share  of  attention.  Professor  Ramsay's 
lecture  in  St.  Andrew's  Hall  on  the  inert  constituents  of 
the  atmosphere  was  rather  popular  and  practically  what  he 
has  given  elsewhere.  It  was  illustrated  with  experiment* 
and  lantern-pictures. 

Professor  A.  Michael,  of  Boston,  U.S.A.,  contributed  three 
papers,  in  the  first  of  which  he  described  the  method  of 
separating  three  forms  of  uinnamie  acid  by  mears  of  the 
barium  salts,  commented  on  the  differences  between  them, 
and  attacked  van't  Hoff's  hypothesis.  In  the  second,  on 
the  genesis  of  matter,  he  assumed  that  at  the  birth  of  matte? 
there  were  two  forms  of  "protyle"  corpuscles  endowed  with 
opposite  polarity,  and  only  two  forces — gravitation  and' 
chemical  affinity — temperature  being  zero.  In  the  third 
paper  he  suggested  that  chemical  substitution  may  be 
regarded  as  a  rearrangement  of  molecular  groupings  as  the 
result  of  mutual  affinity  of  elements. 

Professor  G.  G.  Henderson,  D.Sc, and  Mr.  R.  H.  Corstorphine, 
B.Sc  ,  gave  a  paper  on  The  Condensation  of  Benzil  with 
Dibcnzyl  Ketone,  in  presence  of  aqueous  caustic  potash, 
tetraphenjlcyclopentenolone  being  produced.  It  occurs  in 
colourless  lustrous  needles,  melting-point  208°  C  ,  is  readily 
soluble  in  benzene,  but  only  sparingly  in  alcohol.  It  yields 
an  oxime  which  crystallises  in  small  colourless  prisms, 
melting-point  167°,  and  when  heated  in  alcoholic-solution 
with  parabromphenylhydr2zine  it  gives  a  crystalline  hydra- 
zone,  mtltirg  r  o:nt  169°.  The  other  properties  of  the  sub- 
stance were  fully  df  scribed. 

The  ionic  hypothesis  or  correlated  subjects  were  also 
discussed  by  Professor  James  Walker,  who  spoke  on  Ties 
Nomenclature  of  the  Ion?.  Dr.  E.  F.  Armstrong  discussed 
the  equilibrium  lam  as  applied  to  salt-separation  and  the 
formation  of  oceanic  salt  deposits,  exhibiting  a  model  by  the 
aid  of  which  it  is  possible  to  forecast  the  order  in  which  salts- 
would  separate  on  concentration  from  any  given  solution — - 
eg.,  sea- water,  and  also  the  rela'ive  amounts  deposited  at  any 
stage.  Dr.  J.  Gibson  read  a  pap<  r  on  Tne  Elect1' ohjtic  Con- 
ductivity of  Halogen  Acid  Solutions,  showing  that  there  is 
a  marked  difference  in  the  chemical  behaviour  of  the 
solutions  of  acids  according  as  the  concentrations  are  above 
or  below  the  concentrations  corresponding  to  their  respective 
maximal  specific  conductivities.  He  has  determined  the 
conductivity  of  solutions  of  hydrobromic  and  hydriodic 
acids,  and  has  found  it  possible  to  calculate  the  conductivity 
of  the  latter  ac;d  at  high  concentrations  frcm  data  obtained. 
Dr.  Farmer  read  a  paper  cn  "  The  Methods  of  Determining 
the  Bydrofytic  Dissociation  ef  Salts,"  and  another  by 
Dr.  T.  S.  Patttrion,  on  "  The  Influence  of  Solvents  on  the 
Rotation  of  Optically  Active  Compounds.'' 

The  inevitable  arsenic  paper  was  provided  by  Mr.  William 
Thomson,  Manchester,  on  The  Detection  ani  Estimation  of 
Arsenic  in  Beer  and  Articles  of  Food.  It  went  over  the  old 
ground,  and  gave  Mr.  H.  Stopes  the  opportunity  of  saying 
th^t  people  who  do  not  understand  malt-making  should  not 
talk  about  it,  for,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  no  good  malt  can  be 
produced  without  the  contact  with  the  products  of  combus- 
tion in  the  final  stages  of  dryirg.  He  asserted  that  by 
proper  precautions  malt  can  be  made  free  from  arsenic,  and 
that  arsenic  is  more  to  be  feared  in  ar.ificial  preparations, 
which  should  not  be  permitted  to  be  used. 

One  of  the  most  striking  features  of  the  Section's  proceed- 
ings was  a  discussion  on  Chemical  Education,  initiated  by 
Professor  J.  Sakurai,  of  the  Imperial  University  of  Tokio, 
Japan.  It  was  severely  critical  of  modern  methods.  He 
said  the  mere  learning  of  names,  formula,  preparations,  and 
so  forth,  and  the  description  of  other  isolated  facts  could 
not  be  regarded  as  a  scurce  of  much  mental  satisraction  to 
the  student  capable  of  vigorous,  or  even  moderate,  exercise 
of  the  mind.  They  (teachers)  were  not  making  use  of  the 
keen  educational  implements  they  possessed  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage, and  in  the  interests  of  science  and  the  profession 
this  state  of  things  should  be  speedily  remedied.  One  of  the 
remedies  would,  he  thought,  be  to  remove  certain  miscon- 
ceptions which  seemed  to  prevail  very  freely.  They  should 
get  rid  of  the  unferturate  r  sme  "  physical  chemistry."  The 
name  "physical  chemistry"  is  unfortunate,  as  well  as  mis- 
leading, because,  on  ac>  cm  t  of  the  miscomprehension,  not) 
only  its  cultivation,  but  also  its  teaching  had  been  much 
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neglected.  He  suggested  "  general  chemistry  "  to  be  used  in 
its  stead.  In  the  class  room  the  attention  of  the  student 
should  be  directed  to  points  of  general  interest  and  im- 
portance, leaving  the  details  to  be  acquired  later.  The  time 
usually  devoted  to  analytical  work  in  the  laboratory  should 
be  short. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Tilden  was  amused  at  the  lecturer's  denunciation 
of  the  term  "  physical  chemistry,"  and  said  it  was  the  fashion 
nowadays  to  denounce  all  the  old  teaching.  Practically  all 
the  investigators  who  had  enriched  chemical  science  during 
the  last  forty  years  had  been  brought  up  in  the  old  way. 
The  method  now  adopted  in  colleges  of  hurrying  forward 
students  into  research  might  be  very  interesting  to  them, 
but  it  |made  them  lose  a  great  deal  of  the  technical  skill 
which  had  been  so  valuable  in  the  past. 

Professor  H.  B.  Dixon  said  in  teaching  even  elementary- 
chemistry  students  he  liked  to  teach  from,the  historical  point 
of  view.  He  himself  had  been  brought  up  ia  classics  and 
mathematics,  but  he  felt  that  he  was  getting  "  no  forrarder," 
whereas  whenever  he  touched  chemistry  he  seemed  to  reach 
finality. 

Professor  W.  J.  Pope  said  it  would  be  quite  impossible  to 
introdnce  physical  chemistry  into  the  laboratory  to  any 
great  extent  until  the  student  had  been  two  or  tbree  years 
engaged  in  the  work. 

Professor  F.  S.  Kipping,  Dr.  George  Young,  Professor 
Divers,  Dr.  Hartog,  and  Dr.  E.  F.  Armstrong  (Berlin)  also 
spoke,  the  general  opinion  being  that  qualitative  and  quan- 
titative analysts  still  hold  the  field  as  the  best  initial 
training  in  chemicil  methods. 

An  exceeding  valuable  report  (third)  on  the  absorption 
spectra  and  chemical  constitution  of  organic  substances  was 
communicated  by  Professors  Hartley,  Japp,  and  Dobbie  and 
Mr.  A.  Laurie.  This  contains,  as  an  appandix,  a  list  of  sub- 
stances, the  absorption  spectra  of  which  have  been  studied 
in  connection  with  their  chemical  constitution  with  refer- 
ences to  the  original  papers  thereor.  These  include  the

The  Botanical  Section. 

Amongst  the  papers  read  was  one  on  : — 

"  Preserving  and  Preparing  Plants  for  Museum  Purposes," 
by  Mr.  H.  F.  Tagg,  describing  the  methods  of  preserving, 
bleaching,  and  mounting  specimens  for  educational  pur- 
poses. In  a  paper  "  On  the  Strength  and  Resistance 
to  Pressure  of  Certain  Seeds  and  Fruits,"  by  Mr.  G.  F. 
Scott  Elliot,  it  was  reported  that  (amongst  others)  car- 
damom-seeds (native)  stand  a  pressure  of  7  lbs.  without 
breaking,  Calabar  bean  49|  lbs  ,  and  castor-oil  seeds  17  84  lbs. 
on  an  average.  Other  seeds  were  mentioned,  and  the  author 
said  the  resisting-power  depends  chif  fly  upon  the  shape  of 
the  seed  and  the  character  of  the  sclerenchymatous  tissue. 
Many  special  peculiarities  of  fruits  and  seeds  are  important 
aids  to  their  resisting-power.  Ia  particular,  the  ridges  on 
the  cremocarps  of  myrrhis  and  caraway,  the  peculiar  three- 
cornered  nut  of  beechmast,  the  spongy  pericarp  of  tror.  Eeolum, 
very  greatly  diminish  any  danger  of  injury  by  pressure  from 
above,  as  they  yield  to  the  pressure  and  do  not  break. 

The  other  papers  read  to  the  Section  are  not  suitab'e  for 
abstracting. 


The  German  Chemist's  Assistant  who  in  Lausanne  recently 
dispensed  Btrychnine  instead  of  santonin,  thereby  causing  the 
death  of  a  boy  of  10  years  old,  has  been  fined  200f.  and  two-thirds 
of  the  costs  of  the  trial,  and  the  owner  of  the  pharmacy  was 
sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  lOOf.  and  one-third  of  the  costs.  The 
assistant  had  previously  paid  the  boy's  parents  4,500f.  as  com- 
pensation.

Subjoined  is  the  gist  of  a  chemist  and  druggist's  experience  as  a 
counter-prescriber.  He  b?gins  the  article  with  the  question, 
Should  a  chemist  prescribe  ?  Our  own  opinion,  bnsed  on  ex- 
perience, is  that  under  normal  conditiorjs  ho  should  not  go 
beyond  the  limits  that  the  High  Court  judges  in  a  famous 
case  approved.  The  other  view  of  the  matter  is  told  by 
"  Vix." 

THERE  is  nothing  else  for  a  chemist  to  do  in  a  srmll 
business  He  does  not  get  the  dispensing  from  the 
medical  men,  and  when  these  gentlemen  do  send  a  customer 
to  the  chemist  it  is  for  Scott's  emulsion  or  some  suchlike 
proprietary  article.  I  drew  a  prescribing  business  by  billing 
my  district  with  small  bills,  in  which  I  plainly  told  the 
public  that  I  was  an  experienced  chemist,  and  could  cure 
their  ailments  ;  and  I  paid  a  good  deal  of  attention  to  my 
patients  as  they  came.  I  append  a  few  hints  from  my  diary. 
A  girl,  about  15  years  of  age,  was  brought  to  me  to  treat. 
She  had  been  under  two  or  three  medical  men  for  a  bad  leg, 
broken  out  in  several  places.  The  sores  had  a  healthy 
appea'ance.  "Proud  flesh"  had  been  formed  in  them 
previously,  and  been  continually  treated  with  coprei 
sulphate,  putting  the  child  to  continuous  pain,  but  for  the 
past  six  months  nothing  but  dressing  with  Condy's  fluid  had 
been  adopted.  Here  I  found  the  C.  D.  book,  "  Diseases 
and  Remedies,"'  very  useful.  I  instructed  them  to  bandage 
the  leg  with  ordinary  bandage,  dressing  the  wounds  with 
ung.  hyd.  ox.  rub.  on  lint,  and  as  the  girl  appeared  to  suffer

Vetebinary  Dispensaries — Some  eighteen  months  ago 
the  Madras  Government  sanctioned  the  establishment  of  six 
veterinary  dispensaries  whenever  funds  for  that  purpose 
might  be  available  and  when  trained  veterinary  graduates 
could  be  obtained  on  a  salary  of  20^.  per  month,  rising  by 
annual  increments  to  50r.

The  Penn  Drug  Company,  of  Oshkosb,  Wis.,  are  the  owners 
of  a  medical  formula  which  has  been  handed  down  in  the 
family  of  the  president  of  the  company  through  generations 
from  Dr.  Calvin  Crane,  an  eminent  Quaker  physician  and 
scientist.  Its  curative  power  was  exerted  in  liver  troubles, 
kidney  diseases,  stomach  disorders,  indigestion,  constipation 
and  kindred  ailments,  and  in  these  latter  days  it  has  been 
converted  into  a  chocolate-covered  tablet,  the  company  ex- 
ploiting it  as  the  Quaker  Tonic,  and  soliciting  people  to  take

No  argument  is  needed  to  convince  people  that  there's  money 
in  the  patent-medicine  business. 

The  Sterling  Remedy  Company,  of  Attica,  Ind.,  owners  of 
"Cascarets,"  count  their  profits  in  millions. 

The  Peruna  Medicine  Company,  of  Columbus,  O.,  ship  an 
average  of  rive  carloads  of  its  liquid  remedy  every  day.  One  car- 
load of  Quaker  Tonic  woiild  net  a  profit  of  about  §15,000. 

F.  A.  Stuart,  of  Marshall,  Mich.,  was  backed  by  his  friends  to 
the  extent  of  $20,000  when  he  commenced  advertising  his  dyspepsia 
tablet.  Just  as  the  last  dollar  of  that  fund  was  spent  his  ship 
came  in  on  a  t\dal  wave  of  wealth. 

Professor  Munyon's  remedies  were  started  but  a  few  years  ago  ;

The  two  sons  of  Mrs.  Ayer  are  said  to  get  $1,000,000  a  year  each 
as  their  shire  of  the  profits  on  Ayer's  sarsaparilla  and  pills, 
s  The  owners  of  Swamp  root,  which  is  made  at  Binghamton, 
N.Y.,  give  away  half  a  million  dollars  in  charity  every  year. 

Carter's  Little  Liver  Pdls  opened  the  door  of  the  millionaire's 
club  for  Mr.  Brent  Good. 

The  Lydia  Pinkham  Compound  has  made  all  of  its  owners  rich 
beyond  the  dreams  of  avarice. 

The  Dr.  Shoop  Medicine  Company,  of  Racine,  Wis.,  has  filled 
its  stockholders'  pockets  with  go^.  Post-office  recoi-ds  show  that 
Dr.  Shoop  paid  the  Ra:ine  postmaster  over  $187,000  last  year  for 
lc.  postage-stamps. 

Omega  Oil,  owned  by  New  York  capitalists,  is  less  than  three 
years  old,  yet  the  company  will  spend  $150,000  of  its  earnings  in 
advertising  this  year. 

Ten  years  ago  Senator  Fnlford  was  introducing  pink  pills  in 
Canada.  Mr.  W.  T.  Hansom,  of  Schenectady,  New  York,  paid 
■him  $100,000  for  one-half  interest  in  the  United  States  business, 
and  to-day  thtir  growing  wealth  is  manifested  in  their  bene- 
factions. 

Mr.  Brent  Good's  history  is  told  in  the  same  number  by 
■advertiidng-agents  who  have  street-car  advertising-space  to 
sell.  Mr.  Good  was  born  in  Rochester,  N.Y.,  in  1837,  and 
■was  taken  by  his  parents  to  Canada,  and  reared  on  a  farm 
located  near  the  Bay  of  Quinte,  Ont.  His  school  life  was 
followed  by  an  apprenticeship  to  the  drug-business  at  Belle- 
ville, Oat.  Towards  the  end  of  1855  he  made  his  way  to 
New  York,  and  obtained  a  position  with  Demas  Barnes  &  Co., 
large  handlers  of  proprietary  medicines,  and  in  1863  he  was 
taken  into  the  firm.  In  1869  the  partnership  was  dissolved 
by  the  selling  of  the  stock  and  goodwill  to  John  T.  Henry  & 
•Oj,,  and  Mr.  Good  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Good, 
Roof  &  Co.,  for  the  purpose  of  importing  wine3.  In  1878  he 
■purchased  an  interest  in  the  little  liver  pill  made  by  Dr. 
Carter,  of  Erie,  Pa  ,  who  was  at  that  time  doing  a  business  of 
,#10.000  a  year  with  it.  Mr.  Good  formed  the  Carter  Medi- 
cine Company,  and  in  1886  brought  the  pill  to  London.  We 
know  the  rest,  but  the  moral  is  that  Mr.  Brent  Good  is  a 
believer  in  street-car  advertising. 

It  seems  to  be  as  great  a  thing  in  U.S. 4.  to  be  amongst 
the  largest  advertisers  as  it  is  in  the  prosaic  East  to  be  a 
membjr  of  the  aristocracy.  It  is  agreed  thit  the  largest 
advertising  there  is  that  of  the  patent-medicine  houses.  There 
are  three  advertisers  present  everywhere  spending  a  million 


dollars  yearly — Pernna,  Pinkham,  and  Paine's  Celery  Com- 
pound. Hood's,  Ayer's,  Omega  Oil,  Swamp  Root,  Pierce, 
Stuart,  Dr.  Kennedy,  Dr.  Miles,  Dr.  Greene's  Nervura,  Carter's 
Little  Liver  Pills,  Ripans,  Castoria,  and  dozens  of  others  take 
a  back  seat.  An  association  has  been  formed  in  Chicago  called 
the  American  Society  of  National  Advertisers,  to  which  only 
men  spending  at  least  #50,000  annually  are  admitted  and 
only  one  man  in  each  business.  The  object  is  said  to  be  to 
discuss  secretly  matters  of  interest  to  large  advertisers,  and 
to  let  the  combined  wisdom  and  knowledge  of  the  society 
bear  upon  the  various  intricacies  that  the  individual  members 
may  encounter. 

Mr.  E.  S.  Wells,  formerly  pharmacist  in  Jersey  City,  N  J., 
and  maker  of  "Rjugh  on  Rats,"  and  other  "Rough  ons " 
(that  is  how  they  put  it),  has  b?en  telling  the  story  of  his 
career  to  the  little  schoolmaster.    In  brief  it  is  this : — 

Barn  near  Morgantown,  W.  Va.,  in  1811.  At  12  entered  a 
drug  store  in  Uniontown,  Pa.  When  18  went  to  New  York  with 
$1.25.  Got  into  a  small  retail  drug-store  in  Chambers  Street  at 
$2.50  a  week,  with  privilege  of  sleeping  on  the  floor.  Boss  (Dr. 
Cochrane,  a  good-hearted  Scotchman)  failed.  E.  S.  W.  next  went 
as  a  drug-clerk  to  Dowagiac,  Mich.,  at  $125  a  year.  There 
developed  the  advertising  fever,  but  he  had  not  got  far  with  it 
when  the  war  broke  out,  and  in  1862  he  went  into  the  army.  Was 
quickly  invalided,  and  obtained  a  drug  clerkship  in  Jersey  City. 
In  three  months  bought  the  store—"  on  time."  Soon  got  a  second 
store  going,  and  by  1867  had  accumulated  about  $30,000.  Then 
came  a  reaction,  and  from  1872  to  1881  he  had  spent  all  in  advertis- 
ing—and was  $30,000  in  debt !  Between  these  years  "  Rough  on 
Rats  "  had  been  brought  out,  and  advertised  with  other  things  to 
the  amount  of  $18,000  a  year.  In  1880  his  goods  were  selling  well, 
but  he  had  got  down  so  low  and  so  far  behind  that  he  was  practi- 
cally bankrupt,  and  Mrs.  Wells  and  he  gave  up  their  church  pew 
partly  to  save  the  money  and  partly  because  they  were  so  shabbily 
clothed  that  they  were  ashamed  to  go  to  church.  Early  in  1881 
there  came  a  turn  to  their  affairs.  Mrs.  Wells  one  Monday  morn- 
ing told  him  that  there  was  a  big  mail,  and  amongst  it  letters 
from  wholesale  druggists.  These  contained  orders  for  $900  worth 
of  goods,  but  Wells  had  not  the  goods  to  fill  the  orders,  and  went 
into  New  York  to  borrow  some  money.  This  he  could  not  get, 
and  compromised  by  placing  orders  with  advertising  firms  for 
$18,000  worth  of  advertising,  to  run  for  four  months  before  the 
first  month's  was  paid.  Then  he  went  to  a  drug  house  and  got 
what  he  wanted  without  much  question.  He  executed  the  orders, 
and  things  had  a  good  start.  He  told  all  his  agencies  that  he 
had  placed  $18,000  worth  of  advertising,  and  that  they  should 
look  out  for  orders  and  be  prepared  to  execute  them,  and  that  he 
could  not  send  out  on  sale  or  return  any  longer.  The  money 
began  to  pour  into  him,  and  by  1882  he  had  paid  all  his  debts, 
cleared  expenses,  and  was  $60,000  to  the  good.  "And  darned  if  I 
did  not  go  to  Europe  that  year,"  said  Mr.  Wells,  finishing  up  this 
part  of  his  narrative.  The  rest  of  the  interview  was  about  the 
discovery  of  the  poison.  When  he  got  it  and  proved  its  excellence 
he  did  not  care  to  call  it  rat  "  killer  "  or  "  exterminator,"  these 
names  being  too  common,  and  one  night,  in  working  over  it  far 
into  the  morning,  he  got  up  tired,  saying  aloud  to  himself,  "  Well, 
whatever  I  call  it,  in  the  end  it  certainly  is  rough  on  rats."  There 
he  had  the  name. 

It  is  reported  that  Mother  Seigel  is  to  renew  her  youth  in 
the  land  of  her  birth.  The  syrup  is  known  out  there  as 
"  Shaker  Extract  of  Roots,"  and  has  been  kept  before  the 
public  in  a  half-hearted  sort  of  way  for  many  years,  but 
advertising  on  a  large  scale  is  expected  this  fall.  American 
shareholders  of  A.  J.  White  (Limited),  168  Duane  Street, 
New  York,  are  to  look  after  it.

Beecham's  Pills. 
In  the  Vacation  Court,  on  September  25,  before  the  Lord 
Chief  Justice,  application  was  heard  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Beecham  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  Mr.  Cooper,  chemist, 
West  Smethwick,  Birmingham,  from  selling  as  Beecham  s 
pills,  pills  not  of  the  plaintiff's  manufacture.  It  was  stated 
that  the  defendant  was  now  prepared  to  consent  to  a 
perpetual  injunction  in  the  terms  of  the  notice  of  motion, 
and  to  pay  407.  in  respect  of  damages  and  costs.  His  Lord- 
ship made  an  order  accordingly. 


City  of  London  Court. 

Wilson's  Food. 

On  Wednesday,  September  25,  Assistant-Registrar  Tatter- 
shall  heard  further  evidence  in  the  case  of  Greenberg  v. 
Hampton  (C.  &  B.,  September  14,  page  473).  The  action 
was  brought  by  Mrs.  Emily  Greenberg,  trading  as  Wilson's 
Food  Company,  to  recover  47.  12s.  from  Mr.  William 
Hampton,  grocer,  5  Bouverie  Street,  Paddington,  for  Wilson's 
Food  supplied.  The  defence  was  that  the  plaintiff's  repre- 
sentative promised  that  goods  of  a  similar  description  should 
not  be  sold  within  a  radius  of  one  mile,  and  this  had  not 
been  fulfilled.  The  case  was  postponed  to  hear  evidence  on 
this  point  from  Mr.  Hampton.  It  was  also  alleged  that  the 
goods  were  in  a  disgraceful  state.  The  Assistant-Registrar, 
after  hearing  the  evidence,  said  the  defendant  had  only  him- 
self to  blame  for  takiDg  in  damaged  goods,  if  they  were  so. 
The  defendant  had  paid  the  carrier,  and  that  fact  had  put 
him  out  of  court.  At  any  rate,  he  must  pay  the  plaintifi's 
claim.  If  he  wished,  the  defendant  might  bring  Enaction 
for  damages  for  breach  of  contract  with  regard  to  not 
having  the  sole  agency  for  the  sale  of  the  food  in  his 
district. 

Responsibility  for  Representatives. 

In  the  case  of  Barnes  v.  Wright,  which  came  before  the 
Deputy -Judge  of  the  Court  (Mr.  Pitt-Lewis,  K.C.),  on  Ssp- 
tember  25,  the  defendants,  who  carry  on  business  in  Clerken- 
well,  had  a  branch  establishment  at  Manchester,  in  charge 
of  one  Butterworth,  who  had  their  authority  to  act  as  their 
representative,  they  paying  half  the  rent  of  the  office,  it 
being  his  duty  to  get  orders  for  them,  on  which  he  was  paid 
a  commission  of  5  per  cent.  Butterworth  gave  an  order  to 
the  plaintiffs,  a  City  firm,  for  15/.  worth  of  goods,  and  they 
now  sued  his  employers,  who  repudiated  their  liability, 
because  the  goods  were  never  received  by  them.  Mr. 
Frampton,  who  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  argued  that  a 
representative  had  authority  to  bind  his  principals.  Mr. 
Hawtin,  counsel  for  the  defendants,  said  that  if  such  a 
decision  were  given  it  would  be  most  disastrous  to  t  ade. 
A  representative  had  authority  to  take  orders,  but  he  had 
no  business  to  give  them.  If  employers  were  to  be  held 
liable  for  all  goods  that  a  representative  cared  to  order  they 
would  soon  be  ruined.  The  Deputy-Judge  said  he  quite 
realised  that,  and  the  Courts  had  never  decided  whether  or 
not  a  man  who  was  a  representative  had  authority  to  buy 
goods  and  bind  his  employers  to  pay.  He  held  that  a  repre- 
sentative was  authorised  not  merely  to  take  orders,  bu^  to 
give  them,  and  to  act  with  general  authority.  Instead  of 
employers  supplying  men  with  cards,  as  the  defendants  and 
many  other  commercial  firms  did,  stating  that  the  bearer 
was  the  "representative"  of  the  firm,  they  should  state  that 
the  card  was  "  presented  by,"  which  would  make  all  the 
difference.  There  had  been  a  holding  out  of  authority  on  the 
part  of  the  defendants.  Judgment  was  accordingly  given 
for  the  plaintiffs  with  costs.  Mr.  Hawtin  said  that  the  case 
was  so  important  the  defendants  must  appeal.

Bankruptcies  anD  failures* 


Be  Samuel  Turvey,  Bilston,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — Debtor 
appeared  for  his  adjourned  public  examination  at  Wolverhampton 
Bankruptcy  Court  on  September  18,  and  after  having  signed  the 
notes  of  his  previous  examination  he  was  allowed  to  pass. 


Be  Geo.  B.  Towler,  Wolverhampton  Road,  Heath  Town, 
trading  as  a  Chemist  and  Druggist. — A  petition  in  bankruptcy 
has  been  filed  against  the  above,  whose  whereabouts,  it  is  stated, 
are  unknown. 


Be  J.  E.  Lyndall,  169  Ashley  Gardens,  Westminster,  late 
Managing  Director  of  Myname  Soap  Company  (in  liquidation).— 
Upon  the  application  of  Mr.  Thos.  Edwards,  acting  on  behalf  of 
the  London  Corporation  (Limited),  creditors  for  170?.,  a  receiving- 
order  was  made  against  this  debtor.  No  particulars  transpired 
with  regard  to  assets  or  liabilities. 


Re  M.  L.  Bauer  (trading  as  M.  L.  Bauer  <fc  Co.),  11  and  12  Great 
Tower  Street,  E.C.,  Drug  and  Spice  Merchant. 

At  the  London  Court  of  Bankruptcy  on  September  24,  before 
Mr.  Registrar  Linklater,  a  sitting  was  held  for  public  examina- 
tion. The  debtor  stated  in  reply  to  the  Senior  Official  Receiver 
that  he  had  previously  failed  in  1879  and  again  in  1894.  Under 
the  1879  failure  he  was  involved  to  the  extent  of  100,000?.  in 
accommodation  bills,  which  he  had  accepted  on  behalf  of  two 
firms  of  South  African  merchants.  A  composition  of  4s.  3c7.  in 
the  pound  was  paid  on  those  liabilities,  the  other  creditors  being 
paid  in  full.  He  believed  that  under  the  1894  failure  his  creditors 
received  nothing.  He  considered  that  his  present  failure  was 
mainly  due  to  the  insufficiency  of  his  capital  and  general  decline 
in  business.  It  was  his  practice  to  buy  goods  he  did  not  intend 
to  take  up,  but  to  re-sell  at  a  profit  when  the  market  rose.  In 
that  way  during  the  past  eighteen  months  he  incurred  losses  of 
about  2,0007.  on  deals  in  shellac  and  quinine.  He  estimated  that 
his  household  and  personal  expenditure  during  the  last  three 
years  had  been  at  the  rate  of  800?.  or  9007.  per  annum.  He  had 
a  wife  and  four  grown  up  daughters,  and  found  it  impossible  to 
live  on  less.    The  examination  was  concluded. 


Be  August  Anholme,  37  Dock  Street,  Hull,  Surgical-instrument 
and  Drug  Dealer. 

A  meeting  of  the  creditors  was  held  on  September  24,  at  the 
offices  of  the  Official  Receiver,  Hull,  It  appeared  from  the  report 
and  observations  of  the  Official  Receiver  that  the  debtor  filed  his 
own  petition.  He  commenced  business  as  a  surgical- instrument 
and  drug  dealer  in  1881,  without  any  capital  of  his  own.  His 
turnover  amounted  to  about  200Z.  per  annum,  and  his  profits  to 
857.  per  annum,  which  he  spent  in  household  and  personal 
expenses.  The  statement  of  affairs  filed  by  the  debtor  disclosed 
gross  liabilities  amounting  to  1,031?.  17s.  3fZ.,  of  which  8337.  10s.  2d. 
was  expected  to  rank  against  the  estate  for  dividend.  The  pre- 
sent difficulties  arose  from  his  connection  with  the  estate  of  the 
late  Mr.  Chappell,  of  the  Manchester  Hotel,  of  which  he  was  sole 
executor.  The  Official  Receiver  said  it  was  a  somewhat  singular 
case,  and  would  be  fully  investigated.  Eventually  the  estate  was 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver  for  summary  administra- 
tion in  the  usual  manner.

Apprentices  and  the  Preliminary  Examination. 
Sir, — A  year  ago  I  was  wanting  an  apprentice ;  I  advertised 
aid  had  several  replies,  but  most  of  them  were  youngsters  of 
such  a  class  as  would  be  more  suitable  for  errand  boys. 
Their  parents  were  astounded  when  told  what  they  would 
have  to  go  through  to  make  chemists.  One  or  two  others 
who  were  of  a  better  class  did  not  like  the  long  hours.  Not 
enough  recreation  and  not  enough  prospects  of  good  pay. 
None  of  them  had  passed  any  preliminary  examination.  One 
only  who  had  passed  was  a  country  clergyman's  son.  I 
partly  made  arrangements  with  him,  when  his  mother  said 
she  hoped  he  would  not  have  any  menial  work  to  do,  such  as 
sweeping  up  or  dusting.  Of  course  that  was  no  good  to  me, 
so  I  broke  off  negotiations.  Since  then  I  have  had  perforce 
to  take  a  young  relation  who,  though  a  bright  lad,  nas  not 
passed  any  examination,  and  I  fear  with  having  to  study 
during  work  hours  (he  gees  to  a  school  for  two  and  a  half 
hours  each  morning)  he  will  have  a  great  difficulty  in 
managirjg  the  present  Preliminary.  I  know  several  chemists 
here  have  difficulty  in  obtaining  apprentices  even  though 
they  offer  to  give  13Z.  first  year,  without  premium,  increasing 
by  2Z.  12s.  yearly  for  three  more  years.  Boys  who  have 
passed  equivalent  examinations  prefer  to  go  iEto  the  civil 
service,  banks  or  other  offices  where  they  can  have  shorter 
hours,  cleaner  work  and  prospect  of  good  salaries,  without 
having  to  spend  from  50Z.  to  250Z.  in  studying  for  exams. 
So  we  have  to  bs  content  to  take  those  who  have 
passed  nothing,  or  do  without.  Your  correspondent  J.  S.  W. 
says  we  shall,  or  should,  according  to  his  programme,  put  into 
the  market  a  supply  of  reliable  men  who  will  command,  say, 
200Z.  a  year  which  is  not  too  much.  As  regards  the  men 
themselve  s  they  would  not  think  it  too  much  ;  but  what  about 
a  proprietor  who  requires  an  assistant  of  some  kind  2  I  fear 
2001.  a  year,  is  rather  too  much  for  him  to  pay  out  of  his 
profits.  Any  way  there  are  hundreds  of  men  like  myself 
who,  though  doing  just  a  little  more  than  they  can  cope  with 
alone,  could  never  afford  out  of  that  little  to  pay  such 
"  reliable  men."  So  we  are  obliged  to  fall  back  upon  trying 
to  obtain  apprentices,  even  though  they  have  passed  no 
examination,  much  though  we  regret  it,  and  none  do  so  more 
than  I,  because  I  can  plainly  see  that  unwillingly  we  must 
inevitably  swell  the  ranks  of  the  unqualified  "  opposition." 
As  to  training  apprentices  thoroughly,  who,  nowadays,  can 
do  so  2  In  these  times  of  cutting,  we  cannot  afford  to  make 
any  preparations  beyond  perhaps  a  few  ointments  ;  and  even 
*'  our  own  "  proprietaries  are  put  up  for  us  by  wholesalers. 
The  present  day  apprenticeship  system  is  bad,  unqualified 
apprenticeship  is  worse,  but  "  times  is  wussest  "  so  what's  a 
man  to  do  2  Yours  faithfully,

Sir,— My  experience  in  this  matter  may  be  interesting. 
During  my  seventeen  years  in  business  I  have  had  several 
apprentices,  none  of  whom  had  passed  the  examination.  I 
have  given  them  a  wage,  short  hours,  and  a  generous  allow- 
ance of  time  for  study,  but  have  always  found  that  much  of 
this  time  was  used  for  quite  other  purposes,  and  that  the 
lads  made  little  advance  towards  passing.  I  then  deter- 
mined not  to  take  another  until  he  had  shown  an  aptitude 
for  serious  stur'y  by  first  passing  the  examination.  On 
advertising  I  had  a  reply  from  one  who  had  passed  the  last 
of  the  Preliminary  examinations.  The  father  was  a  well-to- 
do  mill-marager,  and  the  lad  was  smart  and  intelligent- 
looking,  and  I  congratulated  myself  on  having  met  with  one 
so  suitable.  My  terra*,  I  think,  were  generous  :  no  premium, 
a  fair  and  increasing  wage  for  the  four  years,  hours  8  to  8, 
and  time  for  study  and  recreation  equal  to  about  two  days 


per  week.  But  the  father  had  exaggerated  ideas  as  to  his 
son's  abilities,  the  work  that  he  should  do,  and  the  remunera- 
tion that  he  should  have,  and  the  negotiations  fell  through. 
He  thought  that  he  could  get  better  terms,  and  whether  he 
did  so  or  not  I  do  not  know.  The  fact  is  that  lads  cannot  now 
live  without  football  and  other  sports,  nor  reconcile  them- 
selves to  working  later  than  5  or  6  p.m.  and  12  noon  on  Satur- 
days. In  my  opinion  the  Preliminary  examination  was  ample 
for  its  purpose,  but  it  should  be  made  compulsory  before  the 
age  of  18.  The  proper  business  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  to  fit  a  man  to  be  a  retail  chemist  and  druggist; 
if  it  attempts  anything  more  ambitious  it  goes  beyond  its 
legitimate,  if  not  its  legal,  functionp.

Sir,  I  am  glad  to  see  that  chemists  are  taking  this 

matter  up,  as  it  is  a  most  important  one,  and  the  future  of 
our  retail-trade  depends  upon  it.  What  will  become  of  the 
trade  if  we  cannot  get  apprentices  !  Look  at  the  trade 
itself.  It  means  that  the  apprentice  has  to  open  the  shop 
at  8  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  stop  there  until  9  o'clock  at 
night.  He  has  to  pass  a  Preliminary  examination,  including 
French  and  Latin,  to  be  able  to  sell  a  few  drugs  and  to  be 
able  to  mix  up  paints,  &c.  As  for  prescriptions,  many 
chemists  very  seldom  see  one,  as  most  of  the  dootors  now 
make  up  their  own  medicines.  The  shop  hours  that  the 
apprentice  and  assistant  have  to  put  in  are  very  long,  and 
when  an  apprentice  is  out  of  his  time  he  gets  the  large  wage 
of  about  25.*  to  30s.  a  week  outdoor,  and  not  very  much 
more  if  qualified.  I  think  it  is  time  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  took  this  matter  up,  and  when  they  can  get  a  Bill 
passed  stopping  company  pharmacy,  and  requiring  every 
man  to  be  in  his  own  shop,  I  think  we  will  get  apprentices, 
but  not  before.  '  Yours  truly,

Sir— I  am  very  glad  indeed  you  have  taken  up  the 
question  of  the  Preliminary  examination  as  it  affects  the 
obtaining  of  apprentices.  My  last  apprentice  left  me  a  few 
months  ago,  without  a  moment's  notice,  after  failing  twice 
in  the  Prelim,  last  year.  I  had  no  chance  of  getting 
another  to  try  under  the  old  regulatians.  Since  then  I  have 
had  four  or  five  boys,  not  apprentice.  I  advertised,  and 
wrote  to  a  few  of  the  most  likely  schools,  asking  the 
masters  to  recommend  me  a  suitable  boy  as  apprentices.  I 
enclose  their  replies.  In  my  last  advertisement  I  stated 
that  I  would  take  a  boy  or  girl,  and  received  six  replies- 
two  from  boys,  the  rest  from  girls.  I  found  that  the  girls 
were  not  prepared  to  do  such  work  as  cleaning  windows.  I 
now  have  a  boy  whose  schoolmaster  told  me  had  no  brains  ; 
nevertheless,  he  is  very  smart  in  the  shop.  There  is  no 
prospect  of  him  ever  passing  the  Preliminary  examination. 
I  am  afraid,  unless  things  are  altered,  this  is  the  sort  of  boy 
we  chemists  will  have  to  get.  Hoping  some  good  will  corns 
of  the  correspondence  which  you  initiated,

The  following  are  the  letters  referred  to.  The  writers  of  the 
first  and  second  are  graduates  in  arts  : — 

"  I  really  find  it  impossible  to  get  an  apprentice  boy,  and,  in 
fact,  a  good  girl  would  not  go  in  unless  she  was  sure  to  get 
through  the  examinations." 

"  Sorry  I  cannot  recommend  an  apprentice.  The  rise  in  tho 
standard  for  Prelim,  exam,  will  ultimately  improve  your  business, 
I  believe,  but  in  the  meantime  it  diminishes  the  number  of  can- 
didates for  places  in  chemists'  shops." 

"  Although  the  notice  for  a  chemist's  apprentice  has  been 
displayed  in  our  lobby  for  a  week,  and  although  hundreds  of 
students  have  been  enrolled  this  week,  no  application  has  been 
made  to  me." 

I  have  been  trying  for  eighteen  months  to  get  an  appren- 
tice. Have  had  three  applications;  none  have  passed  a 
qualifying  examination.  One  said  his  father  dii  not  object 
to  his  being  an  indoor-apprentice,  but  could  pay  no  premium, 
and  the  youth  wished  to  know  "  how  much  pocket-money 
was  allowed  each  week."  The  appearance  of  the  others  was 
not  favourable  as  indoor-apprentices.    (Yorkshire,  9/3  ) 

I  have  taken  one  apprentice  lately,  who  has  not  passed 
Prelim.    I  think  this  examination  is  altogether  excessive. 
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Out  of  six  apprentices  in  this  town,  only  two  have  passed 
Prelim.  Apprentices  are  very  difficult  to  get,  and  I  expect 
when  this  exam,  is  fully  realised  they  will  be  unattainable. 
(Selkirkshire,  9,58  ) 

I  took  a  youth  at  the  latter  part  of  last  year  as  an 
apprentice.  He  started  studying  for  Preliminary,  after  three 
months  gave  it  up,  and  is  not  now  likely  to  tackle  it  again. 
Apprentices  are  extinct  here  nearly,  and  cannot  be  had  for 
any  consideration.  Norfolk.  (7/30.) 

Chemist  v.\Vet,' 

Sir, — Your  correspondent,  H.  Reeks,  deserves  well  of  his 
pharmaceutical  brethren  for  his  effort  to  remove  the  gross 
ignorance  which  exists  in  the  ranks  of  chemists,  as  to  the 
veterinary  qualification.  Passing  strange  it  is  to  me,  that  I, 
with  a  diploma  that  cost  so  much,  should  be  treated  with  an 
air  of  condescension  by  the  shopman  when  I  write  a 
prescription  for  an  animal,  and  ask  a  chemist  to  dispense  it. 
I  have  said  shopman  intentionally,  for  this  he  is,  and  although 
required  to  pass  a  very  good  examination,  and  to  be  possessed 
of  a  very  wide  knowledge,  he  is  and  will  remain  a  retailer  of 
pennyworths,  and  a  shopman  bound  to  the  counter,  for  a 
number  of  hours  per  diem.  So  great  a  number  of  hours  that 
parents  with  any  judgment  will  not  apprentice  their  sons  to 
a  trade  demanding  professional  attainments  for  which  there 
is  no  return.  Long  hours,  bad  pay,  heavy  responsibility,  all 
these  are  the  chemist's,  and  that  without  compensation  of 
any  kind.  There  is  not  the  scope  which  a  draper  enjoys,  or 
any  common  trade,  in  which  a  fortune  may  compensate  for 
an  inferior  social  position,  neither  is  there  the  leisure  which 
the  common  or  garden  vet.  enjoys.  Almost  anywhere  he 
likes  to  dump  down,  the  vet.  can  earn  two  or  three  hundred 
a  year,  and  ride  a  good  horse  to  hounds  or  engage  in  other 
sports.  His  client,  not  "customer,"  will  send  for  him,  and 
pay  a  visiting  fee,  as  good  as  that  paid  to  the  medico.  If 
the  client  comes  to  the  vet.'s  house,  he  will  be  asked  to  wait 
while  the  professional  man  finishes  his  morning  cigarette  in 
the  next  apartment ;  the  latter  will  not  come  forward  to  the 
counter,  "  washing  his  hands  with  invisible  soap  in  imper- 
ceptible water,"  and  bowirg  in  midest  expectation  of  selling 
a  pennyworth  of  pills  or  hair  oil.  The  vet.  who  is  not 
making  money,  will  at  least  have  abundant  leisure,  as  the 
income  I  have  mentioned  can  be  compiled  in  very  little 
time.  A  case  or  two  a  day,  with  intervals  of  a  week  with 
nothing  to  do,  represents  the  average  labour  of  a  two 
hundred  pounder  in  the  veterinary  profession.  If  he  prefers 
to  assist  another  gentleman,  he  will  get  two  guineas  a  week 
in  the  hou-e  and  be  treated  as  a  gentleman :  he  will  not 
keep  any  fixed  shop  hours,  but  answer  to  calls  when 
required,  and  his  governor  will  not  feel  outraged  at  seeing 
him  smoking  his  pipe  very  comfortably  in  the  middle  of  the 
day.  The  army  offers  the  newly  qualified  man  250?.  per 
annum  and  the  rank  of  lieutenant  to  commence  with.  What 
does  it  offer  the  pharmaceutical  chemist,  "bearing  his  blush- 
ing honours  fresh  upon  him  1  "  Why  it  offers  him  the  same 
position  as  Mr.  Thomas  Atkins  in  the  ranks,  and  by  no  merit 
can  he  rise  to  the  position  of  a  commissioned  officer  with 
which  the  veterinary  fledgling  commences.  The  latter  may 
retire  with  the  rank  of  general  and  pension  pro  rata.  In 
your  footnote,  Mr.  Editor,  you  have  clinched  the  matter  by 
referring  to  the  four  years'  course  and  four  examinations. 
One  is  a  profession  ;  the  other  is  a  trade,  and  that  a  duffing 
one,  although  demanding  of  its  graduates  a  standard  of 
attainment  out  of  all  proportion  to  any  return  for  the  outlsy. 
I  would  apologise  for  the  length  of  this  letter,  but  having 
been  a  chemist  myself,  and  never  having  ceased  to  take  in 
the  journals,  I  am  greatly  surprised  at  your  clever  correspon- 
dent "  Xrayser  "  falling  into  the  error  he  does  anent  the 
vet.  Once  having  enjoyed  the  superior  position  of  a 
veterinary  surgeon,  with  all  the  liberty  it  brings,  one  cannot 
imagine  subordinating  it  to  the  sale  of  cattle  drinks,  &c.

Status. 

Sir, — The  dispute  between  Mr.  Bell  and  myself  is  based 
more  on  pharmaceutical  status  than  on  the  word  "  craft.' 
Mr.  Bell  recognises  this,  and  thinks  the  outcome  of  my 
reasonings  would  be  ruin  to  pharmacy.  I  do  not  see  what 
greater  ruin  can  overtake  pharmacy  under  a  new  school  than 
has  already  overtaken  it  under  the  old.    The  solution  of  our 


difficulties,  however,  will  not  be  found  in  either  a  study  of 
fourteenth-century  customs  or  present-day  German  practices. 
I  believe  when  our  road  is  discovered  it  will  be  found  to  be 
an  altogether  original  one.  We  are  not  waiting  for  more 
men  to  study  the  complexity  of  the  pharmaceutical  knot, 
but  for  Alexander  with  his  sword  to  cut  it.  I  thought  we 
had  found  him  when  Mr.  Walter  Hills  turned  up,  but 
unfortunately  he  has  proved  to  be  the  Rosebery  of  pharma- 
ceutical politics.  He  has  influence,  ability,  tact  and 
determination,  but  he  does  not  appear  to  have  any  great 
ambition  to  be  a  leader.  I  sympathise  with  him,  but  I  think 
he  ought  to  remember  that  he  has  a  duty  to  the  profession  of 
which  he  is  an  ornament.  Meanwhile,  pending  the  arrival  of 
the  hour  and  the  man,  we  may  as  ordinary  mortals  make  an 
honest  effort  to  get  for  pharmacy  that  status  which  is 
necessary  to  the  securing  of  reasonable  remuneration  for  our 
services,  without  incurring  the  dangers  suggested  by  Mr. 
Bell.  All  thinking  men  will  acknowledge  that  status  and 
remuneration  go  hand  in  hand,  as  status  means  appreciation 
of  services.  There  appear  to  be  two  ways  of  securing  this 
appreciation ;  first  by  merit,  secondly  by  sheer  force  of 
exaction.  We  have  a  proof  of  the  first  in  the  case  of  medical 
men,  and  of  the  second  in  the  case  of  bankers.  The  banker 
is  not  called  on  by  the  State  to  give  any  proof  of  education 
or  intelligence  before  he  practices.  He  may  be  both  un- 
educated and  unintelligent,  and  often  is  so,  but  his  status  is 
assured.  He  has  acquired  it  by  holding  up  his  head  with 
the  best  of  them — by  exaction,  in  short.  The  chemist  of 
to-day  really  merits  superior  status,  but  his  humility  and 
general  self-effacement  have  kept  him  out  of  it.  This 
wretched  humility  has  done  more  to  iuin  pharmacy  than  all 
the  judges  and  all  the  stores.  Had  chemists  been  more  self- 
assertive,  the  judges  never  would  have  given  the  kind  of 
decisions  which  have  led  on  to  ruin,  and  the  stores 
never  would  have  got  a  hold  where  that  hold  con- 
stitutes injustice  and  moral  wrong.  If  it  comes  to  a 
matter  of  merit,  the  pharmacist  stands  near  the  top.  The 
banker  only  deals  in  money,  the  architect  in  stones  and 
lime,  or  bricks  and  mortar,  the  engineer  in  steel  and  iron, 
the  teacher  and  clergyman  in  books,  but  the  chemist  holds 
in  his  hands  the  issues  of  life  and  dealh.  He  must  always 
have  his  mind  concentrated  on  his  work,  his  head  clear  and 
his  hand  steady,  and  he  must  always  be  at  the  call  of  the 
people,  yet  he  calls  himself  a  "  craftsman  "  and  the  people 
look  on  him  as  a  tradesman,  rather  inferior  in  importance  to 
a  large  grocer  or  a  Society  hair-dresser.

Whether  Mr.  Glyn  Jones  does  or  does  not 
attach  due  importance  to  such  a  sentiment  we  are  not  in  a 
position  to  decide,  but  it  is  at  least  certain  that  the  "  hero  of 
the  hour  "  provides  a  good  substitute  in  the  direction  of  a 
plucky  attempt  to  demonstrate  a  principle  and  a  proof  that 
actions  speak  louder  than  words.  The  council  also  have  a 
case — and  in  the  absence  of  any  theory  to  the  contrary,  it  is 
not  improbable  that,  from  a  red  tape  point  of  view,  it  is 
a  strong  one.  The  term  "  improper  "  should  not  be  taken  too 
literally,  and  in  this  particular  instance  may  be  accepted  as 
implying  that  a  discussion  which  might  implicate  members 
of  the  Council  is  undesirable  and  without  precedent.  The 
Council  transacts  the  business  of  the  Society,  but  does  not 
deal  with  questions  which  are  inseparable  from  the  private 
affairs  of  its  members.  If  the  decision  in  the  Reece  case 
remains  in  statu  quo,  no  doubt  need  be  entertained  with 
regard  to  the  course  open  to  those  concerned.  The  Council 
cannot  be  coerced  into  a  discussion  theoretically  out  of  order. 
Mr.  Glyn  Jones,  in  the  unlikely  event  of  an  attempt  to  ignore 
the  moral  included  in  the  protest,  will  still  have  a  remedy, 
but  it  must  be  in  another  place.     Yours  faithfully,

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Sir, — As  a  regular  reader  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal, 
and  as  an  old  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  I 
resent  very  strongly  the  action  of  the  Editor  of  that  journal 
in  connection  with  the  correspondence  anent  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's 
so-called  "  improper  "  motion.  My  disapproval  of  the  action 
of  the  Editor  prompted  me  to  address  the  following  letter 
to  that  gentleman  : — 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Phdrmaeeutical  Journal. 

Sir, — Having  been  connected  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
for  over  thirty  years,  I  claim  the  right  to  enter  a  protest  against 
the  action  of  the  Editor  of  our  journal  in  connection  with  the 
correspondence  relating  to  <:  that  notice  of  motion." 

In  the  Journal  of  September  14,  in  a  foot-note  to  the  letter  of 
Mr.  Pilkington,  the  Editor  "  considers  that  ...  it  is  expedient  to 
recognise  .  .  .  the  claim  of  members  of  the  Society  to  express 
their  opinions  in  the  correspondence  columns  ;  also  to  leave  any 
question  that  may  be  raised  by  those  letters,  to  the  independent 
judgment  of  readers."  I  venture  to  think,  sir,  that  if,  when  you 
inserted  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  letter  on  August  17,  you  had  recognised 
the  claim  (and  indeed  the  right)  of  members  to  the  use  of  the 
correspondence  columns,  and  left  the  matter  to  the  independent 
judgment  of  readers,  you  would  not  only  have  acted  upon  the 
principle  enunciated  by  yourself  in  the  foot-note  referred  to,  but 
you  would  also  have  exhibited  the  wise  discretion  which  is  ex- 
pected from  an  experienced  officer  of  any  important  society,  and 
who  should  know  that  t  is  his  duty  to  refrain  from  publicly 
expressing  any  opinion  on  a  matter  on  which  the  governing 
authority  are  divided.

Codeine  and  Nux  Pills. 

241/15.  Assistant  has  occasion  to  dispense  pills  contain- 
ing codeine  and  ext.  nucis  vomica,  which  he  misses  with 
glyc.  tragacanth.  The  customer  says  that  on  standing  a. 
few  days  they  develop  a  graen  colour,  and  he  considers  they 
are  not  so  active  then.  What  is  the  reason  fo<-  this  change 
of  colour,  and  can  it  affect  the  action  of  the  pills  in  any 
way  ? 

[We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  this  colour.  Extract  of  nux 
vomica  contains  copper  in  variable  amounts,  which  would  probably 
give  the  green  colour  complained  of,  owing  to  the  alkaline  action 
of  the  codeine  upon  the  copper  salt,  just  as  in  mixtures  contain- 
ing the  tincture  with  sal  volatile  the  colour  is  sometimes  very 
pronounced,  partly  due,  no  doubt,  to  change  in  igasuric  acid  also, 
The  therapeutic  action  is  not  likely  to  be  affected  ]

9/31.  Apprentice. —  The  sale  of  benzine  in  pennyworths  is 
usually  permitted  by  the  local  authorities.  See  The 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  1901,  page  2Z4. 

9/21.  Datura  — Proprietary  articles  manufactured  in 
Ireland  and  sent  by  post  to  Great  Britain  are  not  subject  to 
stamp-duty,  because  the  sale  is  made  in  Ireland,  where  the 
duty  is  not  chargeable. 
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8,47.  J. 31, — The  tracsfer  of  a  mortgage  from  one  person 
to  another  is  perfectly  legal,  and  the  interest  on  the  mort- 
gage is  payable  to  the  holder  thereof. 

9/47.  Lex. — Having  enterel  upon  your  tenancy  in 
November,  it  is  necessary  for  you  to  give  notice  in  June  for 
termination  of  the  tenancy  at  the  Christmas  term.  It  is 
possible,  however,  that  your  landlord  may  accept  some  other 
arrangement. 

7/34.  CJiemieus. — IE  you  instruct  a  wholesale  house  to 
send  goods  by  a  certain  carrier,  you  paying  carriage,  delivery 
of  the  goods  to  the  carrier  is  equivalent  to  delivery  to  you. 
In  the  event  of  damage,  claims  should  be  lodged  by  both 
parties. 

8/43.  Pule  Star. — (1)  Chemist  A  has  no  right  to  open  an 
envelope  addressed  to  chemist  B,  and  to  extract  therefrom 
a  prescription,  compound  it,  and  charge  the  customer  for  it. 
(2)  It  is  noi  customary  to  give  assistants  a  holiday  until 
they  have  served  a  year  (3)  For  a  locum  tenens  30s.  a 
week  without  board  and  lodgings  is  exceptionally  low  pay  ; 
but  your  question  is  much  too  general  for  a  specific  reply  as 
to  whether  more  could  be  enforced  in  your  case. 

8/53.  Export. — It  is  perfectly  clear  that  the  transaction 
which  you  describe  does  not  come  within  the  exemption  to 
medicine-stamp  duty  provided  in  the  case  of  medicines  con- 
signed from  the  maker  in  Great  Britain  to  a  consignee 
abroad,  because  in  your  case  the  order  is  received  by  you 
from  a  wholesale  house  in  this  country  to  be  forwarded  by 
you  to  the  consignee  (their  client,  and  not  your  agent),  pay- 
ment being  made  by  the  wholesale  house  to  you.  That, 
clearly,  is  a  transaction  between  you  and  the  wholesale 
house,  initiated  and  completed  in  Great  Britain,  and  the 
medicines  must  accordingly  be  stamped.  It  is  absolutely 
necessary,  when  the  medicines  are  unstamped,  that  they 
should  be  consigned  by  the  maker  to  his  own  agent  abroad  ; 
in  fact,  it  is  understood  that  the  medicines  so  shipped  do 
not  in  law  cease  to  become  the  property  of  the  maker.  There 
is  a  clear  transference  of  property  in  the  case  described  by 
you. 

1/17.  Teeth. — As  you  do  not  in  the  booklet  use  any  dental 
titles,  nor  profess  to  be  registered  under  the  Dentists  Act,  it 
will  not  on  that  account  bring  you  into  trouble ;  but  you 
" guarantee  to  give  complete  satisfaction  in  every  case"  of 
artificial-teeth  fitting  that  you  undertake,  and  your  "  instru- 
ments and  appliances  are  the  latest  and  best  obtainable,  and 
the  work  is  thoroughly  up  to  date,"  from  which  it  may  be 
assumed  by  the  dental  authorities  that  you  hold  yourself  out 
or  describe  yourself  as  "  a  person  specially  qualified  to 
practise  dentistry,"  which  is  an  offence  under  the  Act.  The 
only  loophole  for  you  is  in  the  interpretation  of  Section  3  of 
the  Act,  which  refers  to  "any  name,  title,  addition,  or 
description  .  .  .  whether  expressed  in  words  or  letters,  or 
partly  in  one  way  and  partly  in  another.''  If  a  narrative  of 
one's  ability  is  not  a  "  description"  you  are  safe.  We  have 
previously  expressed  the  opinion  that  no  competent  Court 
would  interpret  the  term  "specially  qualified"  in  Section  3 
in  any  other  sense  than  qualified  by  some  specific  authority, 
and  upon  this  point  the  dental  authorities  declined  to  cross 
swords  with  us. 

7/74.  Lex  was  asked  by  a  policeman  to  show  him  his 
poison-book,  as  there  had  been  a  poisoning  case  in  the 
neighbourhood.  Lex  declined,  and  was  served  with  a 
summons  to  appear  before  the  Sheriff  for  examination.  He 
did,  and  instead  of  seeing  the  Sheriff,  the  procurator  fiscal 
desired  to  examine  him.  Lex  declined,  on  principle,  to  answer 
his  questions.  He  now  asks  our  advice  especially  (I) 
having  attended  at  citation  and  given  information,  is  he 
entitled  to  a  fee  1  If  so,  would  it  be  a  professional  fee, 
11.  Is  ?  (2)  Could  a  procurator  fiscal  get  a  wa-rant  to  take 
possession  of  poison  registers  in  the  event  of  information 
heing  refused  to  police  officers  ? 

[Our  correspondent  would  be  perfectly  justified  in  refusing 
to  produce  his  poison-book  or  any  other  document  until  he 
is  properly  subpoenaed  before  a  legal  tribunal.  Before  beiDg 
sworn  he  should  ask  for  his  expenses,  and  he  cannot  be 
compelled  to  give  evidence  without  being  paid.  When  once 
he  is  sworn  he  is  helpless  in  the  matter.  We  should  say  that 
the  whole  of  the  proceedings  referred  to  in  our  corre- 
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spondent's  statement  were  irregular,  but  we  do  not  think  he 
can  recover  any  expenses.  In  England,  and  no  doubt  in 
Scotland,  chemists  are  not  allowed  professiora'  fees,  and  only 
get  those  of  ordinary  witnesses.  A  very  good  reply  to  make 
to  an  inquisitive  offi  ;er  would  be  that  a  chemist  considers  his 
customers'  affairs  to  be  of  a  confidential  nature,  and  there- 
fore does  not  feel  justified  in  giving  information  without  the 
customer's  written  consent,  which  the  officer  can  be  asked 
to  obtain  as  a  preliminary.] 

5/21.  E/ijiiirer. — A  dressmaker's  apprentice  cannot  be 
required  to  act  as  a  domestic  servant,  and  we  should  say 
that  our  correspondent  would  be  justified  in  removing  his 
daughter  (who  has  been  apprenticed  to  a  dressmaker,  and 
has  been  ordered  to  do  domestic  work),  and  treating  the 
indentures  as  at  an  end.  This,  however,  is  not  perhaps  the 
strictly  legal  coursa  to  follow,  and  we  should  suggest  that 
his  daughte:  should  refuse  positively  to  do  any  domestic 
work,  or  to  work  after  the  usual  business  hours,  and  that  an 
action  should  be  commenced  against  the  employer  for  breach 
of  the  apprenticeship  articles.  Probably  a  letttr  threatening 
these  proceedings  would  be  sufficient.

Proposed  German  Customs  Regulations. 

It  is  reported  from  Leipzig  that  the  Reichstag  will  pass  a  law 
compelling  American  exporters  to  Germany  to  make  out  invoices 
covering  the  shipments,  these  invoices  to  be  authenticated  by  the 
German  consul  in  the  United  States  in  whose  districts  the  goods 
were  produced.  It  is  albged  that  such  a  course  will  help  the 
officials  in  perfecting  the  statistics  of  the  imports  from  the  United 
States,  and  will  also  throw  another  obstacle  in  the  way  of  American 
exports  to  Germany. 

London  Shipping  Dues. 

An  influential  deputation  of  shipowners  is  to  wait  on  the  Dock 
Company  to  protest  against  the  proposed  enormous  rise  in 
shipping  dues.  It  is  felt  that  when  the  latter  body  are  made 
aware  of  the  serious  effect  which  the  suggested  increase  will  have 
on  the  trade  of  the  port,  their  ideas  as  to  the  practicability  of  the 
proposal  will  be  considerably  modified.  The  present  dues  were 
arranged  on  a  competitive  basis,  and,  having  in  view  the  manner 
in  which  the  shipping  business  is  transferred  from  port  to  port  at 
the  present  day,  considerable  doubt  is  raised  as  to  whether  the 
increasing  of  the  rates  at  this  juncture  will  really  add  a  penny  of 
revenue  to  the  Dock  Company's  exchequer.  At  the  same  time, 
there  are  many  shipping  concerns  which  are  absolutely  compelled 
to  stick  to  London,  and  they  will  have  to  pay  the  extra  charges 
no  matter  how  much  cheaper  are  the  rates  at  other  ports.  The 
new  tariff  does  not  come  into  operation  before  January  1,  1902. 

Java  Government  Cinchona. 

Prom  the  report  on  the  Government  cinchona- plantations 
in  Java  for  the  three  months  ending  March  31,  1901,  we  learn 
that  the  climatic  conditions  were  somewhat  unfavourable ;  the 
rainfall  was  much  below  the  average,  whilst  heavy  gales,  about 
the  middle  of  February,  did  a  very  considerable  amount  of 
damage  to  the  plantations.  These  gales  were  mostly  local,  and  of 
a  cyclonic  character,  and  the  extent  of  the  damage  is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  nearly  4,000  trees  were  blown  down,  from  which  over 
200  tons  of  wet  bark  (equal  to  about  70  tons  of  dry  bark)  were 
collected.  Numerous  buildings  were  also  more  or  less  severely 
damaged.  During  the  height  of  the  stormy  season  the  bulk  of 
the  native  labourers,  some  500  men,  left  the  plantations,  which 
caused  great  difficulty  and  much  delay  in  gathering  the  bark  of 
the  uprooted  trees. 

With  the  exception  of  some  damage  done  by  a  caterpillar 
(EuprocUs  flexuosa),  the  depredations  by  insect-pests  were 
inconsiderable. 

Further  experiments  made  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  whether 
the  content  of  alkaloid  varies  with  the  climatic  conditions,  and 
whether  it  is  greater  in  one  particular  month  than  in  any  other, 
have  led  to  no  definite  results. 

The  plants  in  the  nurseries  numbered  1,560,000,  of  which 
1,428,000  were  Ledgeriana  and  132,000  Succvrubra.  In  the 
open  ground  the  total  amounted  to  2,641,500— viz.,  1,800,000 
Ledgeriana,  433,500  hybrids,  362,000  Succirubra,  and  46,000 
Officinalis. 


The  First  Egyptian  Medical  Congbess  is  to  be  held  on 
December  14  to  20,  1902,  in  Cairo,  and  will  be  specially  devoted 
to  Egyptian  diseases  and  epidemics.

The  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  as  the  result  of 
examining  samples  of  spirit  of  nitrous  ether  obtained  from 
chemists,  have  prosecuted  Messrs.  J.  Leonard  &  Co.  and 
Mr.  W.  H.  Gamble,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  for  selling  the 
spirit  deficient  in  nitrous  ether.  In  the  case  of  Messrs. 
Leonard,  the  reserve  sample  was  sent  to  the  Government 
Laboratory  in  London,  and  the  Principal  reported  the 
sample  had  evaporated,  due  to  bad  corking,  and  that  it 
was  impossible  to  make  a  report  on  it.  The  summons  was 
accordingly  dismissed.  In  Mr.  Gamble's  case  it  was 
pleaded  that  repeated  opening  of  the  stock-bottle  had  caused 


deterioration,  but  a  fine  of  11.  was  imposed.  Full  reports  of 
these  cases  are  given  in  the  C.  &  D.  for  August  17,  Sep- 
tember 14,  and  September  21  The  spirit  should  be  stored 
in  amber-coloured  bottles,  as  pointed  out  by  Harvey  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  direct  sunlight  being  fatal  to 
effective  storage.  These  results,  it  will  be  remembered, 
were  confirmed  in  a  paper  by  Farr  and  Wright,  read  before 
the  recent  Conference  in  Dublin.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science  has  been  held  during  September  in 
Glasgow.  Professor  A.  W.  Riicker  took  as  the  subject  of 
his  presidential  address  the  theory  of  atoms.  The  atomic 
theory  has  lately  had  doubts  cast  on  it  by  eminent  scientists, 
but  Professor  Riicker  gave  his  audience  pi  oofs  that  the 
theory  was  neither  a  convenient  fiction  nor  a  gigantic  aid 
to  memory  for  producing  apparent  order  out  of  disorder 
by  codifying  observed  facts  and  laws.  The  address  was 
summed  up  with  the  following  sentence :  "^The  atomic 
theory  must  hold  the  field  until  another  can  be  found 
which  is  not  inferior  as  an  explanation  of  the  fundamental 
difficulties  as  to  the  constitution  of  matter  and  is  at  the 
same  time  not  less  comprehensive." 

In  Great  Britain  there  is  much  difficulty  in  obtaining 
apprentices  to  the  drug-trade,  and  a  correspondence  on  the 
subject  which  has  been  initiated  in  the  G.  $  B.  shows  that 
the  matter  is  a  very  serious  one.  The  increased  stringency 
of  the  Entrance  and  Qualifying  examinations  is  thought 
to  be  accountable  for  the  extraordinary  diminution  in  the 
number  of  entrants.  Other  reasons  are  probably  the  effect 
on  the  trade  of  the  cutting  evil  and  the  long  hours  of  service 
required.  Retailers  are  finding  great  difficulty  already  in 
obtaining  qualified  assistants,  and  public  appointments  are 
being  filled  by  men  who  hold  qualifications  inferior  to  the 
Minor.  As  far  as  we  can  gather  from  the  large  quantity  of 
correspondence  we  have  received  on  the  matter,  the  dearth 
of  apprentices  has  not  extended  to  Ireland.

COUNCIL-MEETING. 

I THE  Council  met  at  67  Lower  MouDt  Street,  Dublin,  on 
Wednesday,  September  4,  at  3  o'clock,  the  President 
(Mr.  George  D.  Beggs)  in  the  chair.  The  other  members 
present  were  Messrs.  W.  Jameson  and  J.  Tate  (Belfast)  ;  P. 
White  (Sligo) ;  Thomas  Batt ;  K.  Simpson,  G.  Grindley 
(Hon.  Treasurer),  Brown,  T.  N.  Moffitt,  P.  Kelly  and  Professor 
Tichborne  (Dublin). 

Councillors'  Attendance. 

The  first  item  on  the  agenda  paper  was  the  following 
notice  of  motion  which  had  been  given  by  the  Vice-President, 
Mr.  J  I  Bernard  : — 

That,  on  any  member  of  the  Council  absenting  himself  from 
four  regular  consecutive  monthly  meetings,  such  member  shall 
become  disqualified,  and  the  Registrar  shall  place  on  the  agenda 
of  the  next  meeting  a  notice  to  co-opt  another  member  of  the 
Society  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  created. 

The  President  said  he  had  received  a  telegram  on  the 
matter  from  Mr.  Baxter  which  the  Eegistrar  read. 

It  stated  that  a  severe  attack  of  bronchitis  prevented  the 
writer  from  attending,  and  that  he  thought  the  notice  of 
motion  ought  to  be  withdrawn,  as,  if  it  were  acted  on,  the 
Council  might  be  deprived  of  the  services  of  some  of  its 
worthiest  members. 

The  President  said  that  when  the  Vice-President  first 
spoke  to  him  about  the  notice  he  was  under  the  impression 
that  it  was  admissible ;  but  on  subsequently  looking  into  the 
Act  of  Parliament  he  found  that  there  was  nothing  whatever 
in  it  to  authorise  their  interference  with  the  three  years 
term  of  office  of  any  member  of  the  Council  on  the  ground 
of  non-attendance.  He  must  therefore  rule  the  notice  of 
motion  out  of  order. 

Mr.  Jameson  :  I  think  the  conclusion  you  have  come  to, 
Mr.  President,  is  the  correct  one. 

Mr.  Grindley  :  Every  member  of  the  Council  is  elected 
for  thTee  years.  No  doubt  it  has  bten  found  difficult  to  get 
quorums,  but  the  course  proposed  by  the  notice  is  not  the 
right  way  of  correcting  the  evil. 

The  President  :  I  must  say  that  the  origin  of  it  was  that 
we  had  several  abortive  meetings,  and  we  wanted  to  try  to 
secure  quorums. 

Mr.  Batt  :  You  said  something  last  night  about  changing 
the  hour  for  the  Council-meetings.  It  might  be  better  for 
the  city  members  if  we  met  in  the  morning.  The  present 
hour  is  very  inconvenient  for  me. 

President  :  What  is  the  opinion  of  the  country  members  ? 
Would  11  or  12  o'clock  suit  them  ? 

Mr.  Tate  :  said  it  would  be  rather  inconvenient  to  have 
to  come  from  Belfast  by  a  very  early  train  in  the  winter,  but 
he  would  gladly  fall  in  with  any  suggestion  from  the  other 
members  of  Council  who  had  to  come  from  the  North.  It 
was  very  inconvenient  for  the  Northern  members  to  attend 
the  Council-meetings  sometimes.  He  had  been  absent  for  a 
considerable  time,  but  his  absence  could  be  easily  explained. 
The  question  was,  What  hour  would  suit  everybody  ? 

The  President  :  I  do  not  know  what  the  feeling  of  all  the 
city  members  is  on  the  matter,  but  we  wish  to  suit  the 
convenience  of  the  country  members  as  well.  I  can  make  it1 
my  business  to  attend  the  Council-meetings  at  any  hour 
suitable  to  the  Council. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  Perhaps  the  Northern  members  could  arrange 
to  send  up  two  members  periodically. 

Mr.  Jameson  :  We  must  lose  an  entire  day,  no  matter  how 
it  is. 

Mr.  White  :  If  the  meetings  were  held  at  12  o'clock  I 
should  have  to  get  up  a1;  4  o'clock  in  the  morning  in  order  to 
attend  them. 

The  President  :  The  Act  names  3  o'clock  as  the  hour, 
ami  we  should  have  to  go  to  the  Privy  Council  in  order  to 
make  a  cbaDge.  Is  it  your  wish  that  the  hour  of  meetirjg  be 
changed  to  12  o'clock  1 

Mr.  Grindley  :  Do  not  come  to  any  decision  now.  Let 
this  discussion  go  forward.  It  would  be  unfair  to  make  any 
change  without  consulting  all  the  members  of  the  Council. 


Professor  Tichborne  :  A  proposal  of  so  much  importance 
should  go  on  the  agenda-paper. 

Enforcing  the  Poisons  Act. 
The  President,  referring  to  the  deputation  which  waited 
on  the  Inspector-General  of  the  Royal  Irish  Constabulary  to 
ask  the  assistance  of  his  force  in  carrying  out  the  Poisons 
Act,  said  they  were  received  very  courteously ;  but  the 
Inspector-General  wanted  the  Council  to  formulate  their 
ideas  as  to  what  was  to  be  di  ne,  and  to  give  a  list  of  the 
articles  that  contained  poisons. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  Do  the  Constabulary  get  our  "  Calendar  "  1 
The  Registrar  said  600  copies  of  it  had  been  supplied  to 
them. 

The  President  referred  to  Section  16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
(Ireland)  Amendment  Act,  which  provides  that  in  January 
of  each  year  a  copy  of  the  registers  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  chemists  and  druggists,  and  registered  druggist  ■> 
shall  be  sent  to  the  inspector  of  weights  and  measures  in 
each  constabulary  district  of  Ireland  ;  and  that  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  inspector  to  report  to  the  Council  any 
offences  against  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Acts.  Headded  : 
"  If  a  list  of  articles  containing  poisons  is  to  be  supplied  to 
the  Constabulary  the  Law  Committee  should  prepare  it." 

Medals'. 

It  was  announced  that  the  answering  at  the  Licence 
examinations  had  not  been  good  enough  to  entitle  any 
candidate  to  a  gold  medal ;  but  that  a  silver  medal  would  be 
awarded  to  Mr.  John  Ronald  Wilson,  who  had  obtained  the 
highest  number  of  marks — viz  ,  234 — being  4  marks  over  the 
limit  for  a  silver  medal. 

Appointments  and  Elections. 

On  the  motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by  Mr.  Brown, 
Mr.  T.  J.  English  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Conyngham,  both  of  Dublin, 
and  Mr.  J.  W.  Harvey,  Cork,  were  elected,  members  of  the 
Society. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Moffitt,  seconded  by  Mr.  Brown, 
Mr.  C.  McCann,  of  Belfast,  was  elected  a  member. 

The  President  moved  that  Mr.  A.  Forbes  Watson  be 
re-elected  examiner  in  chemistry — Mr.  Watson  had  given 
universal  satisfaction. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  unanimously  passed. 

Messrs.  Simpson  and  Batt  were  appointed  scrutineers  of 
the  ballot  for  the  election  of  members  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  October. 

Mr.  Wells  Resigns. 

The  President  said  a  letter  of  resignation  had  been 
received  from  one  of  their  best  members,  Mr.  W.  E.  Wells. 
Two  or  three  members  of  the  Council  had  already  pressed 
him  to  remain  with  them;  but  up  to  the  present  he  did  not 
see  his  way  to  do  so.  He  (the  President)  thought  a  letter 
should  be  sent  to  him  from  the  Council,  asking  him  to 
reconsider  his  decision.  The  President  then  read  and  moved 
the  adoption  by  the  Council  of  a  draft  letter  which  stated 
that  they  had  heard  with  profound  regret  of  Mr.  Wells' 
contemplated  retirement-  from  their  body ;  that  they  were 
fully  alive  to  the  deep  interest  he  bad  always  taken  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Society,  and  to  the  valuable  assistance  that  he 
had  always  rendered  to  the  Council ;  and  that  they  earnestly 
trusted  that  he  would  allow  his  name  to  go  forward  for 
re-election. 

Professor  Tichborne  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  draft 
letter.  He  said  Mr.  Wells  was  one  of  the  most  energetic 
members  they  had  ever  had,  and  his  retirement  from  the 
Council  would  be  a  serious  loss. 

Mr.  Brown  supported  the  motion.  No  man,  he  remarked, 
better  understood  the  affairs  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Council  than  Mr.  Wells,  and  though  some  of  them  might  not 
always  agree  with  him  they  all  appreciated  his  energy  and 
intelligence. 

The  draft  letter  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Reciprocity. 

A  correspondence  was  received  from  the  Colonial  Office 
in  reference  to  the  privileges  accorded  to  Irish  Pharmaceutical 
licentiates  in  the  colonies.  It  included  the  following 
circular  which  Mr.  Chamberlain  issued  to  the  colonial 
Administrators  in  April,  1900  : — 

Sib, — I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  my  attention  has 
been  called  to  the  fact  that  in  various  British  colonies  privileges 
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which  are  accorded  to  British  pharmacists  are  not  extended  to 
Irish  pharmacists.  I  am  not  aware  of  any  justification  for  this 
discrimination.  It  appears,  indeed,  to  have  had  its  origin  in  the 
*"  overlooking  of  the  fact  that  the  Imperial  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868 
applies  only  to  Great  Britain,  separate  provision  being  made  for 
reland  by  the  Pharmacy  (Ireland)  Act,  1875,  and  the  Pharmacy 
Act  (Ireland)  Amendment  Act,  1890.  Should  the  Pharmacy  Law 
of  any  of  the  colonies  under  your  government  not  treat  Irish 
pharmacists  as  equally  entitled  to  recognition  with  British 
pharmacists,  I  shall  be  glad  if,  when  any  modification  of  it  is 
under  consideration,  the  claims  of  Irish  pharmacists  to  equal 
privileges  can  be  borne  in  mind. 

Accompanying  this  circular  was  a  letter  from  the  Colonial 
Office  stating  that  it  did  not  appear  from  the  replies  received 
to  the  circular  that  any  discrimination  in  the  laws  relating 
to  the  practice  of  pharmacy  was  made  between  British  and 
Irish  pharmacists  in  the  following  colonies: — Canada, 
Victoria,  Queensland,  New  Zealand,  Fiji,  the  Bahamas, 
Jamaica,  Trinidad,  Barbadoes,  Grenada,  St.  Vincent,  St. 
Lucia,  the  Leeward  Islands,  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Southern 
Rhodesia,  Natal,  Sierra  Leone,  Gambia,  Malta,  Mauritius, 
the  Seychelles,  and  the  Straits  Settlements.  As  to  New 
South  Wales,  South  Australia,  and  Tasmania,  the  Govern- 
ments of  those  colonies  were  prepared,  the  letter  stated, 
to  enter  into  reciprocal  arrangements  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  for  the  mutual  recognition 
of  certificates.  It  did  not  appear  that  Bermuda,  British 
New  Guinea,  the  Falkland  Islands,  Ceylon,  and  Hong-Kong 
had  any  laws  relating  to  the  qualifications  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists ;  whilst  in  Cyprus,  the  Gold  Coast,  and  Lagos  the 
laws  did  not  distinguish  between  Irish  and  British  pharma- 
c  utical  chemists. 

The  President  :  I  think  these  letters  are  very  satis- 
factory, and  I  suggest  that  we  should  thank  Mr.  Chamberlain 
for  them. 

The  Registrar  was  directed  to  write  a  letter  of  thanks  to 
Mr.  Chamberlain. 
The  Council  then  adjourned. 


Mr.  Wells  has  since  intimated  that  he  is  unwilling  to  re- 
consider his  decision,  so  that  Irish  pharmacy  loses — let  us

hope  only  temporarily— the  services  on  the  Council  of  one  of 
its  members  whose  knowledge  of  the  Irish  Pharmacy  Act  is 


probably  unequalled.  Mr.  Wells  was  admitted  a  member  of 
the  Society  after  passing  the  Licence  examination  in  1877, 
and,  after  a  short  period  of  Vice-Presidency,  became  Presi- 
dent in  1895,  a  position  he  retained  for  two  years.  It  was 
during  his  Vice-Presidency  in  1890  that  the  Pharmacy  Act 
Amendment  Act  passed  through  the  Houses  of  Parliament, 
Mr.  Wells  was  one  of  the  deputation  of  three  sent  to  do 
lobby-work  in  London,  and  his  persistence  with  members  of 
Parliament  had  not  a  little  to  do  with  the  successful  passing 
of  the  measure.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  in  October,  1890,  an  address  was 
presented  to  Mr.  Wells  for  his  services,  in  which  the 
members  and  licentiates  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  expressed  their  high  appreciation  of  the  very 
valuable  services  rendered  to  the  cause  of  pharmacy  in 
Ireland  by  securing  through  his  energy  and  zeal  the  passing 
of  the  Act.  The  address  also  expressed  the  hope  that  under 
the  new  constitution  Mr.  Wells  would  be  able  to  assist  by  his 
continued  counsels  to  consolidate  and  perfect  the  work  he 
had  assisted  in  accomplishing.  His  services  in  this  respect 
and  to  Irish  pharmacy  in  general  were  further  recognised  in 
1898  by  the  presentation  to  him  of  a  handsome  rose-leaf 
bowl  and  framed  list  of  subscribers.  The  late  Mr.  R.  J. 
Downes,  in  making  the  presentation,  recalled  his  earliest 
recollections  of  Mr.  Wells,  Mr.  Downes  having  been  an 
apprentice  with  Mr.  Wells's  father.  The  following  sentence 
from  Mr.  Downes's  speech  at  the  presentation  is 
characteristic  of  the  good  things  said  of  Mr.  Wells  at  the 
meeting  :— 

Since  passing  his  examination  he  had  been  in  the  forefront  of 
all  their  legal  battles,  which  he  fought  and  won  nobly.  He 
was  not  always  right,  but  he  generally  managed  to  carry  the  day. 
Some  time  ago  he  (Mr.  Downes)  and  Mr.  Wells  were  opponents 
on  matters  pharmaceutical,  but  they  were  now  pulling  together 
in  harness,  and  would  continue  to  do  so.  He  had  received  a 
number  of  letters  from  all  parts  expressing  the  admiration  in 
which  Mr.  Wells  was  held  by  the  craft,  and  the  only  regret  felt 
by  the  licentiates  was  that  the  movement  to  present  Mr.  Wells 
with  a  testimonial  was  not  made  more  general,  in  which  case  the 
bowl  would  probably  have  been  as  large  again  as  it  was.  When 
started  it  was  thought  that  the  testimonial  would  not  have  been 
one- fifth  of  its  value,  but  it  showed  the  esteem  and  respect  in 
which  Mr.  Wells  was  held  when  the  movement,  started  so 
spontaneously,  was  subscribed  to  the  full  in  the  course  of  a  few 
days. 

Mr.  Wells's  services  as  Chairman  of  the  Local  Committee 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  the  recent 
meeting  in  Dublin  are  still  fresh  in  the  minds  of  our 
readers,  and  a  description  of  his  pharmacy  in  the  C.  B., 
July  27,  renders  it  unnecessary  for  us  to  further  enlarge  on 
a  career  which  friends  and  opponents  alike  admit  has  been 
of  inestimable  service  to  Irish  pharmacy.

Messrs.  Blair  and  Golden  as  representing  the  provinces  (at 
present  unrepresented)  would  largely  help  in  widening  the 
interests  of  the  Society,  and  Mr.  Smith,  who  has  lately  com- 
pleted the  usual  term  of  five  years  as  an  examiner  of  the 
Society,  is  thoroughly  versed  in  Society  work,  being  an 
active  member  for  many  years.  Mr.  Bnglish  is  also  a  well- 
known  pharmacist,  and  assisted  very  much  in  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  Dublin  visit  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference.  The  members  of  the  Council  who  retire  by 
rotation  and  seek  re-election  are  Messrs.  G.  H.  Grindley 
(Dublin),  P.  Kelly  (Dublin),  G.  Brown  (Dublin),  and  James

THE  final  meeting  of  the  Dublin  Reception  Committee  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con'erence  was  held  on 
September  3  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  for  the 
purpose  of  submitting  the  auditors'  report  and  statement  of 
accounts. 

Mr.  S.  P.  Boyd  (Vice-Chairman)  occupied  the  chair,  in  the 
absence  of  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells.    There  were  also  present :

Simpson,  M.P.S.I.,  George  Brown,  M.P.S.I., 
Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh,  M.P.S.I.,  and  J.  I.  Bernard,  M.P.S.I.,  whilst 
numerous  apologies  for  absence  were  received. 

The  balance-sheet,  as  certified  by  Messrs.  Simpson, 
Grindley,  ^and  Sir  Thos.  Robinson,  showed  that  after  the 
outstanding  subscriptions  (some  10Z.)  had  been  paid  the 
deficit  amounted  to  under  4Z.  On  the  motion  of  Professor 
Tichborne,  seconded  by  Mr.  Thomas  White,  the  balance- 
sheet  was  adopted  and  passed  unanimously,  and  cheques 
ordered  to  be  drawn  to  pay  all  accounts,  the  deficiency 
being  at  once  provided  for  by  those  present.

garden-party),  Ladies'  Committee,  Chairman  (Mr.  Wells), 
Vice-Chairman  (Mr.  Boyd),  Hon.  Treasurer  (Mr.  Beggs), 
Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  Bernard),  Messrs.  Gill  and  White 
(Catering  Committee),  Messrs.  Smith  and  English  (Convey- 
ance Committee),  the  Auditors,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  (for  use  of  rooms),  and  the  Press. 

The  meeting  terminated  after  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  had 
been  passed  to  the  Vice-Chairman  (Mr.  S.  P.  Boyd). 


A  meeting  of  the  Formulary  Committee  was  held  at 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.,  on  September  18,  at  5.30  p.m. 
Present:  Mr.  N.  H.  Martin,  who  presided,  Messrs.  G.  C. 
Druce,  F.  Ransom,  Harold  Wilson,  F.  C.  J.  Bird,  and 
W.  A.  H.  Naylor.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting 
were  read  and  confirmed.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Harold 
Wilson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Bird,  Mr.  Martin  was  heartily 
thanked  for  his  services  during  the  past  year,  and 
asked  to  continue  to  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 
Mr.  Martin  consented,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the 
members  would  accord  him  the  measure  of  support  they  had 
hitherto  so  freely  given.  Mr.  Naylor  was  re-elected  Secretary. 
The  Chairman  made  a  brief  reference  to  the  favourable 
comments  passed  by  the  Press  on  the  recently  published 
"  Formulary,"  and  to  the  encouraging  rate  at  which  the 
volume  had  sold.

A  letter  from  Professor  J.  P.  Remington,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Revision  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  was  read,  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  a 
vote  of  condolence  upon  the  death  of  Dr.  Charles  Rice,  in 
which  he  said :  "  The  loss  of  this  eminent  scientist,  chemist, 
pharmacist,  and  scholar  will  be  severely  felt,  not  only  in

assure  you  of  its  deep  sense  of  appreciation  of  the  kindly 
feeling  which  prompted  the  sending  of  the  letter." 

The  President  congratulated  the  Conference  upon  the 
most  successful  meeting  recently  held  in  Dublin. 

Dr.  Attfield  proposed,  and  Mr.  Naylor  seconded,  that  "  the 
Committee  of  Publication  be  not  reappointed."

Gardineh. — We  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  John 
Alexander  Gardiner,  chemist  and  druggist,  which  took 
place  at  43  Kenilworth  Square,  Dublin,  on  September  17. 
Mr.  Gardiner,  who  was  51  years  of  age,  was  born  at  Dun- 
murray,  Belfast,  and  obtained  his  first  experience  of  the  drug- 
trade  in  Sir  James 
Haslitt's  business 
there.  He  went  to 
Dublin  in  1871,  and 
entered  the  esta- 
blishment of  Messrs. 
Boileau  &  Boyd  as  a 
junior.  His  business 
capacity  was  such 
that  he  progressed 
from  one  position  to 
another  until  he  got 
a  partnership  in  the 
firm,  all  the  while 
travelling  over  the 
country  in  its  in- 
terests. Some  years 
ago  the  firm  was 
converted  into  a 
limited  company, 

when  the  three  businesses  of  Boileau  &  Boyd,  Samuel  Boyd 
(Mary  Street),  and  Boyd  &  Goodwin  (Merrion  Row)  were 
amalgamated,  and  he  became  a  director.  He  was  an  active 
member  of  the  Masonic  order,  and  also  held  office  in  the 
Abercorn  Knights  Templars  Preceptory.  He  was  highly 
esteemed  by  the  drug-trade  throughout  Ireland,  and  his 
comparatively  sudden  death  (he  was  only  ailing  a  week)  is 
much  regretted.  The  funeral  took  place  at  Mount  Jerome 
Cemetery  on  September  21,  the  cortege  being  of  an  imposing 
and  representative  character.  Amongst  those  present  were 
the  directors  of  Boileau  &  Boyd  (Limited),  Mr.  G.  D.  Beggs

difficult  to  fill  his  place,  but  at  an  early  date  our  representative, 
Mr.  Hugh  Alderdice,  will  take  up  the  journey."
